THE NORWAY SYSTEM 


Strongly Endorsed by Representa. 
tives of the Bay State, 


‘It Blends Prohibition, Re- 


striction and No License. 


A Mithod Calculated to Extinguish the 
Present Type of Saloons. 


Boston, March 29.—A largely attended 
meeting in the interest of the Norwegian 
bill was held at the new Old South church 
last night. Hon. George F. Hoar presided. 
Senator Lodge sent his regrets from Wash- 
ington and a letter strongly endorsing 
the movement, and letters were read from 
ex-Governor Brackett, ex-Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Haile and Robert ‘Treat Paine 
strongly favoring the bill. 

Senator Hoar briefly reviewed the his- 
tory of the temperance movement from 
the start; showed how it had failed in the 
cities, and how Massachusetts is becom- 
ing a cluster of cities, and pointed out 
how, for those cities, this is an undertak- 
ing to remove from the drink habit, where 
it must exist, its siren power to lure men 
toruin. He sketched the glory of the ideal 
city, but said that the city with rum shops 
at nearly every door, as in parts of Boston, 
rivals Dante's Inferno. 

Richard H. Dana said that the present 
high license system is one of rewards for 
heavy sales and violations of law. This 
system sweeps these rewards away. Its 
trial has been successful. He contrasted 
the authorities for the system with those 
against it, vastly 

To the Former’s Advantage. 

Mrs. A. F. Palmer told of her experience 
as ‘crusader’ when a girl; pointed out 
how neither love (as in that movement) 
nor law (as since) has succeeded, and 
showed how this is an experiment mediat- 
ing between these, and having the chance 
of saving many persons from drink. 

Dean Hodges said that present methods 
attack the drink traffic with open and ex- 
tended figures, rather than with a com- 
pact fist; that this system, in blending 
prohibition, no license and restriction, 
constitutes such a fist, and showed how in 
Norway, prohibitionists, as aruie, favor 
it and use it for their ends. 

Mrs. Mary A. Livermore believed in the 
system as extinguishing the present type 
of saloon; deprecated the division of tem- 
perance forces; said it was, in this case, 
because people do not get the matter fairly 
into their heads; showed how, in the 
same way, earlier, some persons opposed 
no license as savoring of somelicense, and 
pointed out that it is the motive which de- 
termines right in this case 

Capen's Comparisons. 


Samuel B. Capen said that water is to | 


be used to put out this fire, that is, pro- 
hibition; but that it keeps burning, not- 
witlustanding the water, because the oil of 
private profits is continually put into the 
fire from behind. This system cuts off the 
oil and gives the water of prohibition a 
chance. To turn the hose on those cutting 
off the oil was a false act. 

Rev. J. N. Brandelle said that Scandi- 
navian protests against the system do not 
represent the best judgment; that the

WITHOUT A PARALLEL, 


Confirmation of Stories of Awful 
Doings by Bloodthirsty Turks, 


Cable Hews. 


Women, Children and Unborn 
Babes Slaughtered. 


Kurds Killed Outright, but the Turks Delighted 
in Terrible Torture, 


LonpDos, March 29.—The Daily News 
this morning publishes a long account 
from a Turkish source, confirming the 
stories of the Armenian outrages. Ed- 
itoriafly it says: The bare facts will have 
their natural effect on all who are respon- 
sible to our relations with a power which 
ts the very negation of God. 

A correspondent investigating the cir- 
eumstances of the atrocities perpetrated 
In Armenia recently attaches great im- 
portance toa statement of a Kurd “who 
killed many innocent women and chil- 
dren in Sassoun” and with whom he “‘ex- 
changed daggers.’ The correspondent 
took this man’s deposition before respeci- 
abls non-Armenian responsible wit- 
nesses, and from this deposition he tele- 
graphed the following blood-curdling ex- 
tracts: 

“The Turkish soldiers took little chil- 
dren by the feet and dashed them against 
stones. I saw an Armenian priest. Sol- 
diers tortured him, squeezed his neck, 
goughed out his eyes and tore off his flesh 
with pincers. We hate that; we only stab 
or bayonet or cut off heads. We dislike 
needless pain. I saw a Turkish sergeant 
bind an old Armenian head downward to 
two or three branches and slowly cust 
him through with an ax. 

“Armenians who implored protection 
and surrendered were butchered at night. 
I saw it done. The soldiers stood in double 
lines of three on each side. The Arme- 
nhians were marched in, 

Thelr Hands Tied, 
and they were then bayoneted and flung 
into the pit. Not all were dead who were 
in the pit. 

“Isaw the soldiers take a woman and 
stand around her, joking and making bets 
asto the sex of her unborn child. She 
Was then cut open and the money was 
paid to the scoundrels who had guessed 
rightly.” The correspondent telegraphed 
the details on this revolting deed, but the 
paper suppressed them as being too hor- 
rible for publication. 

Continuing, the Kurd said: “The 
Kurds killed people with bullets and dag- 
gers, but the soldiers delighted in torture. 
They put some to death with scissors, cut- 
ting them and opening veins in the neck. 
Others were sawn, others had their 


tongues cut out, eyes gouged out and sev- 


eral fingers cut off before death. I saw 
men and women thus mutilated, and they 
laid about the camp for two hours before 
they were killed.” 

The Times’ Story. 

The Times publishes a long report on 
the Armenian atrocities, written by a 
competent and trustworthy man who 
made a personal investigation on the spot. 
This report was written in January, but 
only arrived in London yesterday. 

The writer says he is convinced that 
both in 1893 and ‘94 the Turkish govern- 
ment gave both oral and written orders 
tothe Kurds to attack the Armenians, 
promising them the bounty and relieving 
them of responsibility for the conse- 
In the first attacks made upon 
Armenians defeated the Kurds. 
tedly but for Turkish help the 
Kurds would have been unable to have 
gained a permanent victory. The Kurds 
in the earlier skirmishes did not harm 
women and children. Even when incited 
by the Turks they did little in comparison 
with the latter. 

The account proceeds to confirm the 
pit incident, and the report of the 
governor of Bitlis reading at Djellye- 
goozan the sultan’s firman ordering the 
Kurds to destroy the disaffected villages, 
sparing nothing, for their sultan and 
prophet. This occurred about the middle 
of August, and the massacre which [ol- 
lowed 


Beggars All Description. 

The Occidentals of the 19th century 
cannot comprehend it. Youths were 
bound, covered with brushwood and 
burned alive Others were hacked to 
pieces. At Shenig a house filled with 5&0 
men, women and children were set on fire 
and all were cremated. The officers forced 
their men to acts of cruelty from which 
the latter shrunk.

They were 
ordered to dig a trench, and when enough 
earth had been thrown up, ali were hacked 
to pieces and cast into the trench. Priesta 
suffered horrible deaths. One was thrown 
into the air and allowed to fa'l on a num- 
ber of bayonets that had been stuck up- 
right in the ground.

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Forty Years of Service as Teacher 
Completed Today

Many Surprises in Store Yester- 
day for the Successful Teacher. 


Thursday was a day of surprises for 
Miss Julia E. Underwood, Quincy’s most 
successful teacher, the events commemorat- 
ing a remarkable record of forty years 
service completed today as a primary 
teacher in the Quincy public schools. 

Miss Dearborn and the teachers at the 
Coddington planned surprise No. 1 and the 
children have been happy for some days in 
anticipation of a pleasant occasion, Thurs- 
day afternoon all the grades assembled in 
the connecting rooms of two upper grades 
ostensibly to sing ‘*‘ America’’ and hold 
patriotic exercises. Miss Underwood soon 
learned the import, however, for three 
presentations were the main feature. Three 
children presented a beautiful willow 
rocker, three more a five dollar gold piece, 
and three more a choice bouquet. Penny 
contributions of the children had secured 
all these and they were so happy over the 
event, that it was a very enjoyable occasion 
to all, and Miss Underwood thoroughly 
appreciated it. 

Atthe Teachers’ Mee ing. 

Thursday evening the regular meeting of 
the Teachers’ association was held, and it 
was a notably gathering. Besides the 
teachers and assistants of all the public 
schools of Quincy, there were present 
the teachers of the Woodward Institute, 
Adams Academy, members of the School 
Committee past and present, Supt. Lull 
and ex-Supt. Aldrich. and others. 

We will pass over part one of the pro- 
gramme briefly, although it merited more. 
It included: 

Trio, for violin, cello and piano,—Messrs. 
Barker and Harlow. 

A sketch of Arnold's life,—Mrs, West of 
the John Hancock. 

Arnold’s Ideas of School Instruction,— 
Miss Gannett of the Adams school. 

Doctor Arnold and his Boys,—Mr. Hall, 
Adams Academy. 

Religious life at Rugby,—Miss Dolan, 
Adams school. 

Soprano Solo,—Miss Hastings. 

Solo,—Mr. Ferguson. 

Selections from Arnold’s Letters,—Miss 
McLean, Adams school. 

Reading, Selections from Tum Brown’s 
School days,—Miss Hall of the John Han- 
cock. 

Cello Solo,—Mr. Barker. 


Part two was a surprise to Miss Under- 
wood. It was to commemorate her forty 
years of service as a teacher, and President 
Merrick resigned the chair to 
Lull. 

Such is our high-pressure life today that 
we have good reason to rejoice if a score of 
years of work and usefulness is our portion 
here; but if by reason of an unusually 
happy fate two score years are alloted us, 
we may count ourselves donbly blessed. 
Tonight we have the pleasure of recogniz- 
ing such a happy lot, for one of our 
number completes with tomorrow's duties 
her fortieth year of service in the same 
city, schoo! and grade. 

If you examine the records of the School 
Board you will find this statement: Miss 
Julia E. Underwood *‘ was examined and 
found qualified for primary school No. 2.” 
The date is April 3, 1855, and the secretary 
was Edwin W. Marsh. In the report of 
1855-56, Miss Underwood's name appears 
for the first time with a flock of 43 
chiidren, Since thatdate year after year 
appears the same name as the teacher of a 
never-ending procession of little ones in 
whom ‘ The sum of the world in soft 
miniature lies.’’ 

Miss Underwood has dealt with 2,000 of 
these ‘‘soft miniatures’ and on their 
moulding characters and in their receptive 
minds has left an impression that will 
never be erased. 

Reports follow report until we come to 
that of 187980, In this you may read: 


Superintendent 


Another teacher of the Coddington 
richly deserves special mention here. Miss 
Julia E. Underwood will finish on the first 
of April next, twenty-five years of faithful 
earnest teaching in this one school. When 
I came to Quincy I found her in the base- 
ment room of the Coddington School, sur- 
rounded by nearly eighty little ones. She 
bad then taught in this half cellar twenty 
years. There is not a teacher in Quincy 
today more faithful or more earnest than 
she is to learn new and better ways of 
teaching and treating the little ones who 
are so furtunateas to be under her care. 
The citizens of Quincy especially those 
who reside in the Coddington district, owe 
her a lasting debt of gratitude, 

FRANCIS W. PARKER, Supt, 

The last two sentences might have been 
electrotyped and used in later reports, for 
they are as true now as then. 

The years sped on again after the anni- 
versary of '80. At last came ‘90 and ’95, 
and the fortieth cycle is now revolving. 
Holmes says: 


“ There’s nothing that keeps its youth, 
So far as I know, but a tree and truth,” 


Well, Holmes is excusable, for he didn’t 
know Miss Underwood. 

Forty years of character building; forty 
years of loving, conscientious development 
of the child mind! Let me help you realize 
the time. An old lady of this town points 
with pride to the fact that her son, grand- 


son, and great-grand-son have been taught 
by Miss Underwood.

have gone out into the world and now the 
third sits where great-uncle and father sat 
before him, 

Edwin W. Marsh, Esq. 
Who was on the School Committee when 
Miss Underwood was first engaged, was 
first introduced. He told his old friends 
and young friends that it gave him great 
pleasure to be present on this occasion. 
Little did 1 think 40 years ago that a young 
slim girl would be so successful. Little 
did I think that she and I would be here 
tonight on such an occasion. Little did 
she think how I pitied her. How so young 
a girl was to be sacrificed. But she suc- 
ceeded from the start as a quotation from 
the first report shows, a report which I 
wrote and therefore must be true. 

Mr. George L. GillandI are the only 
survivors of the buard of 1855. Little did 
we think then that we were selecting & 
teacher for a half century. 

In 1855 we feared Miss Underwood was 
too young, and when Col. Parker came in 
1875 some feared she was too old, and 
doubted if she would adopt the ‘new 
fangled ideas.’’ But she did and is as suc- 
cessful as of old, and has the same smil- 
ing face as in old lyceum. 

Emery L. Crane, 
Chairman of the School Committee, fol- 
lowed, adding his congratulations and tes- 
tifying to her merit. He then read and 
presented these resolutions adopted by the 
School Committee at their meeting this 
week: 

WHEREAS,—Miss Julia E. Underwood 
has been a teacher in the Coddington 
school for forty years, therefore the School 
Committee, being desirous of expressing 
their approbation and good will after so 


many years of devoted work, spread upon 
their records the following resolution: 


Resolved,--That the School Committee 
tender to Miss Underwood their best 
wishes and esteem and congratulate her 
upon so long and honorable a service in 
which she has had the good will of the 
parents and the support of the School 
Board. 


Resolved,—That a copy of this preamble 
and reselution be sent to Miss Underwood. 
Hon. Charles H. Porter 
Sub-Committeeman at the Coddington, 
spoke from a persona! recollection of Miss 
Underwood from childhood. We were old 
neighbors and I was twelve at the time of 
her appointment. Quincy has grown from 


5,000 to over 20,000, from town to city, but | 


she continued to take each new class with 
the same interest as ever, and to mould 
their future, and the pupils remember her 
as a fine, moral, pleasant woman. Think 
of it, two thousand pupils sent forth. 
There was hardly another record like it in 
the State. We should be proud to think 
such a woman was still in our schools. He 
congratulated her on her long service. 
Col, Francis W. Parker 


Sent regrets from Englewood, Ill., and 
his letter is given in full: 

My Dear Mr LuL_ut—Yonr esteemed 
favor of March 22d is at hand. It is much 
to my regret that I cannot be present at 
the celebration of the 40th anniversary of 
Miss Julia Underwood’s services as teacher 
in the Quincy scktols. I well remember 
the 25th anniversary of Miss Underwood's 
work, at which the teachers of Quincy did 
her honor. 

Please convey to Miss Underwood my 
sincere congratulations upou forty years of 
thorough work in the school room, Her 
pure sweet sou! has been transfused into the 
souls of thousands aud tens of thousands 
of little ones whe live to call her blessed. 
Through her magnificent work, she has 
won the only immortality worth the having 
**to live in lives made better by her pre- 
sence.”” 

The remembrance of Miss Underwood 
brings up pleasant reminiscences of my 
life and work in Quincy, and of the 
teachers who so effectually assisted me 
during five fruitful years. The word ‘re- 
form’’ is often used in relation to our work 
in Quincy. Be thatas it may, the best 
thing that we did was to recognize the in- 
stinctive aud spontaneous power of the 
little child. We began dimly to under- 
stand him and his marvelous possibilities, 
Out of a deep sympathetic love, such as 
Miss Underwood always displayed, must 
all progress come. Therefore, I would not 
only congratulate Miss Underwood upon 
her work, but all the teachers who have 
been fortunate enough to be associated 
with her. With such teachers for our 
children, the future of the Republic is safe.

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TUPPER’S CONTENTION 


Was to Go to the Country on the 
Separate Schools Question. 


Manitoban Legislature Ad- 
journs Until May 9 


That Statesmen May Give Due Consideration 
to the Vexatious Matter. 


WINNIPEG, March 29.—Sir Charles Tup- 
per’s resignation and his attitude on the 
schools’ remedial order is the subject of 
much comment here. 

Briefly stated, Sir Charles Tupper’s con- 
tention was that the Dominion govern- 
ment should have gone to the country on 
this important question and should not 
have called a session at all. 

The government has already opened 
communication with certain eminent con- 
stitutional lawyers, and has submitted 
to them for their advice some of the chief 
points affecting the jurisdiction of the 
legislature. The opinions of these gentle- 
men will doubtless have a bearing on the 
policy to be adopted by the government | 
before the house reassembles in May. } 

Will Hold Its Ground. 

Premier Green way made an official state- 
ment to the Manitoba legislature late 
yesterday afternoon on the separate or 
parochial school question. He stated that 
his government saw no reason whatever 
why it should change its position in re- 
gard to the school system of Manitoba, 
viz.: National schools for all and no 
separate schools, 

The receipt of the message from Ottawa, 
with a copy of the remedial order made by 
the Dominion government, raised consti- 
tutional questions exceeding in gravity 
and importance, to his mind, any consti- 
tutional question that has heretofore 
arisen in any legislative assembly in 
Canada since the day the Canadian prov- 
inces were federated. These questions 
affected not only the province of Manitoba, 
but every province in the Dominion of 
Canada, 

In view of these facts, the government 
had decided to ask that the legislature ad- 
journ till May 9, in order that ample time 
may be given for full and deliberate con- 
sideration of the whole matter. The 
premier’s remarks were received with 
cheers, and the motion to adjourn was 
agreed to. 

The Catholics charge that this is an at- 
tempt to shirk the issue, but it is denied 
by the government. They say that the or- 
der from Ottawa is an unprecedented one 
and must be well weighed, or there is dan- 
gerofa 

Disruption of Confederation. 

The premier was asked whether the 
Dominion government would be likely to 
take this proposed adjournment of the 
local house as a refusal on the part of the 
province to act in the matter of the order. 
He replied that no such construction could 
be put upon the adjournment, inasmuch 
as the provincial government was taking 
the order into consideration. There was 
no likelihood that the Dominion govern- 
ment, havinga clear three weeks of ses- 
sion before the provincial house meets 
again and sends its answer, will act in| 
the matter before hearing from Manitoba. 

“You can depend upon it,’’ said another 
minister, ‘that the Dominion government 
is not going to touch this school questiun 
any sooner than it hasto. The important 
pointin the matter is whether the reply 
of the provincial house will or will not be 
final, and whether the action of the Do- 
minion government will or will not be 
final. Of course, the Dominion govern- 
ment will not act until the reply from 
Manitoba is received. It is not a question 
to hurry over.” 

Dignity Cast Aside. 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 29.—The senate 
was the scene of great confusion yesterday 
afternoon by a personal encounter be- 
tween Senator Stewart and Sergeant-at- 
Arms Stewart, which precipitated a free 
fight between a number of senators and 
bystanders.

| Lamont yesterday in connection with the 


appointment of the commission to éx- 
amine the Nicaragua canal route, as pro- 
vided for by a clause in the last sundry 
civil appropriation bill. 

This clause makes an appropriation of 
€20,000 for the purpose of ascertaining the 
feasibility, permanence and cost of con- 
struction and completion of the canal on 
the present route, and provides for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of one army 
engineer, one naval engineer and one 
civilian expert to visit and inspect the 
canal, 

The work is to be done under reguls- 
tions prescribed by the secretary of state 
and the president is to appoint the com- 
mission. The latter are also authorized to 
suggest any deviation from the present 
line that they may deem desirable. 

One of the most important features of 
the conferences was a tender by the canal 
people of facilities and equipments neces- 
sary for the expedition. The government 
appropriation is only $20,000. This is 
much too small for the work to be done. 
A force of 50 or 60 men will be necessary.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning March 81. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—Christ’s yoke.—Math. xi, 28-90; John 
xiv, 14, 1. 

A yoke represents a burden, and we 
are all born under or willingly take on 
some kind of a yoke. We are all carry- 
ing some kind of a load or burden. The 
Jews. to whom Christ spoke the words 
in Math. xi, 28-30, were under the bur- 
den or yoke of the law. But a hard yoke 
it was. It required much of them, but 
gave them no strength or assistance in 
their burden bearing. Christ, therefore, 
called upon them to give up the yoke of 
the law, to become His disciples and to 
take His yoke upon them. To all wear- 
ing yokes, whether the yoke of the law, 
the yoke of pride, of sensuality, of 
worldliness, of ambition or self indul- 
gence, Christ comes with the same re- 
quest to give up these yokes and take 
His yoke upon them. : 

Christ’s yoke is obedience to His com- 
mandments. He does not try to allure 
us into discipleship by telling us that as 
Christians we shall have no burdens to 
bear. Indeed Christ is very careful al- 
ways to guard against such a false im- 
pression. He founded His kingdom upon 
across. Hesaid, ‘‘If any man will come 
after Me, let him take up his cross and 
follow Me.’’ He urged those to whom 
He appealed to become His disciples to 
count the cost before they did so, be- 
cause it might be necessary as His fol- 
lowers to suffer much in the world. 
Christians have burdens to bear and 
yokes to wear as well as those who are 
not Christians, but with this difference: 
Christ’s yoke is easy, and the others are 
not. 

Christ’s yoke iseasy. This is Christ’s 
own testimony. ‘‘My yoke is easy, and 
My burden is light.’? The Christian’s 
yoke is easy because Christ helps him to 
wear it. He gives him strength and 
grace to obey His commandments. The 
yoke is often a cross, and yet it is light, 
for Christ Himself always bears the 
heavier end of it, as He did on the way 
to Golgotha, when Simon was compelled 
to assist Him. Christ’s yoke is easy be- 
cause itis a labor of love. Love lightens 
burdens always. To obey those we love, 
to bear burdens for them is a pleasure. 
It is not a hardship or a difficulty, be 
the burden ever so heavy or the way 
ever so long. Christ’s yoke is easy, too, 
in the light of what it bringsto us. No 
cross, no crown. It is through tribula- 
tion that we win heaven. It is through 
the light afflictions of the present that 
we obtain glory hereafter. Christ’s 
yoke is indeed ‘‘like the plumage of the 
bird, an easy weight, enabling it to 
soar heavenward.’’ 

Wearing the yoke of Christis the test 
of our loveto Him. ‘“‘If ye love Me, 
keep My commandments’’ (John xiv, 
15). Obedience is, therefore, the test of 
love. Let us, therefore, obey His com- 
mandments, let us take His yoke upon 
us that we may prove our love to Him 
who first loved us.

Memorial For Rev. Dr. Gordon. 

At the first meeting after the death 
of their beloved pastor, Rev. A. J. Gor- 
don, D. D., his Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety decided, upon the recommendation 
of their foreign missionary committee— 
for the society has two missionary com- 
mittees, home and foreign—to attempt 
to raise $200 as the nucleus of a special 
memorial fund to Dr. Gordon. This 
was to be in addition to the $600 al- 
ready pledged for the support of their 
missionaries. None but the young peo- 
ple was present in the room, and yet 
at once more than $400 was raised for 
this purpose. A debt of $200,000 rests 
heavily upon the American Baptist 
Missionary union. It is the splendid 
purpose of these Endeavorers of the 
Clarendon Street Baptist church of Bos- 
ton to arouse the Baptist young people 
of the land to pay off this debt, They 
hope their $425, which will doubtless 
soon become $500, will be added to by ev- 
ery Baptist young people’s society in the 
United States, in proportion as God has 
blessed the members. In no better way 
could they honor the memory of the no- 
ble Christian minister and missionary 
worker who has gone. It is not too 
much to hope that with the earnest and 
prompt co-operation of all Baptist 
young people even so large asum as 
$200,000 can speedily be raised. Were 
all the societies to do only a tenth as 
well as Dr. Gordon’s Endeayorers, the 
task would be accomplished. 


New York City Churches. 

According to latest returns, there are 
in the city of New York 522 churches, 
of all denominations. These afford a 
seating capacity of 400,000. The most 
numerous churches are Episcopalian 
with 103 charch edifices, Then come the 
Roman Catholics with 84; the Presby- 
terians follow with 70; the Methodists 
have 65 and the Baptists 50; the Jews 
have 46, and the Congregationalists 
only 7. The Roman Catholics have in- 
creased the most rapidly d ring the last 
20 years, having more th doubled in 
that time. But only a small part of the 
inhabitants of the city attend church at 
all.—Journal and Messenger.

IN A JEALOUS FRENZY 


James McBride, a Rejected Suitor, 
Takes Widow Rockford’s Life, 


Children of the Victim Wit- 
nessed the Crime. 


Murderer Attempted to Take His Own Life and 
May Die of Wounds. 


SPRINGFIELD, March 30.—One of the 
most brutal crimes that has been com- 
mitted in this vicinity for years occurred 
yesterday afternoon, when James Mce- 
Bride, a stonecutter, shot and instantly 
killed Mrs. Julia Rockford, aged 31, a 
widow, living with her six small children 
in a one-story wooden hut at Sixteen 
Acres, a settlement ahout four miles north 
of this city. 

The murderer sent two shot# into his 
victim's brain, then coolly walked over to 
his boarding house, half a mile distant, 
and informed Mrs. Cormey of his deed, 
saying: “You may have my trunk and 
what little money I have. I've got three 
sartridges in my hand, and I’m going out 
to kill myself.’ 

He left the house, and the next seen of 
him he was lying unconscious inthe rear 
part of Charles Kobertson’s house on Al- 
len street, about a mile from Sixteen 
Acres, His revolver was by hisside. The 
police were speedily notified, and he was 
taken to the police station and later to the 
hospital. 

Caused by Jealousy. 

The only motive forthe ded is jeal- 
ousy. McBride was known io have paid 
considerable attention to Mrs. Rockford 
ever since ‘he death of her husband, about | 
@yearago. Itissaid he had repeatedly 
asked her to become his wife, but she had | 
rejected him. He was known to have 
given her money on several occasions to | 
buy food and clothes for the children. | 

The tragedy was w'tnessed by two of 
the murdered woman’s little children, | 
Ruby and Davy. The little girl’s story is | 
that she heard her mother and McBride 
talking loudly together. Suddenly Me 
Bride, who had been sitting in the chair 
in the kitchen, jumped up and held the 
revolver 

In Front of Her Mother's Face, 

She could not remember what he said, 
but the next moment she heard a report 
and saw her mother fall. McBride, half 
crazed by the terrible deed, again turned 
the smoking pistol on the womaa and | 

fired a second shot, which entered hor left 
cheek 

The murdered woman's moth T, Mrs. 
Kane, who lives near by, was the first per- 
s0n to arrive after the crime, being sum- 
moned by the 4year-old girl. She said 
that she was confident that jealousy was 
the cause of the act. He had threatened 
her life once before because she had re- 
fused to listen to his entreaties to become 
his wife.

| ManBoba Has Plainly Declared Herself on the 
Separate Schoo! Question. 

OTTAWA, March 30.—Although full par- 
ticulars of the action taken by the Do- 
minion government regarding the Mani- 
toba school question have been before the 
public for some days, it is only now that 
| this action is beginning to be fully under- 
stood, 

The Dominion government has done 
two things. It has ordered the provincial 
authorities to re-establish the separate 
schools abolished in 18%, and, failing 
compliance by the province, the Dominion 
has stated in so many words that a fed- 
eral act will be passed for the purpose of 
attaining this object. 

And itis at this point that the danger 
of the situation appears. The provinces 
have always been jealous of their rights of 
self-government, and an attempt to en- 
| croach on these rights by the passage of a 
| federal law to accomplish a provincial ob- 
ject will evoke a vigorous protest from 
every member of the confederatiun out- 
side of Quebec. 

But what will Manitoba say to this at 
tempt by the Dominion to recreate some- 
thing the province has sought to destroy, 
and to do this with the moneys belonging 
| tothe provincial government? She will 
undoubtedly rebel. That is the course 
which Premier Greenway’s organ, the 
| Winnipeg Tribune, practically says has 
slready been decided upon. 
| Even “Bullets’’ Patterson, the new gov- 
2rnor, will be unable to restrain the Mani- 
| tobpns, and the people of Ontario—whose 
sons and brothers make up the major part 
of Manitoba’s population — will take 
mighty good care that the militia is not 
| used to coerce the people of the west into 
submission. 

Unless the present Dominion govern- 
ment is defeated before facing remedial 
| legislation, and another party is placed in 
power that will respect provincial rights, 
| there will be an upheaval that will strain 
the bonds of confederation. 


“KNAVES AND LIARS.” 


Prohibitionist Remick Rakes Granite State 
Senators Over the Coals. 
Concorp, N. H., March 30.—The session 
of the New Hampshire legislature came to 
} an end yesterday afternoon amid consider- 
able excitement, caused chiefly by the veto 
of several appropriation measures by Gov- 
ernor Busiel. In the senate, Mr. Remick, 
the Prohibition leader, being granted the 
privilege of speaking, poured forth a 
| tirade against the upper branch, charac- 
terizing the members as “knaves and 
liars.’ The defeat of several minor tem- 
perance measures in the senate prompted 
Mr. Remick’s vehemence. The senators 
listened in silence until he stopped, and 

there was no demonstration. 

Among the measures vetoed by Gov- 
ernor Busiel were the tuberculosis bill, | 
carrying $100,000 for prosecuting the work 
of exterminating the disease and reim- 
bursing owners of diseased cattle; that 
appropriating $25,000 for new buildings | 
at the state agricultural college, and the 
| Dartmouth college bill giving $10,000 to 
that institution. The governor also re- 
fused to sign bills providing for aid for 
the state insane asylum; for freeing toll 
bridges; for repairs at the state normal 
| schovl; for the observance of Memorial 
| Day and to raise the age of consent.

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LATE WAR NEWS. 


Triumphs of Japanese Navy In Many $an- 
guinary Skirmishes. 


SHANGHAI, March 80.—Nine Japanese 
cruisers and two gunboats, the squadron 
being under the command of Admiral 
Ito, bombarded the east forts on Penghui 
island on March 23. One thousand troops 
were landed from five transports, and an 
attack was made on the fort which domli- 
nated the others. he Chinese evacuated 
the position during the night, and the 
Japanese entered on the morning of 
March 24. The magazine of one of the 
eastern forts exploded before the position 
was evacuated. Only 1000 prisoners were 
taken, the others being allowed to escape 
to the banks off the shore. The Japanese 
loss was 1 killed and 27 wounded. The 
Japanese have now secured & southern 
base for their operations, and the fleet is 
about to leave, in view of peace having 
been established on the island. 

Hoxe Kone, March 80.—The general 
commanding the Chinese forces on the 
Pescadore islands telegraphed on March 
2% that he had sunk two Japanese vessels. 
Later he telegraphed that the Japanese 
had captured two forts. 

PEKIN, March 80.—Further excitement 
has been caused here by the reports of 
Japanese advances on Shanhai-Kwan and 
the island of Formosa and the attempt to 
assassinate Li Hung Chang at Shimo- 
noseki.

Against Alleged Encroachment Upon 
Privileges by Legislators, 


Wage Earners Should Beware 
of False Issues. 


Appeal to Fight Biennial Elections and Cer- 
tain Other Propositions. 


Bosron, April 1—The Central Labor 
union of this city yesterday issued a circu- 
lar to the people of this state condemning 
the proposition to abolish the common 
council, to establish biennial elections 
and to place the police department,on a 
military footing. 


The address, after a lengthy preamble, | 


goes on to state: 

The Central Labor union of Boston and 
vicinity utters its warning and reminds 
the citizens that there is no danger when 
justice and equity prevail, and no safety 
when poverty and oppression are the com- 
mon lot of those who labor with their 
hands. 


We address youin the name of endur- | 


ing peace, in the name of those free insti- 
tutions that were founded upon the basic 
principle of the inalienable right of man, 
not only to his life and liberty, but to that 
pursuit of happiness that is the instinct 
and inspiration of humane activities and 
social advancement. 


We warn you that the efforts now being | 


made to extend the terms of office, to abol- 
ish the city council, and to rob you of one- 
half of the power of your franchise by the 
adoption of the biennial system of elec- 
tions are 
Dangerous to the Well-Being 

of the commonwealth, Freedom of speech. 
freedom of the press, free schools and free- 
dom to worship God according to the dic- 
tates of conscience are all endangered 
when terms of oflice are extended and 
municipal legislative bodies eliminated 
and frequent elections abolished. 

Do not be deceived by false issues, In 
the name of municipal reform we are 
being deprived of the opportunity to re- 
form the abuses that are the natural result 
of partisanship and creed. In the name 
ofeconomy the wildest extravagance is 
perpetrated. 

We appeal to you not to be divided on 
race or creed issues, not to be diverted 
from the central thought of that spirit of 
true Americanism that seeks the advance- 
mentof the many rather than the ag- 
grandizement of the privileged few, and 
which will ultimately make of all the 
people of the earth 

One Common Brotherhood, 

Come together, stand together, against 
every invidious attack, every encroach- 
ment on yourrights. Private greed unde: 
the cloak of public convenience invades 
our rights in the expression of our will at 
the ballot box. 

We uppeal to you touse your influence 
against every attempt to increase the term’ 
of office of city and state officials. ‘To de- 
mand that all questions of public moment 
be referred to the people for their endorse- 
ment or rejection. To prevent the aboli- 
tion of the city council. ‘To defeat at the 
polls the biennial election scheme, and all 
who favorit.

A PAWTUCKET TRAGEDY. 


Joseph Furness Slashed His Wife’s Throat and 
Then Carved Himself, 

PAWTUCKET, April 1.—Joseph Furness 
cut his wife’s throat with a razor last 
evening and then drew the blade across 
his own throat. He will die, and his wife 
has small chances of recoyery. 

Furness and his wife, with their three 
children, lived at Woodlawn, a suburb of 
this city, and no trouble was known to 
exist between them. A short time ago 
Furness became despondent and a victim 
of mental aberralton, thought to have re- 
sulted from a recent attack of grip. 

Shortly beforn 9 o’clock last night they 
retired forthe night, when, without any 
warning, Mrs. Furness felt a slash across 
her face and neck. She screamed and 
jumped from the bed just in time to escape 
a second slash from the razor in the hands 
of her husband. Furness then jabbed 
the blade into his own throat, inflicting a 
fatal gash. 

The man and woman were both taken 
to the Rhode Island hospital, where the 
physicians stated that Furness could not 
recover, and that his wife had only a fight- 
ing chance for life.

Man of Blood and Iron Has Today Reached 
His Eightieth Birthday. 


BERLIN, April 1.—Telegrams are pour- 
ing in from all parts of the empire an- 
nouncing that the Bismarckian fetes have 
been commenced with great spirit. 

There was a specially interesting gath- 
ering at the national monument of Ger- 
mania in the Niederwald, whither thou- 
sands of persons traveled from all parts 
of the Rhineland. Among those present 
were representatives of 36 cities in the 
Rhenish district. Professor Aucken of 
Giessen university delivered an oration at 
the foot of the monument. 

In Munich, the Bavarian capital, a 
musicale in honor of the occasion was 
given in the Odeon. Throughout Ger- 
many last night joy fires were burning on 
the highest mountain peaks and hills from 
the Baltic and the North seas on the 
horth to the Swiss and Austrian frontiers 
en the south, from the Russian frontier 
on the east to the frontiers of France, Bel- 
gium and the Netherlands on the west.

A dispatch from Hamburg says that one 
of the features of the Bismarck celebra- 
tion was the holding Saturday night of a 
“commers,’’ organized by the reichstag 
electoral union. 

Sixteen hundred admirers of the prince 
were present and hundreds had to be 
turned away from the doors for lack of 
room. Several senators, the president of 
the house of burgesses, officers and officials 
and the elite of Hamburg society were 
present. 

Allthe public and a majority of the 
private buildings in the city are decorated 
with flags and bunting in honor of the oe 
casion. Last night there was a general il 
lumination on a scale that had not been 
attempted before in a quarter of a cen- 
tury. In the window of every shop there 
were displayed either a wreathed portrait 
or bust of Bismarck, 

All the shipping in the harbor and the 
small boats on the many canals of Ham- 
burg were also illuminated. There wasa 
grand display of fireworks. The main 
streets of the city were, until a late hour, al- 
most impassable. Many of the visitors to 
Hamburg were early astir and started for 
Friedsrichsruhe today. 


At Friedrichsruhe, 

Every train arriving at Friedrichsruhe 
is loaded with presents for the aged states- 
man, and every post brings hundreds of 
congratulatory letters, not only from peo- 
ple in Germany, but from Gerinans and 
others throughout the civilized world. 

Thousands upon thousands of the spec- 
ial Bismarck post cards have been sold, 
and a great number have been mailed to 
the United States. Those in Germany 
who have received them have put them 
carefully away to be preserved as memen- 
toes of the iron chancellor and the great 
outpouring of the public heart in his 


Today, the actual anniversary of the 
prince's birth, is witnessing such a popular 
demonstration as has not been witnessed 
since the return to Berlin of the conquer- 
ing armies from France. Every prepara- 
tion has been made at Friedr chsruhe to 
accommodate vast crowds, ‘he decora- 
tion of thé station is magnificent, and the 
roadway from the station to the schloss 
has been transformed by willing hands 
into a veritable triumphal arcade, 

The prince yesterday received his first 
congratulatory telegram from a crowned 
head outside of Germany. It was from 
King Oscar of Sweden, and contained a 
graceful expression of his majesty’s in 
terest in the occasion and hearty well 
wishes for the prince’s welfare and lon-

THE CASE IS TO BE DROPPED. 


Alice Dickason-Blythe Is In Il Health 
and Seeks Rest—A Monthly Allowance 
Made to Her Has Ceased, and She wil 
Live With Friends. 


“After 12 years of litigation I have 
withdrawn from the contest over the 
estate of Thomas H. Blythe, although I 
still maintain that I am his widow,” 
said Mrs. Alice Edith Dickason-Blythe 
the other day to aSan Francisco re- 
porter.

GROSSMAN, 


GRESHAM DISTURBED. 
| England’s Ultimatum Over the Venezuelan 
Affair the Cause. 


WASHINGTON, April 2. — Secretary of 
State Gresham is very much concerned 
these days by the Venezuelan problem. 

The British ultimatum, delivered to 
Nicaragua, is not a source of present ap- 
prehension, for it is not now believed that 
the British will take any action in the 
way of attempting to acquire any terri- 
tory in that direction, or even to jeopar- 
dize the property of Amigjcans in Nicar- 
agua by a bombardment in the effort to 
force a collection of the indemnity de- 
manded from Nicaragua. 

These are the two moves that might 
cause the United States to interfere, but 
in the case of the Venezuelan boundary 
dispute there is much grave cause for ap- 
prehension. It appears that our ambassa- 
dor, Mr. Bayard, has not succeeded in in- 
ducing the British government to give 
heed to the request submitted by him at 
the direction of congress that the bound- 
ary dispute be submitted to arbitration. 

The British are profuse in their decla- 
ration of a willingness to arbitrate the 
title to the lands west of the Schomberg 
line, but in the view of the state depart- 
ment this is pure evasion of the real issue, 
for there never has been any reason for 
the assertion of British right to this terri- 
tory, and it is the territory lying east of 
this line that forms the substance of the 
contention. 

The present situation is believed to be 
alarming, as armed bodies of British and 
Venezuelans are pressing each other 
closely in the disputed territory, and there 
may be a hostile clash at any moment. 
The administration has been considering 
carefully the course to be pursued in such 
case, and it is entirely probable that if the 
British persist in bringing about this col- 
lision through failure to heed the repeated 
warnings and requests of the United 
States tosubmit the matter toa fair ar- 
bitration, then the United States will feel 
called to follow the moral aid it has given 
to Venezuela in this matter by more 
substantial assistance. 

Minister Andrews, the Venezuelan min- 
ister at Washington, has received a cable 
from Caracas announcing the formation 
of a new cabinet, as follows: Minister of 
the interior, Dr. Juan Francisco Castillo; 
foreign relations, Dr. Lucio Pulido; treas- 
urer, W. A. Matos; war and navy, Gen- 
eral Ramon Guerra; formeto general, 
Jacinto Lava; public instruction, Dr. 
Alejandro Urbaneja; public works, Jose 
Maria Manrique; secretary to president, 
Dr. Nunez. 


Oscar Shows His Hand. 

STOCKHOLM, April 2.—The political situ- 
ation in Norway has become more grave. 
King Oscar has ignored the ultimatum of 
the ministers that he ask the party of the 
Leftto form a cabinet, declaring that he 
could not consent to the proposal since 
Mr. Steen, the leader of the Left and 
president of the storthing, omitted to call 
to order Deputy Rinde, who, on Friday 
last, declared in the chamber that “the 
supreme defense of Norway was in the 
hands of a foreign man from a foreign 
land.”

New York, April 2.—The police are 
hard at work trying to clear up the mys- 
tery surrounding the death of the colored 
woman found strangled and mutilated 
Sunday morning on Sixth avenue. Madora 
Robinson, colored, a stewardess in the 
depot at Hoboken of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western railroad, visited the 
morgue here and identified the murdered 
Woman as a passenger who came tothe 
Hoboken depot Tuesday on a train from 
Newark. 


Asks For Annulment. 

CHICAGO, April 2.—General McNulta, 
the receiver of the Whisky trust, has filed 
a lengthy petition in the United States 
circuit court, asking that the Nelsion 
Morris contract be annulled by the court. 
In his application, General McNulta avers 
that President Greenhut of the trust, is a 
partner with Morris in the contract, 
though the contract purports to have been 
made solely with Morris.

WAS AN ILLINOIS MAN. 


Identity of the American Gambler Shot In 
Paris at Last Revealed. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills, April 2. — Read 
Waddell, who was shot by Thomas O’Brien 
in Paris last Wednesday, was a native of 
this city and lived here for 25 years, His 
father, who has been dead a dozen year, 
was, prior to his death, one of the best 
known race horsemen. 

After graduating from the high school 
here, Read Waddell began following races 
asa bookmaker, and it is said that he 
made money. He is known among sport- 
ing men all over the country, particularly 
among the horse people in New York. He 
left this country-for Paris last December. 
He is \84 years old and well remembered 
by the citizens of Springfield. His mother 
lives here and has always been kept in 
comfortable circumstances by him. 


Chicago Believes In Cleveland. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The committee 
of Chicago business men, headed by WiIl- 
iam T. Baker, president of the Chicago 
board of trade, had an interview with 
President Cleveland yesterday. They laid 
before him an invitation signed by over 
100 representative business men of Chi- 
cago, asking him and Mrs. Cleveland to

WASHINGTON, April 2. — Postmaster 
General Bissell has issued an order direct- 
ing that hereafter postmasters will see 
that the publications offered for mailing 
have a legitimate list of subscribers, made 
up not of persoms whose names are fur- 
nished by advertisers or by others inter- 
estedin the circulation of the publica- 
tion, but of those who voluntarily seek it 
and pey for it with theirown money. 
This rule is not intended to interfere with 
any genuine case where the person sub- 
scribes for a limited number of copies for 
another. 


Armistice Working Satisfactorily. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Now that the 
limited armistice has been proclaimed in 
the China Japan war, and Li Hung 
Chang's wound is improving, it is antici- 
pated that the resumption of peace nego- 
tiations will fol'ow speedily and will be 
pushed with the view to securing a treaty 
of peace as early as possible. The in- 
dernity and the form in which it should 
be paid is one part of the terms of peace, 
which is being watched with interest. 
The money indemnity Japan will ask will 
be very considerable. 


Iron Works In Full Blast. 


CLEVELAND, April2.—David Armstrong, 
who has been in Youngstown for a num- 
ber of days as a member of the conference 
committee of the Amalgamated association 
of Iron and Steel Workers, said the agree- 
ment reached regarding the scale of wages 
for iron workers was entirely satisfactory 
to both sides. All the mills are again 
running in Youngstown after a long 
period of idleness,

LitrLe Rock, April 2.—Deputy United 
States Marshal Johnson and a posse of 
six men fought a gang of moonshiners in 
the mountains of Hempstead county. Af- 
ter the Smoke had cleared away the posse 
found the bodies of two of the outlaws, 
captured a third alive and took possegsion 
of an illicit plant capable of making 20 
gallons of whiskey a day.

HONORS TO BISMARCK 


| Birthday Anniversary Festivities 
Brought to a Happy Ending, 


Warm Words of Praise For 
German-Americans. 


| He Still Shows an Active Interest In the Affairs 
of the Fatherland. 


FRIEDRICHSRUHE, April 2.—After a bit- 
terly cold night everything was white 
with hoar frost yesterday morning, but 
| the bright sunshine soon caused this to 
disappear. Detachments of students 
| poured into Amuehle, and crowded spe- 
| clal trains arrived from all parts, 36 coin- 
ing from Hamburg alone. Up to 9 o’clock 
Prince Bismarck was still asleep, and no 
| music or other loud sounds were permit- 
ted within hearing of the castle. 

As soon as darkness had set completely 
| in, lights began 
| everewhere about the grounds, and the 
lake in the rear of the schloss gave back 
from its dark waters the reflection of 
hundreds of brightly flaring flaines. From 
every window of the schloss_ there 
; gleamed alight, until from the distance 
the residence looked to be one glowing 
| mass of fire. 

Round about the castle every resident 
had entered into the plan to make the day 
| and night memorable, and the illumina- 
| tion was géneral. In the gardens there 

were 6000 lights. In one place the lights 

had been so arranged that the words 


| “Hoch, Bismarck,” appeared in a gigantic | 


blaze of fire

| lianey of the spectacle. The railway sta- 
tion was also brilliantly illuminated. 

The feature of last night’s celebration 

was a torchlight procession, in which sev-

| and in the name of the city of Hamburg 
| delivered an oration, in which he lauded 
the prince and his services to Germany, 
and expressed the hope that he would live 
| for many years to come, secure in the love 
andesteem of his countrymen. The speech 
was greeted with prolonged applause, 
which was renewed with even greater 
vigor when the prince arose, he having 


| speech, and stepped forward to express his 
thanks. 

Having at last obtained a degree of 
silence, he referred to the great importance 
| of Hamburg and other Hanse towns 

the maintenance and consolidation of 
| Germany's relations with countries be- 

yond the seas. He dilated upon the im- 

portance of the various steamship lines 
| for the conveyance of immigrants and 

others across the ocean, declaring that the 
departure of Germans from Hamburg and 

Bremen for America did more to maintain 
| the good relations between Germany and 
Amcrica than any official representation 
If, he declared, all the Hamburg and 
Bremen people now living in South Amer- 
ica should return home it would be more 
| harmful to the Germans than if all the 
German representatives to those countries 
| were done away with. 

Looking After Germany's Welfare, 

Continuing, Prince Bismarck said he 
had also wished to establish a commercial 
| administration for Africa. He still hoped 
| tosee in vogue this system, which has 

made the British East Indies so great. 
| The prince then referred to his sickness at 
Kissingen, in the autumn of 1893, which, 
| he said, had dealt a severe blow to his con- 
stitution. His general weakness had been 
| aggravated by the loss of his wife and the 
| consequent solitude of his home, but in 
| spite of this he looked cheerfully to the fu 
ture. 

After calling for cheers for the Hanse 
towns, which were given heartily, the 
prince descended the steps of the terrace 


} march past, As they went by, the torch- 
bearers cheered loudly. Finally 
Bismarck withdrew, wishing his admirers 
a hearty good night, and again expressing 
| his thanks for the honor they had done 
him. Headded: “I am tired out and I 
am too cold to remain up any longer.” 
With a final round of cheers and cries of 
“Hoch, Bismarck,”’ the procession passed 
from the grounds and the celebration 
at Friedrichsruhe came to an end. 


Observance of the Day In Other Places. 

VIENNA, April 2.—Meetings in honor of 
Prince Bismarck were held by students 
and the residents of most of the Austrian 
towns. Congratulations were telegraphed 
to the prince and toasts in his honor were 
drunk with enthusiasm. In a few in 
stances, the police prohibited proposed 
gatherings, fearing that counter demon- 
strations would be made.

THE SECTIONAL feeling that we occasion- 
ally hear between different wards of the 
city is rather amusing. Seldom is there 
any foundation in fact, and those who} 
make the charges don’t know what they 
are talking about. At the Walker street 
hearing by the City Council this week one 
gentleman said Ward Six got nothing, or 
only what it begged for. That Ward One| 
got everything it wanted, etc., etc. 

The facts are that Ward One 
received scarcely a special appropriation 
since Quincy became a city. All the wards 
of the city have received playgrounds, 
while Ward One has no park or play- |} 
ground. Most of the water extensions 
have been in the outlying wards at con- | 
siderable expense. Hancock street mostly | 
in Wards Five and Six has been rebuilt, 
giving Atlantic a good thorvughfare to the 
Centre, and the Neponset bridge has been 
rebuilt to give them a save exit. Atlantic | 
has received from the city a new engine 
house, a fire alarm bell and a combination 
engine. Hydrants, street lights and street 
crossings have been put in, and the streets 
generally are as well looked after as at the 
Centre. Last year $5,000 was spent on the | 
Squantum causeway, and there is a cry for | 
more. When the High school was rebuilt | 
it was moved a mile toward Atlantic, so | 
that it is in the extreme northern section of 
the Ward One, and considerable out of the 
business centre. By the way, Ward One} 
with one-ninth of the school children of 
the city pays one-third of the large annual | 
appropriation for schools. 

One would naturally expect more money 
to be spent in the business centre of the} 
city, but it don’t seem to follow that this is | 
the case in Quincy. The Centre has long 
putup with an old wooden schoolhouse 
heated by stoves. It asked for the widen- 
ing of Coddington street, butno. It should 
have brick sidewalks, but don’t even get 
sidewalks. But why go on, enough has 
been said to show that the charge is not 
substantiated. Let improvements stand | 
on their merits.

BROOKLINE AND other towns are asking 
to be excluded from the Metropolitan water 
district. Does Quincy wish to remain in 
and suffer a heavy assessment ? Cannot it 
enlarge its source of supply if necessary at | 
a much smaller cost? The amendment | 
proposed by the town of Brookline provides 
that the water board shall not take the 
systems of Cambridge, Lynn, Newton, 
Waltham, Woburn, Brookline, Lexington, 
Nahant, Saugus, Swampscott or Winches- 
ter without the consent of such cilies and 
towns, and further provides that Brookline 
shall not be liable to makeany contribution 
to the interest and sinking fund require- 
ments of the act, nor any contribution to} 
the cost of the works until the town has | 
signified its intention to avail itself of the 
privileges of the act. 

The cost of the work is estimated at 
twenty millions and may be much more, 
This sum is to be met by eleven cities and 
twelve towns, as the bill now stands, and 
if Quincy escapes for less than one milliou 
dollars it will be fortunate. This is twice as 
much as the present Quincy, works have 
cost the city. 


Ir A schoolhouse of eight rooms can be 
well built in this city for $31,000, it should 
be erected forthwith for many reasons, 
First, it would be an economical structure, 
as it would need few repairs; second, it 
would be an excellent advertisement for 
Quincy stone, and possibly lead to the 
erection of school buildings of the same | 
material in other cities, thusimproving our | 
granite business; third, it would give 
immediate work to several granite workers 
now idle. The suggestion of granite at | 
the Council meeting Monday evening 
seemed to touch a responsive chord, and 
the doom of wooden buildings was sealed. 
The advocates of brick will all accept 
granite as a compromise, and advocates of | 
wood have changed to it also, probably in | 
sufficient numbers to make the appropria- | 
tion. Quincy will then be at the head of

AN INTERVIEW WITH ONE 
Wuo Has TauGur Forty YEARs. 

In its ‘' Breakfast Hour’? column on 
Monday the Boston Advertiser had an 
interview with Miss Julia E. Underwood 
who has taught school in Quincy forty 
years. The introductory said: 

Miss Underwood has long been noted as 
the model teachers of a model 
school town and the fact that she has 
kept in the front of what is called the new 
education is all the more wonderful when 
it is remembered that when she began, 
reading, writing and the rule of three 
were the only things in a school curricu- 
lum thought really worth the teaching. 

“The Quincy of my day,”’ she said smil- 
ingly, ‘‘ was a very different place from the 
Quincy of today. I, you know, have lived 
the greater part of my life right around 
here, and [ was educated myself in the 
school which stood in the front yard of 
this. The school at that time covered a 
great deal of territory that is now reached 
by other schools.”’ 

‘When I wasa child my teachers told 
me, I ought to bea teacher, but I never 
thought seriously of it tillthe time came. 
Then I was a girl of 18, and I began teach- 
ing in a room in the Lyceum, the same 
building that we now use for a city hall. 
I staid there, I think, one term, and then J 
came over to this school, which had just 
been completed, and for 20 years I tauzht

“Ta al! I suppose over 2000 children 
passed through my room. I have had 
Classes of 80 year afier year, and I think 
wy firstone contained over 40. Perhaps 
the most interesting part of it al! is the 
fact chat I have taught the children of the 
children who made up wy first class and 
in time I suppose I will be teaching their 
grandchildren. 

“ T have been tempted, I must confess,” 
she continued in answer toa query, ‘to 
leave this school, but I have not done so 
yet and I do not suppose I ever will. 1 
have had offers from nearly every State in 
the Union, including California. The most 
flattering offer that I think was ever made 
to me was bya representative of the fa- 
tous school for the blind in London. The 
offer was made direc: to go to London and 
teach, but family circumstances made it 
impossible for me to accept much as | 
should love to see the other side.”’

STOLE FOR YEARS. 


Why Foxcrofi’s Treasurer Committed Suicide. 
Defalcation Will Be Heavy. 
FoxcroFt, Me., April 3—Hon. Elias J. 
Hale, judge of probate for Piscataquis 
county, who shot himself on Thursday 
last, is now thought to have been @ de- 
faulter to an amount exceeding $100,000. 
He had been town trustee for 80 years, 
and served without a bond until last year. 
Since his death, holders of notes in sums 
all the way from $1000 to $10,000 have been 
coming in, and it appears that he had 
hired these sums at different times in the 
town’s name. The town books contain no 

record of these transactions. 

Judge Hale was buried yesterday, and 
the town officers demanded the books of 
the administrator and are now engagedin 
investigating. The last town report 
showed an outstanding loan of $8401.25, 
bnt notes already found make the amount 
from $60,000 to $70,000, and they are still 
coming in. 

It isnot known what Hale did with the 
money. He had been living well and sup- 
porting the appearance of wealth, with 
little visible property [His home in Fox- 
croft was in his wis name, but he 
owned some real estate in this and ad- 
joining towns. During his life, Judge 
Hale was universaily respected and es- 
teemed and bore a spotless reputation. 
The reported defglcation has caused & 
great sensation in town, and many con- 
flicting reports have been circulated. It is 
believed that he saw discovery was inevit- 
able, and shot himself rather than face in- 
vestigation. He leaves a wife and niece, 


New York, April 3.—David M. Stone, 
who for 42 years was editor of The Jour- 
nal of Commerce, died last night at his 
home in Brooklyn from a complication of 
heart troubles, having been sick a month.

In December of 
that year, he became commercial editor of 
the New York Journal of Commerce, and 
in 1861, with William C. Prime, he pur- 
chased the interest of that paper, succeed- 
ing Mr. Prime in 1866 as editor-in-chief, 
which position he held until a year or two 
ago, when he retired

SOMEBODY BLUNDERED. 


Serious Accident to a Maine Central Train. 
One Killed and Several Injured. 


BANGOR, April 8—Maine Central train 

No. 983, which left Bangor at 6:45 o’clock 
yesterday mourning, carrying local passen- 
gers to Oldtown, and Bangor and Aroos 
took railroad through passengers for 
Houlton and Caribou, crashed into the 
night express from: St. John, N. B., which 
was 90 minutes late. The collision oc- 
curred on a down grade, three miles above 
this city. 

At it happened, both trains were run- 
ning slowly at the time of the collision. 
The three engineers and the three firemen 
jumped, and all escaped with bruises, ex- 
cept James Ward of Bangor, fireman of 
the express, who was caught beneath the 
debris of a postal car which shot out past 
his engine, and was instantly killed. 
Baggage Master Eben Shaw jumped and 
Was severely hurt. 

Caleb F. Palmer and Fred S. Woodbury 
of Bangor, postal clerks, were buried in 
the wreckage, and the bunters between 
which they were caught were scarcely 
more than a foot apart. They were badly 
bruised, and were rescued with difficulty, 
but no bones were broken. 

Henry A. Appleton of Bangor jumped 
from the train when the crash came, and 
suffered a compound fracture of the leg 
above the ankle, the bone protruding sev- 
eral inches through the flesh. No other 
passengers were much hurt. The three 
engines were telescoped and crushed, a 
postal car and a baggage car were smashed

He Uses It 1% Gooa Effect on4a Long Dip- | 
j‘omatic Dispatch. 

Secretary ( iresham has never had any 
experience in journalism, but the offi- 
cials of the sitate department say he 
would make a good editor. At any rate, 
he is an adept in the use of a big blue 
pencil. Oneof the secretary's assistants 
prides himself on his great ability as a 
writer of disp:stches. He has been turn- 
ing out these urissives for various secre- 
taries of state for 15 or 20 years and has 
developed remarkable facility in the 
use of those high sounding phrases and 
rolling adjectives of which the experts 
in diplomacy are so fond. It being nec- 
essary a few days ago to prepare a letter 
to one of our foreign ministers, technic- 
cally called a dispatch in the state de- 
partment, although it is sent out by 
mail, this official was assigned ,to the 
task. He labored at it three days, tak- 
ing the job home with him and sitting 
up nights with it. He erased and in- 
terlined, copied and erased and copied 
again until he felt quite sure be had 
attained absolute perfection. He was so 
proud of the result that he showed it all 
around the department as a sample of 
the high art of dispatch writing. The 
document covered 24 of the broad blue 
pages which have been used from time 
immemorial for the correspondence of 
the state department. It was with a 
proud, confident air that the assistant 
carried his 24 pages to Secretary Gresh 
am. 

“IT think you will be pleased with 
this,’’ said the assistant modestly. ‘‘I 
have no doubt of it,’’ replied the secre- 
tary. ‘‘I will take it up in an hour or 
two and look it over.’’ The secretary 
did so, and when the great dispatch 
was sent back to its author 22'4 of its 
pages were all covered with the marks 
of Secretary Gresham's big blue pencil. 
But the artist in dispatch writing had 
been too long in the field of diplomacy 
to be squelched or cast down by a sin- 
gle incident of this nature. ‘‘That’s the 
way I always write dispatches,’’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘so that whole paragraphs can 
be taken out of them without impairing 
their utility.’’—Chicago Times-Herald. 


PECULIAR CASE, 


A Los Angeles Man Loses His Sight Under 
Strange Circumstances, 

S. G. Miller,the secretary of the Los 
Angeles board of fire underwriters, felt 
a sudden pain back of his eyes the other 
day. 

He pushed with both hands on his 
eyeballs to ease the frightful pain, and 
blood began to ooze from his eyelids, 
and then the eyeballs were suddenly 
protruded to the farthest limits of the 
muscles and nerves holding them, pre- 
senting an awful appearance. 

When found, he was perfectly rigid, 
the eyes sticking out of their sockets an 
inch or more, and he was uttering the 
most heartrending cries. 

The case has puzzled the doctors 
greatly, a number of theories being ad- 
vanced, but none so far has been accept- 
ed as proved. 

A fracture of some blood vessel back 
of the eyes is probably the cause, but 
how this was brought about or why it 
should have occurred simultaneously in 
each eye cavity is unexplained. 

The eyes themselves evidently lost all 
life at once, for not only was the sight 
completely lost, but the eyeballs rapid- 
ly showed signs of degeneration, and it 
became necessary to remove them.—

The music is being 
studied by an able Greek orchestra, un- 
der the supervision and instruction of 
half a dozen savants, and will be ghort- 
ly produced in Athens.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

City oF Mexico, April 
Diaz has formally signed the official docu- 
ment which prevents the threatened open 
rupture between the two countries.

| terms of the agreement by which war was 
| averted are substantially known. Mex- 
| ico’s demands were in the form of an ulti- 
matum sent by Secretary Mariscal on 
Noy. 27, 1894, embracing the following 
points: 

Mexico asks satisfaction for injuries re- 
ceived by the invasion of her terrjpory and 
for the vexations which foreigners and 
Mexicans cutting wood in the forests of 
Agua Azul, Egipto, San Nicholas and San 


demunity for the damage sustained. 

Mexico also demands indemnity for the 
expense of the mobilization of her forces, 
and of situating authorities and employes 
} in suitable places for public security on 
| the frontier. 

Mexico asks that the labors of the 
| boundary commission, in accordance with 
the treaty of iss2, be speedily concluded, 
said treaty not being open to discussion. 

Basis of Settlement. 

It is understood that $2,000,000 was the 
amount of the indemnity demanded by 
Mexico. Also that she insisted 
mala’s dismissing her surveyor 
who bad taken part in locating the bound- 
ary line, 

On Jan. 12, Guatemala answered the ul- 
timatum. It was pacific in tone, but did 
not concede Mexico's right to the territory 
designated in the ultimatum, nor the 
right of a fixed cash indemnity. ‘The final 
negotiations are a compromise between 
the ultimatum and the reply. It is be- 
lieved that Mexico has agreed to arbitrate 
the amount of cash indemnity instead of 
exacting the $2,000,000 first claimed. 

Senor Romero, the Mexican minister, 
has been kept advised of the negotiations, 
but neither he nor Senor Arriaga, 
Guatemalan minister, are yet in a posi- 
tion to make public the exuct terms on 
which war was averted. President Diaz 
has announced that the terms would be 
communicated to congress later.

The width in the middle is now 30 feet 
with a space for teams of 27 feet in which 
is a street railway track outside of which is 
but 20 feet for travel. 

At this point a recess was had and a} 
special electric car taken to view the bridge 
in question, 

After viewing the bridge the hearing was | 
begun. 

Mayor Hodges, Eaton, 
Councilmen Bryant and Rinn, Herbert T. 
Whitman and John A. Duggan 
examined at length. 

They all testified to the dangerous condi- 
tion of the bridge and approaches, and of 
the necessity of its being widened tothe 
full width of the street, also to the amount 
of travel over the bridge. 

At 1230, the hearing adjourned 
until Tuesday, April 23, at 10 30, at Ded- 
ham.

\Major Hamilton Shot In the Back 
by a Companion, 


‘Kentucky the Scene of the 
Tragedy. 


The Murderer Narrowly Escaped Lynching 
From a Mob. 


| Lexinetoy, Ky., April 4.—The sixth 
assassination of a prominent man to occur 
in Kentucky during the past three anda 
half months, took place yesterday at 
Reedyville, Butler county, when Samuel 
| Spencer shot and killed Major Andrew J. 
| Hamilton, a gallant union soldier. Major 
| Hamilton was nearly 60 years old, and 
|had been an honored citizen of Butler 
| county nearly all his life.

During the past few years he has become 
addicted to drink, and Tuesday night he 
met Spencer and a man named Alfred 
Belcher. 

| outskirts of the town and spent several 
| hours there drinking and playing cards. 
About 1 o'clock next morning Hamilton 
| started home, the two men leaving the 
saloon with him. They engaged in a 
quarrel, Hamilton being considerably 
under the influence of liquor. 

While he was talking to Belcher, Spen- 
cer walked up behind him, and with a big 
| pistol shot him inthe back of the head. 
The old soldier who had fought all 
through the war of the rebellion fell for- 
ward on his face, a corpse. 

The two menran and secreted themes 
selves in a barn, 

Mike McGinness, the saloon keeper at 
the place they had last stopped, while 
going home about an hour after the major 
had left, discovered his lifeless body in the 
mud, 

Saved From an Infuriated Mob, 

Suspecting that Spencer and Belcher 
had committed the crime, he notified 
Marshal Green, who arrested both men 
about daybreak. They were lodged in 
jail, and the officers had great dillicul:y 
in preventing them from being lynched; 
but by promising that they should be 
promptly tried, the mob was persuaded 
to allow the law to take its course. 

At first both men declared they were in- 
nocent of the killing of Hamilton, but 
Belcher finally broke down and told how 
Spencer had assassinated the old man 
while his back was turned, 

Major Hamilton belonged tothe Twelfth 
Kentucky cavalry and was noted for deeds 
of daring while fighting for the Union 
cause. He was captured by the Confeder- 
ates and confined for months in the fa 
mous Libby prison. 

Being of an intrepid and unconquerable 
nature, he conceived the idea of tunneling 
out of that terrible abode of death and 
disease. He swore 150 picked men to 
secrecy, and they worked for months in 
excavating the famous tunnel under the 
canal by which 104 of them escaped. This 
occurred in 184, and although his time 
was out for which he enlisted, he con- 
tinued to serve his country until Lee sur- 
rendered at Appomattox. 

From the fact that Spencer lives in 
Warren county and is a comparative 
stranger to the people of Reedyville, the

THE VENEZUELAN AFFAIR. 


England Persists In Her Claims to Venezuelan 
Territory East of the Schomberg Line. 

WasurneTon, April 4.—There is reason 
to believe that the British government has 
given our ambassador, Mr. Bayard, to un- 
derstand in response to his representations 
ip the Venezuelan boundary matter, and 
his suggestion that it be submitted to ar- 
bitration, that it must persist in regarding 
the subject asone in which only Great 
Britain and Venezuela are concerned. 

Of course the idea was set out very 
diplomatically and courteously, 80 as to 
avoid giving offense as far as possible, 
while still making it plain that the United 
States could not be regarded as having 
any proper interest in the matter. So, as 
it stands, the British government still in- 
sists upon its absolute title and right to 
occupy all of the territery to the eastward 
of the Schomberg line, while professing 4 
willingness to submit to arbitration its 
claims to the lands lying west of that line. 

This was the offer made to Venezuela 
years ago, and it has not been modified in 
any respect since, notwithstanding Mr. 
Bayard’s efforts. It has been intimated 
that the United States might aequirea 
right to intervene in behalf of Venezuela 
by declaring a protectorate over that 
country with the assent of its people, and 
behind this suggestion is at least one of 
the great European powers, who would be 
glad to have its relation to the disturbed 
countries of South and Central America 
| placed on a stable basis, so that it might 
look to some thoroughly responsible, 
highly civilized government to insure the 
| permanence of trade and prevent frequent 
revolutions. 

But to concede the necessity for such 4 
protectorate as a prerequisite to interfer- 
ing to prevent the acquisition of Ameri- 
can territory by a European power, would 
amount toarenunciation of the Monroe 
doctrine by the United States, and this 
cannot be contemplated by the adminis- 
tration. 

The first indication of this policy was 
seen in the claim of San Domingo to ex- 
emption from the French demand upon 
her revenues on the ground that these had 
all been farmed out to American corpora- 
tions, which would be ruined by compli- 
ance with the French demands. 


SHOT BY INSURGENTS. 


Brutal Murder of the Independent Captain 
of a Fishing Smack. 

Havana, April 4.—The governor of San- 
tiago province reports that the gunboat 
Yndia, while cruising along the coast, 
came upon ao foreign fishing smack 
stranded on the beach at Duaba, a short 
distance west of Baracoa. The captain of 
the smack was dead. Two sailors who 
were captured and taken aboard the 
Yndia, reported that they had landed 22 
insurgents, 

There had been trouble, they said, be- 
tween the insurgents and the captain be- 
| cause he had refused to land them at the 
| poigt designated by them. When the cap- 
tain refused to yield to their threats they 
killed him and threw his body overboard. 

After landing, the insurgents met a 
| small column of Spanish troops. ‘The 
skirmish was almost bloodless, ‘The insur- 
gents were put to flight without having 
losta man killed or wounded. One of 
them was captured in hiding an hour af- 
ter the skirmish, but the rest are in the 
mountains. The prisoner would give lit- 
tle information. 

He is said to have admitted, however, 
that Maceo and Combret, the insurgent 
leaders, are with the fugitive band. Sev- 
eral companies of troops are pursuing the 
21 men, but had not got within shooting 
distance of them at the time of the gov- 
| ernor’s dispatch. 
| Apart from these events, the district 
around Baracoa is quiet. Colonel Salcedo, 


who is in chargeof the military operations 
around Holguin, reports that he attacked 
| and dispersed a party of insurgents at 
| Martillo, near San Andres. ‘The arrival 
| of re-einforcements for the regular troops in 

Santiago has restored confidence through- 
| out the province. 


Belgian Statesmen Come to Blows. 
BRUSSELS, April 4.—In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday, a quarrel occurred be- 
| tween M. de Fuisseux, a socialist deputy, 

and M. Helleputte, a Catholic member of 
the house. The two men finally came to 
blows, and several of their supporters en- 
gaged in fisticuffs. 


Robbers Make a Good Haul. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ills., April 4.—The post-

HANCOCK STREET BRIDGE 


Reasons Given by City Witnesses 
for the Widening. 


The fir-t witness put on by the city at 
the hearing before the Connty Com- 
nissioners Wednesday on the widening of 
the bridge at Atlantic was Herbert ‘T. 
Whitman, civil engineer, 

Mr. Whitman submitted plans he had 
made of the approaches to the bridge. He 
often used the road near the bridge and 
the approzches were too narrow. 

Upon cross-examination he said he bad 
noticed marked increase in travel during 
the past five years. A large amount of 
granite was carted over this bridge. The 
pleasure travel had also increased. It was 
not because there were street cars across 
the bridge that he advocated the change. 
There was more travel there than any 
other part of Quincy. This bridge should 
be as wide as Neponset bridge. 

John A. Duggan often used the bridge. 
He considered it necessary for the con- 
venience of the public to widen the bridge 
and approaches. He had observed teams 
become clogged, and several accidents and 
collisions were due to the narrowness. 
Parents were alarmed and disliked to have 
their children pass this spot. Many express 
and granite teams pass over here as well as 
pleasure teams, Years ago a horse-rail- 
road ran over this same bridge. 

Cross-examined, the witoess did not 
think that part now used by the railroad 

was used as a sidewalk during the interval 
when there was no street railway there. 
Thought it was safer with the street rail 
way, as the rails acted asa guard. It was 
impossible for two eight-horse teams to 
pass now as it often happens a stone team 
occupies the whole space. The smoke 
from the locomotives also adds to the dan- 
ger, 


C. M. Bryant said be was chairman of | 


the Council committee on streets. He 
frequently used the street for driving pur- 
poses. The bridge was inad+ quate for the 
traffic and be considered it extremely 
dangerous. here many teams 
going in and out there is not room enough 
for heavy teams to pass. If you are there 
when an express train is passing, your 
horse is liable to shy and strike some other 
team, You cannot see whether a train is 
coming or not, nor can you see if there is a 
team on the bridge. Tue city had spent 
upwards of $100,000 on this street. ‘he 
amount of travel is increasing rapidly. He 
felt that the railroad should do its part. 

The bridge shou'd be widened to the full 
width of the street and a place reserved for 
foot passengers on both sides, 

Cross examined he said horses had got 
used to the electric cars now. 

A large amount of the lumber used in 
building comes from the north, It was a 
dang-rous place and there should be no 
delay in relieving people of the hardsbip. 
The depot is near the bridge and to reach 
it one would have to turn off just south of 
the bridge. 

When asked if he considered that the 
street railway made it more dangerous 
Mayor Hodges said every addition to travel 
makes more room required. If the railway 
was not there it would still be inadaquate. 

This closed the testimony at this hearing 
for the city, and as the railruad desired to 
be heard, the Commissioners adjourned 
the hearing until Tuesday, April 23, at 
19 30, at Dedham,

BOSTON’S PARKHURST. 
He Makes Sweeping Charges at the Metho- 


dist Episcopal Conference. 

SALEM, April 5—The New England 
Methodist Episcopal conference devoted 
last night entirely to temperance. The 
auditorium of Wesley church was not 
large enough to accommodate the crowd, 
which was due to the fact that Rev. L J. 
Lansing of the Park Street church, Bos- 
ton, was to deliver the address. 

He began by referring feelingly to his 
former pleasant relations with this body. 
“While all of us know full well the great 
extent of the dsink traffic, yet some of the 
lines of battle in this great warfare have 
been won. The temperance victory has 
been won from an ecclesiastical point of 
view. 

“The Methodists are solid against the 
curse, so with the Presbyterians, Congre- 
gationalists and other churches, and the 
Episcopal and Roman Catholic churches 
are leaning in that direction. No saloon 
keeper can become a member of those 
churches, unless it be the Episcopal and 
Catholic. The churches, as 4 rule, are 
against rum. 

‘‘We hear a good deal about hard times. 
We are having hard times. We puta man 
at the head of this country of ours who is 
adrunkard. ‘Shis is pretty plain talk, but 
Iam very careful not to make a statement 
I cannot prove. We all remember the 
naval parade on the Hudson river, when 
| thousands of people were obliged to wait 
several hours for the president to sober off 
enough for him to review the parade. 

“As for the Norwegian system, churches 
generally are against it. Itis nota suc- 
cess in Scandinavia; if it were it does not 
prove that it would be here. Things are 
different in both places, and among other 
things, there, aman has a vote or votes 
compared to the property he holds, while 
here, every man is entitled to but one vote 
—with the exception of the ward heelers. 

“Let us have no license; prohibition un- 
til the fight shall have been accomplished 
and the rum traffic is in hell.” 

When Dr. Lansing had completed, every- 
body applauded his efforts.

Topic For the Week Beginning April 7, 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
: Sener Seine to be consecrated.—Ezra iii, 

The children of Israel have returned 
42,000 strong from the captivity of 
Babylon. Their first concern was to 
build for themselves houses, or to re- 
build dilapidated buildings to make 
them fit for habitation. This done, they 
lost no time in repairing as one man to 
Jerusalem to re-establish their ancient 
worship and to offer sacrifices to their 
God, to consecrate themselves and their 
all to Him again as in the days of old. 
Let us learn from the topic: 

1. All things should be consecrated 
to God. This is certainly the teaching 
of Ez. iii, 1-7. The people observed all 
the feasts and offerings that God had 
consecrated or enjoined, each one typi- 
fying the consecration of something to 
God. They also gave of their money 
that the temple might be rebuilt and of 
their substance for the same purpose. 
All things should be consecrated to God. 
Entire consecration is the only accept- 
able sacrifice that can be made unto 
Him. Our bodies, our souls, our pos- 
sessions, our time, our talents, God re- 
quires and expects them all of us. 

2. The reasonableness of entire con- 
secration. It is reasonable because we 
ourselves and all that we have belong to 
God, and in requiring them of us He 
asks only whatis Hisown. Justice gives 
to all their own. It is the doctrine of 
the Bible throughout that all things be- 
long to God. This is applied to our- 
selves. ‘‘Ye are not your own,”’ says 
Paul to the Corinthians, ‘‘for ye are 
bought with a price. Therefore glorify 
God in your body and your spirit, which 
are God’s.’’ Our money and our posses- 
sions are God's. ‘‘The gold is mine, 
the silver is mine, saith the Lord.’’ 
“The earth is the Lord’s, and the full- 
ness thereof.’’ Talents and abilities and 


positions belong to God, for He gave 
| them to us. It is He that maketh one an 


apostle, another a prophet, another a 
pastor or an evangelist. It is He also 
that exalteth men to positions of honor 
and influence. Al! are 
God’s. We are simply His stewards, 
bolding them in trust. To consecrate 
them entirely to Him, therefore, is sim- 
ply paying back to Him what belongs to 
Him, which all must admit to be just 
and reasonable. 

8. Some characteristics ef entire con- 
secration. The sacrifices were voluntary. 
It was unrestrained, spontaneous and 
from the prompting of their inward 
piety. Thus we should consecrate all 
things to God willingly and voluntarily. 
It was also a continual and regular sac- 
rifice. Entire consecration should be once 
for all. 1f we were perfect, it could be, 
but taking our imperfect natures into 
consideration it is necessary for us to 
rededicate and reconsecrate ourselves to 
God. 

Entire consecration is the sum and 
substance of Christianity. Itisfor us to 
live and yet not live, but for Christ to 
live in us. When we can say that of 
ourselves, we are consecrated to God. 
Can we say it?

SAMOA AND AMERICA. 
| Report of United States Commissioner Con- 
cerning Our Interests. 


WasHineton, April 5.—Mr. Chambers,

Defendants Agree to Settle | and settle all claims by aliens to lands in 


Samoa, makes the following reportt 

The final meeting of the commission 
was held Dec. 5, 1894, at Apla, and its re- 
ports were turned over to the chief justice 
of Samoa, as required by the treaty, and 
are now in his custody. These reports in- 
clude all the title papers to Samoan lands 
and are of considerable value. They give 
in detail the history of each of the 3042 
claims investigated. 

An erhibit attached to the report shows 
that the total number of claims filed be- 
fore the commission was 8942. Of these, 
1428 were German, 1757 British, 307 Amer- 
ican, 696 French and 120 miscellaneous. 
The total claims aggregated 1,691,898 acres, 
while the islands only contain 950,000 
acres. Only 8 per cent. of the claims 
were confirmed. 

The British claims amounted to 1,250,- 
270 acres, owing to the fact that one man, 
under a large number of deeds, claimed 
practically the whole of the Island of 
Savail, which contains nearly half the 
acreage of the entire country. This man 
also held large claims in other islands, but 
all except about 16,000 acres of his claims 
were rejected. 

The vast bulk of acreage claimed by 
Americans was also rejected, owing to the 
manifestly inadequate consideration given 
for it, and because the titles were defec- 
tive under several provisions of the 
treaty. About 21,000 acres were confirmed 
to Americans, most of them belonging to 
acorporation composedof San Francisco 
atuckholders. 


Lucky Heir of Quaker Penn. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 5.—The suit of an 
heir of William Penn, William Dugald 
Stuart, of London, to secure possession of 
property in the city of Easton, resulted in 
a verdict for the plaintiff. Stuart brought 
the action to recover a piece of ground 80 
feet square, now used as a public square 
in the center of the oity of Euston.

Charges of Drunkenness Denied. 

Boston, April 6.—A complete denial of 
the charges of Rey. L J. Lansing against 
President Cleveland is made by people 
who know whereof they speak. 

The sensational charges that Cleveland 
was a drunkard and that he was intoxi- 
cated on the occasion of the naval parade 
in New York in April of 1893, were the 
talk of the town yesterday. 

Not a man was found who believed that 
the charges were true in the slightest de- 
gree, and the general opinion was that 
Rev. Mr. Lansing had made statements 
the truth of which he would find it hard 
to prove. 

Dr. Lansing states that he did not say 
that the president was a drunkard, and 
claims that if his whole speech had been 
reported it would have placed the matter 
in a different! ight.

“That statement is utterly false and a 
gross outrage,” said ex-Governor William

Isaac J. Lansing, who charged President 
Cleveland with being a drunkard, and 
named asa specific occasion the date of 
the naval parade on the Hudson in April, 
1893. 

Ex-Congressman O'Neil, who attended 
the naval parade, accompanied by his wife, 
was seen last night at his home. He said: 
‘Rev. Mr. Lansing is seriously mistaken 
when he says that President Cleveland 
was intoxicated on the day in question, or 
any time in the eight years that I have 
known him. President Cleveland is a 
very careful man in his habits, and the as- 
sertion that he was in the condition in 
which Mr. Lansing has him is untrue, and

ous mistake. 

“On the day in question the weather 
was very unfavorable, and the secretary of 
the navy postponed the parade from 11 to 
lo’clock because the weather forecaster 
said the conditions would be favorable for 
the parade at 1 o'clock, when the storm 
would clear away.

When the charge, indi- 
cated by his testimony in court, was read 
tohim, he stood with his hands in his 
pockets, silent and apparently uncon- 
cerned. 

In an interview, the Marquis of Queens- 
berry said to a reporter: ‘‘l have sent this 
message to Wilde: ‘If the country allo.s 
you to leave, all the better for the country; 
but if you take my son with you, I will 
follow you wherever you go and shoot 
you.’”’ 

Lord Douglass says, in relation to the 
Wilde scandal: “Myself and every mem- 
ber of the family, except father, disbelieve 
absolutely and entirely all the charges. 
We think them simply part of the perse- 
cution father has carried on against us as 
longas I can remember, and that Mr. 
Wilde and his counsel are to blame for 
not showing, as they could have done, 
that that was the fact.

THE WATER REPORT. 


The Work of 1894 and that Proposed 
This Year. 


Few Extensions Therefore are Rec- 
ommended for 1895. 


Probably the city department in which 
most interest centres is the Water depart- 
ment. The taxpayers feel that it should 
be manazed economically, that the income 
may not only meet the interest and main- 
tenance, but go quite a ways in payment of 
maturing installments of the water debt. 
So long as $25,000 or more must be paid 
annually by direct taxation it increases the 
tax rate about $1.50 per $1000. The Water 
Commissioners should keep the main- 
tenance account down, charging all to con- 
struction that properly belongs there, and 
help out the taxpayers rather than the ex- 
tension account. 

The report of the commissioners for 1894 
is given below. 


The principal work of the year has been 
on extension of street mains. In ac- 
cordance with the expressed desire of the 
City Council no pipe laying has been done 
by contract. If the cost of doing the work 
has been somewhat increased, the Board 
are satisfied that it has been carefully and 
well done. Of the appropriation available 
for the extension of mains, $92,856.33, we 
have an unexpended balance of $1,822.06. 
A portion of this will be required for the 
payment of pipe ordered but not delivered. 
In many cases, the pipes laid this year 
connect with and 
pipes of the original works, thus doing 
away with numerous ‘dead ends’ and 
serving as feeders to reinforce the smaller 
pipes. As arule the Board have not used 
pipe of less than 6 in. diameter on new ex- 
tensions. During the year 12 miles of 
pipe have been laid, and 92 bydrauts 
added. Fire protection ofteu demands the 
concentration of large quantities of water 
at one point in addition to the maximum 
domestic consumption. Therefore in 
planning extensions care has been taken 
to have the main arteries suitably located 
and large enough for the purpose, 

The Board advise the extension of the 
16 inch main on Common street to a 
proposed staud pipe ‘o be erected on Forbes 
hillin Ward 5. The land has already 
been acquired by the City. It is important 
that this work be completed at once, in 
order to have a safe margin of water at 
band for fire supply in case of unusual acci- 
dents either lo the pumping machinery or 
the street main leading to the present 
stand-pipe. The building of this stand- 
pipe wiil obviate the necessity of con- 
tinuous pumping, especially during the 
night time, and will be of great value to 
the distribution service, the consumption 
of water having increased to such an extent 
that at times during the summer months 
it is impossible to maintain a bigh’level of 
the water in the present stand-pipe, in 
case of a large demand for fire purposes. 

The Board are of the opinion that the

sions the ensuing year, should be small and 
for minor extensons only. With the in- 
crease of population the question of supply 
becomes of first importance. We have 
absolutely reached a point where it is 
necessary to provide 
capacity. 

Coosiderable repairs have been made on 
the well and the roof of the Pumping 
Station and the same are now in good 
order. A drive way and other improve- 
ments have been made to the pipe yard in 
the rear of the works. The cost of the 
above as well as the painting of the stand- 
pipe and about $1,350,- expended for 
excavating mud from the Reservoir, has 
been charged to the sum appropriated for 
maintenance. The conveniences for stor- 
ing coal are insufficient for the purpose 
and we recommend an appropriation for 
new coal sheds. 

The reduction made in the schedule of 
water rates went into effect on July 1, 
1894. The total amount received for the 
sale of water for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1894 is $40,943.95. We estimate the prob- 
able gross receipts from the source for the 
year 1895 to be $41,000, and the amount 
required for 
$14,000. 

The Joint Committee, c ynsisting of the 
Mayor and Water Board, have devoted 
considerable attention to the subject of the 
future supply of water and collected much 
information bearing upon the same, which 
together with general plans showing the 
water shed or the present reservoir, a pro- 
posed new storage basin and a scheme for 
using the water of Blue Hill River, has 
been submitted to the State Board of 
Health for its consideration. It is of great 
importance that the investigations be con- 
linued and a scheme perfected in season to 
provide an additional amount of water for 
use during the summer of 1896,

Men Shot at by Farmer 
drews to Protect Himself, 


Three An- 


Martin Costigan Received a 
Fatal Wound. 


His Companions Give Their Version of an 
Affray Near Pittsfield. 


PITTSFIELD, April 8.—Martin Costigan 
of Cheshire was shot shortly after mid- 
night by H. S. Andrew’s, at the latter’s 
farmhouse on the Cheshire road, about 
half-way between Cheshire and Dalton. 
Costigan died an hour and a half later at 
the House of Mercy in this city. 

Costigan, John Kelley and John Shea 
had been to Cheshire, and on the way to 
Dalton, through the “Gulf” road, so Kel- 
ley and Shea say, they broke a wheel of 
their wagon and went to Andrews’ house 
to loan them a wagon or a wheel so they 
could proceed. 

Andrews, they say, refused to let them 
fn or to have anything to do with them. 
Costigan became angry, refused to go 
away and, when standing in the door- 
yard, Andrews came out with his shotgun 


und fired at close range, pouring a large 
charge of shot into the left side of Cos- 


tigan’s abdomen. 

Costigan fell, and his companions say 
they took him up and proceeded to Dr. 
Tobin’s office in Pittsfield, where it was 
found by the physician that the abdomen 
was terribly lacerated, and 

The Man Could Not Live. 

Costigan died at 2 o’clock this morning, 
after suffering great agony. He was 34 
years old, single, and had lived in Pitts- 
field formerly. He was a laster in the 
Dalton shoe shop, and had worked in the 
Cheshire shoe shop. His mother and 
sister lived in Cheshire. 

H. S. Andrews, who shot Costigan, is 
about 65 years old and is a farmer. His 
story is thatthe three men, who were 
strangers to him, came to his house in the 
middle of the night and pretended they 
bad broken a wheel from their wagon. 

They Wegan to kick in the front door. 


He told them to go away or he would 
shoot them. Instead of going, they con- 
tinued to kick the door, till they had 


broken in a panel and had broken a lock. 
As the Door Flew Open 

and he saw the men coming in he received 

them with his double-barrelled shotgun 

and fired. Costigan wasin advance and 

received the charge. 

The men, Andrews says, were looking 
for trouble, and he did not know but they 
would rob and murder him and his 
family. 

He says that he did not intend to kill 
any of them, but felt justified in protect- 
ing himself and family, and he knew of 
nothing else he could do against three 
men but to shoot. 

When the old man learned that his vic- 
tim was dead, he was considerably ex- 
cited. He was taken to the Pittsfield po- 
lice station.

THE REVIEW OF TRADE 


Qutlook For Canada Brightened by 
the Opening of Navigation, 


American Manufacturers En- 
couraged Over Future. 


Advances Noted In Prices of Iron, Boots 
and Shoes and Textiles, j 


New York, April 6.—Bradstreet’s Re- | 
view says today: General trade at Hali- 
fax continues dull. Thisis true at To- 
ronto also, where prices remain steady, 
notwithstanding unfavorable weather. 
Montreal merchants are reported meeting 
their paper falling due a week ago fairly 
well. General trade is stimulated by the 
near approach of the opening of naviga- 
tion. 

Bank clearing at Winnipeg, Hamilton, 
Toronto, Montreal and Halifax aggregate 
€16,875,000 this week, compared with $15,- 
261,000 last week, and $20,612,000 in the 
week last year. 

There were 53 business failures in Can- 
ada, against 4¥ last week. 

R.G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of 
trade says: ‘There is gratifying evidence 
that most retail trades show marked im- 
provement over 1894, though on the whole} 
trade is smaller than in 1593, 

The occurrence of Easter in March last 
year, butin April this year, is found to 
account for much difference in the vol- 
ume of retail trade, especially in dry 
goods and millinery, and the severe 
weather and backwardness of the season 
also retard recovery. 

While the volume of trade, in quanti- 
ties of goods sold, is nevertheless larger 
than last year, bnt ou the whole smaller 
than in 1893, the main difference in com- 
parison with ‘93 is found in the general 
decline of prices which makes trade in 
value smaller even where it is clearly as 
large or larger in quantity. 

The best news from the industries is 


that labor troubles have been settled or 
avoided, Mahoning iron and eastern 
woolen mills being again active. Next in 


importance is the better demand for many 
products, which gives greater reason to 
hope that recent advances from the bot- 
tom may prove successful. 

Signs of Encouragement. 

Following the rise in coke, there have 
been this week sales of 2,000,000 tons lake 
ore at about 15 per cent advance and fin- 
ished products are no longer inactive, 
Bessemer iron rising to $10.65, gray forge to 
#9.25, common bar to 9% cents, structural 
angles to $1.05 and plates €1 per ton. 

Chicago shares in the rise and the ILli- 
nois Steel company has achieved a notable | 
success in taking the contract for steel 
plates for shipyards at Newport News. 
Eastern works gain more slowly, notwith- 
standing the low price of anthracite coal 

The production of Connellsville coke 
for the week, 165,101 tons, was the largest 
on record, but there is some fear that 
higher coke and ore may close some works. 

Copper is firmer, as sales of the stock 
taken from the french syndicate removed 
aload over the market for the past six 
years, and tin has been stronger with tin 
plates because of purchases for Pacific 
canners, 

The success of shoe manufacturers in 
raising prices grows more complete, and 
some who first asked 2'4 cents advance 
now ask 7!4 cents, with more orders co :- 
ing than appeared when jobbers resisted 
It is conceded that orders are on the whole 
smaller than usual, especially from the 
west, though the south is taking more 
than usual because of the severe winter 
Leather is as stiff as ever, and there is no 
yielding in hides, which are higher in the 
west than here, though the possibility of 
importations from Germany is said to 
hinder further advance in some qualities 

The cotton manufacture goes on gain- 
ing, though cotton has halted. Better de- 
mand appears for many qualities, and in 
some slight advance in price. 

Sales of wool reflect the renewed confi- 
dence of manufacturers, as strikes are out 
of the way, for 6,675,100 pounds were sold 
last week, against 4,643,200 last year. No 
rise in prices is seen or expected in view 
of heavy sales and receipts of foreign wool.

New York, April 6.—The special grand 
jury has dismissed the charges against ex- 
Police Commissioner Sheehan of having 
endeavored to induce Captain Schmitt- 
berger to permit a gambler to inaintain a 
gambling house, and of having induced a 
ballot clerk to violate the election law at 
the last election by omitting to deliver 
constitutional amendment ballots to voters 
unless the voters asked for the same.

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BACK TO ENGLAND. 


Balfour Must Explain His Connection With a 
Wrecked Institution. 


Buenos AYRES, April 8.—Jabez S. Bal- 
four, whose extradition to England was 
granted a few days ago, sailed hence yes- 
terday on the steamer Tartar Prince. De- 
spite the fact that it was generally be- 
lieved that he made enormous sums of 
money out of the building society in 
which he was interested, he is said to have 
left Buenos Ayres in a penniless condi- 
tion. 

Ever since it was learned that Balfour 
had fled to Argentina after the collapse of 
the Liberator Building society and allied 
concerns, the British government made 
efforts to secure his extradition. The 
charge on which his extradition was 
sought was that he had fraudulently ob- 
tained £20,000 from the House and Land 
Investment trust. He recently denied 
that he had any connection with the Lib- 
erator society, claiming that he had re 
signed from the directorate about 10 years 

0. 

Prior to his flight from England, Bal- 
four was a member of the house of com- 
monsinthe Liberal interest and was a 
prominent church member. The failure 
of the building societies referred to, 
caused widespread suffering, hundreds of 
persons having invested every penny they 
had in the worldin them. 

When the crash came they were ruined 
and public subscriptions were taken for 
their relief. Several of those charged 
with being responsible for the collapse are 
now on trial in London.

It is added that the manifesto is issued by 
the signers, not as chiefs of a party, not 
as Liberals or autonomists, but as pa- 
triots and brothers, who aspire to happi- 
ness, dignity and the maintainance of 
their rights 

Waiting For Campos. 

General Martinez Campos, with $,000,- 
000 in cash, a lot of troops and a large per- 
sonal prestige, is now on the ocean and 
bending sail hither. Great will be the 
day and occasion when Campos again sets 
foot on Cuban soil to put down another 
rebellion. The people here are expecting 
him and anticipate with anxious interest 
his coming. 

Toan onlooker, however, the interest 
among unofficial people seems to arise 
more from anticipation of the pa- 
geantand the clatter of bright metal, 
than from any consciousness that Campos 
is needed here. Havana, always accus- 
tomed to military,has not been vividly im- 
pressed by the landing of the troops from 
Spain. 

The repression of the Havana papers re- 


sultsin ignorance of details, if not of | 


facts, from the eastern districts; and so, 
while the people look on and are interested 
in the show before them, they feel they 
have no persona! part in the matter,and are 
indeed quite content to leave all fatigue of 
activity to thuse who must act. 

Keeping an Eye on Rebels, 


Utmost vigilance is exercised by the | 


government to prevent the landing in 
Cuba of the rebel leaders who are in 
other parts. The government especially 
and definitely desires to intercept Maceo, 
whom the officials profess to believe has 
not effected a landing on Cuban soil. 
There is private information in this city, 
however, that Maceo is now on the island, 
and that the other leaders will come later.

They have alarmed the inhabitants and 
they have harassed the troops, whose ofli- 
cer telegraphs the governor general that 
his men bravely made after ‘‘a group” (that 
is the governmental designation of rebel 
forces), and routed the enemy, who “ran 
away’’—another technical designation of 
disappearance of rebels. 

Plenty of Arms and Ainmunition. 

It is a fact that there are on 
today between 5000 and 6000 rebels, who 
have rifles and cartridges within reach. The 
government may scout this statement,

| BUILDINGS WRECKED. 


A New Orleans Powder Explosion May Cause 
the Loss ef Several Lives 


New ORLEANS, April 6.—At an early 
|bour yesterday an explosion of powder 
| took place in a ship chandlery establish- 
| ment run by Charles Salathe. The store

The bodies of Felix Rigaud and Joseph 
Grimaldi and Mike Biri are believed to be 
inthe ruins. Eddie Salathe, aged 10, and

It 
is believed that many more people besides 
those mentioned above are buried in the 
| ruins, The money loss is about $40,000.

TWENTY-ONE KILLED, 


Miners In the Northwest Become 
Victims of an Explosion. 


But Two Men Managed to 
Escape Alive. 


Rescuing Party Unable to Render Aid on Ac- 
count of Dense Gas. 


Tacoma, April 9.—An explosion in Blua 
Canon coal mine on Lake Whatcom yes- 
terday afternoon killed 21 men. W. A. 
Telford came from the mine last night. 
He was at the bunkers when the explo 
sion occurred. He went to theincline and 
found James Kearns at the mouth of the 
shaft nearly dead with exhaustion. 

Kearns said all in the mine were dead. 
He had carried Ben Morgan as far as he 
was able and then left him. Morgan, he 
thought, was dead. Kearns and Gallum 
were the only ones who had escaped out of 
23 men who were at work. Tom Valen- 
tine and John Anderson were in the in- 
cline, and they escaped. 

Atthe switch of the gangway, 800 fect 
from the mouth of the tunnel, Ecklund 
end Telford found the body of George 
Roberts, and beyond were 30 loaded cars 
which had been blown off the track. They 
next found the body of Ben Morgan, who 
was dropped by Kearns, Ecklund and 
others. 

They were unable to go beyond room 21, 
500 feet from the angle of the tunnel and 
gangway. Their safety lamps went 
out, and the gas drove them back into 
room 21, where they found the bodies of 
Thomas Conlin and James Kirby. It is 
supposed that in addition to the four 
found, 19 perished. The gas was so thick, 
that the party was only able to 
stay a few minutes 

Safety lamps were used everywhere in 
the gangway. The tunnel is 800 feet long 
and the gangway 1000 feet long, and has 
26 rooms opening from it. The fans were 
kept running all the time, and the cause 
of the explosion is unknown,

Expenditures of 1894. 


AN INTERESTING COMPARISON, 


A Prospect for Reduction Rather 
Than Increase of County Tax. 


A comparison of the county estimates of 
1895, with the actual expenditures of 1894 
will prove of value at this time when the 
estimates are before the Legislature. lt 
also shows that an increase in the county 
tax is unnecessary and further that there is 
a grand chance fora reduction. The figures 
are given herewith, 
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The total excess of estimates over ex-| 
penditares as given is $67,459. 
you will the $5,000 for maturing debt, $50¢ 
for dedication of court house, $10,000 nes 
addition to court house, and the amount is 
still $51,959. The income of 1894 was 
$1,667 in excess of the estimate for 1895, 
and would increase the margin to $53,626. 
Would it not be wise in a year like this to 
reduce the county tax $10,000, $29,000, 
250,000, or even 340,000 ? 

From 1882 to 1892 the county tax aver- 
aged but $70,000. The expenditures for 


actual current expenses in recent years 
have been as follows :

1891, 98,005 
1892, 89,934 
1893, 92,934 
1894, 100,308

HISTORIC DEED IN DISPUTE. 


The State of Delaware Claims a Document 

| After One Hundred and Twenty Years. 
| An old historical document, the deed 
given by the Duke of York to William 
Penn for a tract of land on the Dela- 
ware at New Castle, is the bone of con- 
tention between the state of Delaware 
and J. Henry Rogers of New Castle, 
Pa. 

The state of Delaware has been ad- 
vised that the document rightfully be- 
longs to it, while Mr. Rogers claims it 
as his property because His ancestors 
rescued it from British soldiers nearly 
a century and a quarter ago and have 
treasured it ever It has been 
handed down from generation to gener- 
ation, and their right has never been 
challenged until recently. The coveted 
parchment is now in the hands of S. V. 
Henkels of this city, and it is stated that 
he will hold fast to it until some settle- 
ment is made of the matter. There is 
talk of big damage claims running up 
to $1,000,000 if the stgte of Delaware 
insists upon taking the deed by force of 
law. 

The deed is for a tract of land on the 

Jelaware, confined in a circle 12 miles 
in diameter, with the center at the town 
of New Castle. Attorney General John 
R. Nicholson of Delaware has already 
taken legal steps to secure this histor- 
ical document. — Philadelphia Press.

Scnoot Books 
By THE THOUSAND. 


The Boston grammar schoo] boys and 
girls ought to do fairly well in spelling, for 
in the last ten years they have used 29,083 
copies of Webster's spelling books. 

This fact comes out in the report of the 
school board. In all, they have used in the 
last ten years 264,039 books. 

Other books and their totals are: Frank- 
lin 34 reader, 6,091; 4th reader, 8,922; in- 
termediate reader, 6,706; Sth reader, 10,- 
918; 6th reader, 3,416; written arithmetic, 
16,846; elementary arithmetic, 15,319; 
small geography, 16,346; large geography, 
17,659; Higginson’s history, 6,354; Meser- 
vey’s bookkeeping, 3,137. 

Of the Normal first music reader, 2,555 
copies were used; of the second music 
reader, 7,662; and third, 2,792; Inter- 
mediate music reader, 9,376; fourth music 
reader, 7,704; National second music 
reader, 3,857; Stone's history of England, 
2,464; Stowell’s A Healthy Body, 6,325; 
Worcester’s dictionary, 16,320. 

The total number of text-books owned by 
the city and now in the schools, if replaced 
at publishers’ prices, would cost $203,548. 

The books now charged to the various 
schools average about 6 for each pupil; and 
if new, would cost about $2.75 per pupil. 

The total number reported lost, last year 
was 1,922; in 10 years, 11,440. 

Since the free text-book law went into 
effect the schools have been supplied with 
712,561 text-books. Of this number, 435,- 
921 are still in use in the schools, and the 
balauce, 276,640, have been returned as 
worn out or lost.—Boston Advertiser.

Quick Consumption. 


Dopce City, Kan., April 10.—‘Bat” 
Masterson is dead. The man whom angry 
and drunken cowboys could not kill, suc- 
cumed at Guthrie, O. T., of quick con- 
sumption. He had been United States 
marshal, and was city marshal of Dodge 
City in its wildest days. To him was ac- 
corded the honor of being the most fear- 
less official on the frontier and as a leader of 
chases after Indians, cowboys and cattle 
herders in the west. He never flinched 
nor weakened. 

Masterson was born in Middleton, Ils., 
fn 1864. His father was a well-to-do 
farmer, but the son did not take kindly to 
agriculture, and had no delight in educa- 
tional advantages. He was wild, unruly 
and utterly uncontrollable by his peace- 
loving parents. With the westward drift 
of population came Masterson to Kansas. 
He was able to take care of himself in 
every position in which he was placed. 

Dodge City was then in the height of its 
cattle trade glory. The cowboys ruled the 
town during the height of the season from 
July to November. He was elected town 
marshal, and afterwards drifted to Colo- 
rado. Of the 28 killings with which he is 
credited, nearly all are said to have re- 
sulted from his attempts to suppress law- 
lessness.

4 REAL ENOCH ARDEN 


MORE REMARKABLE THAN EVEN THE 
FAMOUS TICHBORNE CASE. 

A Union Soldier Killed In Battle Returns 
After Nearly Thirty Years and Is Recog- 
nized by His Family—Claimant Not Sus- 
tained In Court. 


The United States supreme court has 
just handed down final decision in a le- 
gal dispute over a question of identity, 
which is the most remarkable in the 
history of law, outdoing even the fa- 
mous Tichborne case. It is the story of 
a Union soldier who was killed and 
buried on the field of battle, yet who 
was resurrected and rejoined his family 
and friends. 
| Few tales of fiction approach in in- 
terest this romance of a real Enoch Ar- 
den, whom cruel fate relegated to 4 
penitentiary. 

On April 6, 1862, William Newby, 
private in an Illinois regiment, was 
killed and buried on the field of Shiloh. 
’s¢ all events, no question of the fact 
was raised for nearly 30 years. He left 
jn the town of Carmi, Ills, a widow 
and a mother. 

Nearly four years ago a man walked 
into Carmi, hatless and by no means 
well clad, and announced that he was 
Newby, the lost soldier. Nobody recog- 
bized him at first, and this was not sur- 
prising after such a lapse of time. But 
he talked with old residents of the place 
and recalled so many antewar incidents, 

vith reminiscences of persons and 
pisces, that finally they were convinced 
yf his identity. He explained that he 
had been shotin the head and left on 
the b&ttletield. Afterward he recovered 


consciousness and was made a prisoner, 
being taken to Libby prison.

There he met an old man named Joseph 


\Newby, brother of the William who 
fought at Shiloh. 
This aged pauper was rather garru- 


lous and had many stories to impart 

bout his brother William, the history 

bf the family, incidents respecting old 
resideyts of Carmi and its neighbo 
hood, etc. Incidentally it was made to 

appear that William, if he were alive, 
would be entitled to $20,000 in pension 
mirrears. 

; The new acquaintance listened until 
ne was chock full of information. Then 
e declared to the astonished Joseph 
hat he was in very truth his long lost 
rother, William Newby. 

This part of the story did not come 
out until later. Meanwhile friendly 
citizens of Carmi sent to Tennessee for 
William Newby’s wife. She came, but 
at first repudiated the alleged lost sol- 

ier. Nevertheless he succeeded in per- 
suading her fully of his identity, while 
his supposed mother recognized him al- 
most immediately as her son. 

Presumably there would never have 
een any further dispute in the matter, 

nd the soi disant Newby would have 
eceived the $20,000 pension money for 
which he at once applied had it not 
been that he was accidentally recognized 
be an ex-convict, who declared that he 


xad met him in the penitentiary at 
Nashville, where he was known as 
Rickets Dan Benton and was serving 
n 18 years’ sentence for horse stealing. 
This caused an investigation. Thomas 
i. McBride, one of the most expert 
ficers in the employ of the pension 
loftice, Was sent to look the matter up. 
He traced the history of Dan Benton 
back to his earliest childhood, account- 
ing for every year of his life. 

He was born in Tennessee and was 
picket: from infancy. His wife and son 
were found and recognized him with 
ut hesitation. In short, the meshes 
hvere woven about him so closely that 
there seemed to be no possibility of 

escape. 

But the other side was equally strong. 
The alleged Newby was recognized with 
fs great posite eness by his supposed 
wife and mother. Many of the best citi- 
zens of Carmi and its vicinity were en- 
tirely satisfied of his identity, includ- 
ing men prominent in the G. A: R. 

The case came up for trial. The pro- 
ceedings occupied 11 days. The defense

I re 
peat, thatin my opinion, the call for a 
state convention was issued as a means of 
entrapping the Democratic party into the 
silver movement. 

“The call is without precedent, not only 
in the history of the Democratic party of 
Illinois, but of any other political party in 
any of the states. My poor friend, Mr. 
Merritt, is reported to have said that ‘the 
Democracy has nothing to lose.’ God 
tempers the wind to the shorn lamb, un- 
less the lamb is a fool.”

NONE OF THE CONTENTS SAVED. 


Poor Alarm at Atlantic and Steamer 
Too Far Away. 


Seldom has Quincy been visited by a 
more disastrous fire than the one this 
morning when the large dwelling house of 
Le Roy S. Carter on Squantum street was 
totally destroyed. 

The family who occupied the house con- 
sisted of Mr, and Mrs, Carter, their two 
sons and daughter. Wednesday evening a 
fire was built in the open grate and it is 
supposed that in some way the fire started 
from that. 

It was a few minutes past 1 o'clock 
when Mr. Charles Carter was aroused by 
the strong smell of smoke and he im- 
mediately aroused the family who had 
barely time to escape with their lives as 
the building was a seathing mass of 
flames. 

An alarm was sounded from Box 64 at 
1.15, but when the department arrived but 
little remained to do but to throw water on 
the burning embers, and to keep the ad- 
joining buildings from taking fire as a high 
wind was blowing at the time and the 


| sparks were flying in all directions. 


An effort was made to save some o@ the 
contents of the building but these efforts 
were fruitless as the fire had too much 
headway. 

Toe chemical engine of Atlantic was 
early on the scene with the three members 
who sleep in the house. The wind probably 
prevented the other members of the com- 
pany from hearing the bell, and the first 
they knew that there had been a fire in 
their district was this morning. 

The loss on the building is estimated at 
$6,000 and on the contents, $2,000, both of 
which are insured, 

That the fire was not a repetition of the 
Driver fire is a miracle. When Mrs. Carter 
was awakened she and her husband wee 
almost overcome, and they had bard work 
to escape, and as it was Mr. Carter bad his 
face badly singed by the flames. 

He bad his little girl with him when he 
tried to escape but lost her in the smoke 
and flames. Fortunately, however, she 
managed to escape; how, she does not 
know. 

The others of the family made their es- 
cape through the windows, and so hasty 
was their exit that it was impossible to 
properly clothe themselves. They consid- 
ered themselves fortunate to get out at 
all. 

When seen this morning Mr. Carter 
could form no idea of how the fire origi- 
nated. He says there was a fire the night

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CONTRACTS HIDDEN. 


Norfolk County Citizens in Dark as 
to Proposed Cost 


OF THE DEDHAM COURT HOUSE. 


Would Exhibit to Committee in Ex- 
ecutive Session. 


The Committee on County Estimates 
requested on Monday that the Norfolk 
County Commissioners bring the court 
hcuse contracts to the hearing of Wednes- 
day, but on Wednesday they refused poin 
blank to exhibit them, except to the com- 
mittee in executive session, Chairman 
Morrell of the commissioners said on Mon- 
day that citizens bad but to ask and they 
could see. Wednesday, Fred H. Williams 
appeared as counsel and stated that he had 
advised the commissioners not to exhibit, 
except in private. Judge French and 
others combated this position but the com- 
mittee was powerless. 

Counse) Williams said the estimates were 
based largely on estimates of past years. 
There were five increases and one deduc- 
tion. 

He called John H. Burdakin, register of 
deeds, who testified that the $4,000 was 
needed for books, also that the $4,000 for 
indexes should be appropriated that good 
progress might be made in continuing the 
work of indexing. In cross-examination 
he admitted that he had not been consulted 
on the estimate as to the amount. 

Mr. Williams next took up the items of 
$10,000 for addition to county court house 
and $20,009 for repairs and furnishing of 
county buildings. It was at this point that 
the controversy over the contracts, as 
above related, occurred. Mr. Williams 
claimed for business reasons it was not 
proper to present the contracts that they 
might be overhauled He argued that if 
the commissioners estimated the money 
necessary it should be appropriated. 

One of the committee suzgested that it 
was the duty of the committee to learn if 
appropriations for the building in the past 
had been properly used. 

Judge French believed that it was the 
right of any citizen of Norfolk county to 
know the amount of the cuntracts, and the 
proposed cost of the improvements. 

Ex-Commissioper Wiggin said it had 
been the custom without an exception 
during his fifteen years of service to file all 
contracts as soon as made with the clerk. 

A motion was made in the committee 
that the Commissioners present the con- 
tracts, but Mr. Williams’ statement that 
contracts would not be exhibited, caused 
the motion to be withdrawn. 

J. R. Bullaid of Dedham was called by 
Mr. Williams. Lived opposite court house 
and was familiar with work. In his 
judgment the building must have cost 
over $300,000, and thought at least $30,000 
must be due. Cculd not speak for county, 
but Dedkam people were pleased at the 
improvements. 

Judge Grover had no reason to doubt 
that expenditures for court house had been 
properly made. There is an expensive 
building there, but one the county wanted. 
Did not know that $30,000 would complete 
it, but supposed it would.

The Westward Half of the New Survey Has 
Just Been Completed. 

Since July, 1892, the international 
boundary commission, with a staff of 
80 engineers, soldiers and laborers, has 
been engaged in resurveying the bound- 
ary liue between the United States 
and Mexico from E! Paso, Tex., to San 
Diego, Cal. The work is practically 
finished, and a corps of draftsmen is 
pow busy at the government building 
in San Diego completing the final and 
summary maps, profiles and details of 
the labors of the commission.

The commission has rebuilt the 52 
early boundary monuments and set up

George W. Wiggin was the principal 
remonstrant. He complained that citizens 
were not allowed to see what its servants 
were doing, as previous to 1894. He 
claimed that money bad been illegally paid 
from treasury as DO contracts were on file. 
Twice during his service of fifteen years 
the Legislature had cut down Norfolk 
county estimates, so there was a pre- 
cedent. In 1870 froma tax of $70,000 to 
$68,200. In 1880 from $67,000 to $60,000. 
Now $160,000 is wanted. Many of the 
Norfolk county towns have a large munici- 
pal debt. He presented figures showing 
the estimates to be $53,600 in excess of 
needs, and the income was estimated at 
$9,500 when it was $11,161 last year and 
had averaged $14,758 for ten years. 

Then there was a surplus of $40,000 in 
treasury, none of which was utilized. Ip 
1886 the estimates were $84,000 but the 
tax was only $60,000. 

In 1892 the changes in the court house 
at Dedham were inaugurated. I was then 
a member of the board and presented 
estimates of $65,000 to $70,000. Legisla- 
ture granted right to borrow or raise $75,- 
000. A contract of $8,766 was made for 
the foundation. Later a contract of $79,- 
250 was made by the board for super- 
structure, although I am _ on _ record 
against it as the amount exceeded $75,000. 
It was to be completed April 1, 1893. Ap- 
parently $122,383.19 has been paid for this 
part of the work. I left the board Jan. 1, 
1894. There were other contracts of 
which I might speak, but will submit to 
committee. The architect’s bill was an 
outrage. Asnear 1 can now summarize

Maceo Joined by Many of His 
Old Soldiers. 


British Schooner Wilh Rebel Recruits Aboard 
Sunk Off Baracoa 


PHILADELPHIA, April 11.—Late reports 
by steamer from Havana assert that the 
steamer Manuelita has just arrived from 
Santiago with more than 3800 wounded 
Spanish soldiers. They were taken to the 
hospitals there because the hospitals at 
Santiago sre crowded. 

A letter from Santiago mentions a battle 
at Trocones, near the Canto river, in 
which the Spanish general, Salcede, with 
1000 men, engaged a band of revolution- 
ists under Rabi about March 26. The 
Spanish loss was said to be 380, while the 
Cubans lost four killed and 80 wounded. 
The Spanish troops were mostly boys. 
The letter states that in the battle pity 
was taken on many who were caught and 
their life spared. 

Maceo has organized a large force in 
Santiago province. Since his arrival, 800 
soldiers who fought under him in the 
former revolution, have joined him. They 
are principally from Majaquabo, Maceo’s 
old home. 

Some Startling Details 

of thesuccessful efforts of the insurgents 
to get an entrance into the port of Baracoa, 
Cuba, and the wreck of the small British 
schooner that brought them to the en- 
trance of that place, the shooting of her 
master by the Spanish soldiers and the 
imprisonment of her entire crew was told 
by the officers of the Norwegian steamship 
Spero, which arrived yesterday from that 
port. 

Excitement runs high at Baracoa, and 
the majority of the residents of this place 
seem to sympathize with the insurgents. 
The large number that were landed from 
the British schooner, which foundered be- 
fore her name could be learned, made 
good their escape after a hot fight with the 
Spanish soldiers, 15 of whom were dan- 
gerously wounded and are in the hospital. 

This occurred on April 1 but until 
the time the Spero left, April 5, none of 
them had been captured, and they are 
supposed to be proceeding overland to El 
Cobre, outside of Santiago, the scene of 
most of the insurrection. 

The condition in Baracoa, which is the 
center of nearly all the banana planta 
tions of northern Cuba, is assuming seri- 
ous shape, and nearly all the laborers are 
being pressed into the service of the revo- 
lutionists. Over 1000 men gave up work 
the day the Spero left and joined the ranks 
of the insurgents. 

The harbor of Baracoa is being watched 
by the Spanish gunboat Espana, and any 
further landing of troops from the insur- 
gent forces at this point will probably be 
prevented. Those who gained entrance by 
the British schooner came, it is thought, 
from either Nassau or some of the United 
States portsin the gulf. ‘They were well 
armed, and fought their way through the 
city and out over the mountains, which 
lie to the southward of the quaint old set- 
tlement. 

Captain Shot Accidentally. 

One of the Spero’s passengers said that 
the shooting of the Unglish captain was 
an accident, as it happened while he was 
being taken to jail by the Spanish sol- 
diers. He was shot through the head and 
instantly killed. No one in Baracoa 
seemed to know his name northe name 
of the vessel he commanded. 

The sailors who were on board have all 
been cast into the dungeons at Baracoa 
andare being closely guarded. ‘he in- 
surgents that were on board the schooner 
were well armed and supplied with alot 
of gold. 

The distance overland to Santiago is not 
far, but the country is mountainous in 
this locality, and they would not be able 
to reinforce the insurgent forces for a 
week or 10 days. 

On the night of Aprilla Spanish mail 
steamship landed at Baracoa 200 troops. 
brought up from other sections of Cuba. 
The Spero visited Mtaya and Uyumuro, 
twosmall towns in Cuba, but all was 
quiet there. 

The Farn line steamship Moukslaton, 
Captain Beazley, arrived from Santiago 
in Cuba yesterday, but no news of the 
condition of affairs at this place could be 
learned. The management of the Farn 
Line Steamship company has issued or- 
ders prohibiting any of the officers of 
these ships to give to the public informa- 
tion of any sort regarding the Cuban af- 
fairs.

The proportions of gold and silver 
taken for 1,000 years, as long as we 
have history upon the matter, remain 
practically the same. For a period of 
ten years or more one or the other may 
show a slight change, but the ratio re- 
mains surprisingly at 1534 or 16 to 1. 
And if gold and silver were interchange- 
able for so many hundreds of years in 
the past it is difficult to see what has 
occurred to prevent changeability now, 
provided all nations willing to re- 
ceive it. It isan invariable law that 
where thers are two cigulating medi- 
ums the least esteemed ‘is driven out. 
If the United States should attempt to 
carry silver alone, the United States 
would be deprived of all her gold and 
then would have no more commercial 
strength in other countries to carry the 
silver that she had taken in exchange 
for her gold. It is well to bear in mind 
that not to exceed 5 per cent of the busi- 
ness of this country is done with either 
silver or gold, all the rest being credit. 
The better the quality of the credit of 
the commercial nation the less money it 
requires to handle its business.’’—J. J.

DAVID B. HILL’S MEMORY. 


| Judge Beckner of Kentucky Relates a 
Striking Incident Concerning It. 

Senator D. B. Hill has a strong mem- 
ory. Judge W. M. Beckner of Ken- 
tucky, who filled the vacancy in the 
| Fifty-third congress caused by the death 
|of Hon. M. C. Lisle, relates a striking 

instance of it. One year ago the judge 
| was a member of the Kentucky legisla- 
| ture. Thestruggle over the confirmation 
| of Peckham as a justice of the supreme 
|court came up. Judge Beckner offered 

a resolution instructing the senators 
| from Kentucky to ‘‘vote for no man for 
a seat on the bench of the supreme 
court who was not a Democrat in prac- 
tice as well as in theory.’’ It called no 
names, but was published all over the 
| country and had the effect to strengthen 
the forces of Senator Hill. Peckham 
was beaten, and the country got a great 
man and a trne Democrat in Judge 
| White of Louisiana. 

When Judge Beckner came on to 
Washington last fall, he was introduced 
to Senator Hill, who instantly said: ‘‘I 
| am very glad to see you and thank you 
for that resolution in the Kentucky leg- 
islature last winter. It came at a good 
time.’’ 

The judge is a warm friend of Presi- 
| dent Cleveland, but he regards Hill as 

one of the ablest politicians that the 
| country has ever produced. ‘‘Heis full 
of information,’’ remarked the judge 
the other day, ‘‘about public questions, 
is always in sympathy with the masses 
of the people and is recognized as one of 
| the most accomplished parliamentarians 
| in the senate.’’—- Washington Post. 


BOTH CANNOT BE GUILTY. 


| A Peculiar Case In England For Which 
fiwo Peoyte Are Being Punished. 

A peculiar state of affairs has arisen 
in a case which was before Lord Chief 
Justice Russell a few weeks ago. A 
man named Kelsall was convicted at 
Manchester in May, 1892, for man- 
| slaughter in killing his wife by throw- 
| ing a lighted lampather. The principal 
| Witness against him was the sister of 
| the wife, who gave a circumstantial ac- 
count of the affair, showing that the 
busband’s act was deliberate and un- 
| provoked. Kelsall was sentenced to 14 
years in prison. A few months ago the 
woman who testified against him con- 
fessed that her story was untrue. She 
insisted upon telling the authorities, 
| but the judges at first refused to listen 
to her. At last an accusation of perjury 
| was made, and she insisted upon plead- 
| ing guilty. Lord Chief Justice Russell 
sentenced her toseven years penal servi- 
tude. Kelsall still remains in custody, 
as it seemed impossible to decide wheth- 
er there was sufficient cause for setting 
| aside the verdict. 


Don Cameron as a Presidential Candidate. 
Senator Dubois of Idaho said to a re- 
porter in New York recently: ‘‘I think 
at present the west is almost unani- 
| mously in favor of the nomination of 
Senator Don Cameron of Pennsylvania 
as the Republican candidate for presi- 
dent.

A vigi- 
lance committee of 26 was appointed to 
guard the vicinity of the mills. 

Superinten ent Lougee of the Atlantic 
mills stated taut the mills were closed by 
the corporation to avoid complications as- 
sociated witha strike and not througha 

feeling of spite, as the public might infer. 
He said: 

“If the men bad been allowed to chrry 
out their intentions, and 2500 men had 
come in and gone out in 15 minutes, there 
would have been considerable disturb- 
ance, and gome damage might have been 
done. I am very sorry the strike has 


been called, because in the past 14 years | 
we have succeeded in obtaining a superior | 


force of workmen.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning April 14, 
Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle, 


Topic.—Riesn with Christ—from what? 
Rom. vi, 1-12; 20-23. (An Easter meeting.) 


The practical lessons from the resur- | 


rection of Christ are many and impor- 
tant. In this twelfth chapter of Ro- 
mans Paul deals principally with the 
question of holiness, of sanctification, il- 


lustrating and enforcing the necessity | 


of dying unto sin and living unto God, 
by the resurrection of Christ, who died 
unto sin and now ever more liveth unto 
God. The topical references emphasize 
two ideas—first, that with Christ we die 
unto sin, and, second, with him we live 
unto God. 

1, With Christ we die unto sin. ‘‘In 
that he died, He died unto sin’’ (verse 
10). Christ died unto sin. .This may 
mean several things—that He died for 
the destruction of sin; that He died for 
its expiation or on account of sin. In 
any sense It means that Christ separated 
Himself, by His death, for the burden 
of man’s sin, which He had willingly 
assumed. With Christ believers also die 
to sin, but in an entirely different sin. 
It is personal, indwelling sin to which 
the} die, or from which they separate 
themselves. But Christ not only died to 
sin, but died to it once for all. By His 
death He threw off the burden of sin 


forever. So the Christian must die once | 


for all to sin. There must be no return 
or no continuance in sin after we have 
ouce separated ourselves from it. 
true that the greater the sin the greater 
is the grace of God in forgiving it, and 
yet we are not to sin that grace may 
the more abwund. It cannot be. It is 
self contradictory. Death and life are 
antagonistic, and therefore if we are 
dead to sin we cannot be alive to sin. 
To livein sin would be therefore an 
evidence that we have not died to sin 
with Christ. 

2. With Christ we live untoGod. ‘In 
that He liveth, He liveth unto God’’ 
(verse 10). Others who were raised from 
the grave arose to live as before, but 
Christ arose to live unto God, not, 
though, that He had not lived unto God 
before His death. In Him the believer 
also rises to live unto God. ‘Likewise 
reckon ye also yourselves to be dead in- 
deed unto sin, but alive nnto God, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord’’ (verse 
11). To die unto sin is only half the 
story. We must live unto God. We 
must not only put off the old man, but 
put on the new. We must not only 
cease to do evil, but learn to do well. 
Repentance includes a turning from sin 
and a turning to God. Sanctification 
includes a dying unto sin and a living 
unto God. We rise with Christ Jesus 
from sin that we may live with Him 
unto God. This is the object of the 
Christian's life, not to yield himself unto 
sin, but to yield himself entirely unto 
God. We are freed from sin and be- 
come the servants of God that we may 
have fruit unto holiness and the end 
everlasting life. ‘‘For the wages of sin 
is death, but the gift of God is eternal 
life, through Jesus Christ.’’

FIRST TRIBUTE TO THEM EVER 
ERECTED IN THE NORTH. 


A Monument In Oakwood Cemetery, Chi- 
cago, to Be Dedicated on Memorial Day 
to the Men Who Died In Douglas Pris- 

gen—A Patriotic Undertaking. 


The dedication of the monument that

federate soldiers

first time that a monument has been 
erected to the Confederate dead in the 
north, and for this reason the uniting 
of the north and south in the patriotic 
undertaking is all the more significant. 

The monument is to mark the resting 
place of the prisoners who died in Camp 
Douglas prisun during the years from 
1862 to 1865, 6,000 in number. The 
shaft is of Georgia granite, and the 
bronze figure of. typical Confederate 
soldier as he would appear just after 
having surrendered his arms to the oth- 
er side is the work of a Chicago soulp- 
tor. The figure is a most faithful repre- 
sentation of the subject, showing the 
dejected attitude and downcast coun- 
tenance of the southern soldier in the 
moment of humiliation that excites now 
sympathy as true as that felt for the 
humiliation that might have been ex- 
perienced by the Union soldiers. —Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer.

MANY OPEN QUESTIONS 


Remain to Be Decided Regarding the 
Income Tax Statute. 


Many Appeals Expected From 
Collectors’ Decisions. 


Indians Who Have Not Severed Tribal Rela- 
tions Are Not Taxable. 


WaAsHINGTON, April 12. — The supple- 
mentary instructions issued yesterday to 
income tax collectors leave undecided 
many of the questions which were raised 
by the supreme court decision exempting 
from taxation incomes from iands. 

Consequently the collectors will be 
called upon to pass judgment on many 
points, and these questions doubtless will 
be appealed to the department. 

On account of the short time left for 
making returns, the revenue officials could 
not undertake to decide just what forms 
of property will be exempt under the head 
of real estate, nor could they foresee all 
of the questions which may arisein the 


practical enforcement of the law as 
plainly as if their time had been un 
limited. 


Therefore, many appeals are expected 
from the decisions of the collectors to the 
commissioner of internal revenue, and 
pending the commissioner’s judgment, 
the appellants will not be obliged to pay 
their disputed taxes. So far as payments 
are concerned, the decisions of Commis- 
sioner Miller will probably be final. Ag- 
grieved citizens may pay the tax under 
protest and then bring suit to recover the 
money. 

It is thought that no court would inter- 
fere to prevent the collection of disputed 
taxes in view of the statute forbidding in- 
junctions for that purpose. So the treas 
ury will be able to collect the money on 
all classes of incomes that the officials 
think are not derived from state, county 
and municipal bonds or rents from land, 
and if the courts should eventually decree 
the return of taxes on all classes of invest- 
ments the money would be taken from 
the treasury ata time when it will prob- 
ably be in better condition than it is at 
present. 

Great numbers of inquiries are being re- 
ceived at the treasury department. Many 
of the inquirers are being referred to the 
collectors of their districts, with the in- 
formation that all questions should be uad- 
dressed to them in the first instance. 

Its Effect Upon Indians, 

One of yesterday’s callers was a presi 
dent ofa bankin the Indian Territory, 
who is himself an Indian of full blood, 
and who sought information concerning 
the status of individuals of the tribes an! 
of corporations controlled by them under 
the law. He wastold that the Indians 
who have not formally severed their tribal 
relations are not taxable, but that all In 
dians who have done so and who have 
taken lands in severalty must make the 
returns. 

White men who are living with Indians 
still in their tribal state, or who have mar- 
ried tribal Indiaas, as many have in the 
territory, are no’ exempt from taxation 
as the courts have decided that tribes can 
not adopt white men so far as to confer 
upon them the legal status held by the 
Indians of the tribes. 

The Supplemental Instructions 
were as follows: 

1. Interest received from state, cx 
municipal bonds or securities and rents from 
real estate, are not taxable as income, but por 
sons or corporations receiving suid interest or 
rents shall include in their returns as receipt 
the fullamount thereof received or accrued 
within the year for which return is made, and 
shall deduct the sume as not subject tu taxa 
tion. 

2. The amonnt actually paid for taxes, in 
surance and repairs on real estate, may be d 
ducted from income as heretofore provided for 
by the law and regulations. ° 

8. All persons and corporations that have 
heretofore rendered income tax in for 
the year 1594 to a collector or deputy collector, 
including therein interest received from stat 
county or municipal bonds, or from rents from 
real estate, may have the amounts of said in 
terest and rents deducted from their inc 
by duly making an affidavit and delivering the 
same tothe collector or deputy collector 
whom the original return was rendered. 

4. The collector, upon the receipt of th 
davit, shal! attach said affidavit to the 
of the aftiant heretofore made, and sha 
the correction in said return in conformity 
with the facts stated in said affidavit and for 
ward said amended return with the affidavit 
attached to the commissioner of internal rey 
enue.

Hold Up a Colorado Stage and Get Away 
| With Thousands of Dollars. 
CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., April 12,—The 


mail and express wagon, which connects 
with the Midland railroad at Grassy, was 
boarded yesterday, about two miles from 
this city by two men, who overpowered 
the driver, Robert Smith, secured an ex- 
| press package containing $16,000, and ss- 
caped on horseback. ? 
The holdup took place about 9 30 o’ciock, 
on the summit of Tenderfoot hill, on the 
highway between Cripple Creek and 

Grassy, a station on the Midland Terminal 

railroad. The mail and express wagon, 
| drawn by horses, driven by Messenger 
Robert Smith, was en route from Grassy 
to Cripple Creek, with the mails and ex- 
press matter received at Grassy on the 
morning train from Denver and Colorado 
Springs. 

Two men sitting beside the road ac- 
costed Smith, asking for aride. He drew 
up his team and one of the men climbed 
up the seat beside him while the other 
mounted the baggage behind. As soon as 
Smith started to drive on the man behind 
struck him on the head several times with 
arevolver. The blow staggered, but did 
not stun him, 

The man on the seat also drew a re 
volver, and, leveling it at him, com- 
| manded him to get down, walk to the 
heads of the horses and hold their bridles. 
He complied, and while he was covered 
with their guns they ripped open and 
| rifled the mail and express pouches. Af- 
ter securing $16,000, which was being 
shipped to the Bi-Metallic bank of this 


they unhitched the two leading horses and 
mounted them and rode off rapidly into 
the mountains. 

The men left the regular Cripple Creck 
and Divide road about six miles north of 
the town and headed toward Alhambra 
As soon as their course was determined a 
posse of 50 heavily armed men cut across 
the country on horseback toward High 
Park, where they hoped to intercept the 
robbers, as it was believed here that they 
were heading for either Alhambra or tho 
Arkansas valley.

HIGH PRICE OF MEATS. 


Arguments Pro and Con as to the Advance 
Recently Decided Upon. 


BuFFALO, April 13 —The Express today 
publishes a column interview with Chris- 
tian Kiinck, the millionaire wholesale 
dealer in beef and pork of this city, in 
which Mr. Klinck emphatically states 
that the present high prices in meat are 
directly chargeable to a combine of thw 
large packers in the west. Mr. Klinck 
says: 

“This monopoly has driven the small 
dealers to the wall, principally by a 
shrewd arrangement with the railroads, 
whereby the roads are carrying the ring’s 
product for about one-half less than the 
yates ordinary dealers have to pay. The 
ring own their own cars, and these they 
load up with 35,0000 to 40,000 pounds, and 
then bill them generally at 20,000 pounds. 
“The railroads dare not question the 
rates, lest they lose their patronage, and 
so the bill goes. Smaller dealers bave to 
pay full rates, and are thus forced out of 
business, after which the agencies in the 
various cities of the monopoly can put 
their prices at what they please. This is 
what is now being done.” 

KANSAS City, April 13, — Secretary 
Morton’s instructions regarding the in- 
vestigation into the causes for the prevail- 
ing high prices of meats have not dls- 
turbed the cattle men and packers in this 
city. All of chose interviewed in reference 
to the matter unite in the statement that 
the scarcity of cattle is the cause, and that 
there is not the slightest reason for the 
supposition thata combine exists either 
among the cattle men or packers. 

Robert C. White, senior member of the 
R. C. White company, who has been in 
the cattle business for 40 years, expresses 
the opinion of a majority of the cattle 
men. “A poor corn crop,” he said, ‘thas 
invariably been followed by high prices 
for cattie and beef in the past. The re- 
ceipts for cattle have decreased remarka- 
bly for the first quarter of 1895. Chicago 
receipts decreased 17 per cent; Omaha, 82 


per cent, and Kansas City, 128-10 per 
cent. Inthe four largest live stock mar- 
kets In the country—Kansas City, Omaha

and Chicago—the shortage is 
as compared with 1894.” 

St. Lovts, April 13.—Representatives of 
the packing houses at the stockyards say 
the advance in the price of dressed beef i- 
legitimate and caused by the advance in 
cattle. They claim they have been work 
ing ata disadvantage during the past six 
months, as the price of cattle has ad 
vanced more rapidly than the meat. Cat- 
tle commission merchants say the price of 
cattle is due to their scarcity. Owing to 
the short crop of corn, native cattle have 
been cleaned up closer than in many 
years. ‘Texas has a good corn crop, but 
the prices have been so low during the 
two previous years, that it has not been a 
profitable business to ranch owners, and 
they have turned their attention to rais- 
ing other things, making the cattle supply 
Biort this year. 

CHicaGo, April 13.—Referring to the 
proposed investigation by Secretary Mor 
ton, P. A. Armour said: ‘The shortage 
in cattle at the four principal western 
markets thus far this year amounts to 
nearly 270,000 head compared with a yea:

PEACE: IN FAR EAST 


Thought Likely to Be Declared Within 
a Few Days, 


Independence of Corea Is Re- 
garded as Settled. 


Russia Is Preparing to Frustrate 
Plans of Japanese. 


Proposed 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Minister Jurino 
of Japan said concerning the Japanese-Chi- 
nese peace understanding, announced to 
him by official cable from Tokio yesterday: 

“The cablegram is quite brief and does 
not recite the terms, nor does it say that 
peace has us yetactually been agreed upon, 
bat that an understanding has been 
reached between the envoys by which 
peace seems assured. I have no doubt 
from this that we will have a treaty of 
peace within a few days. 

It undoubtedly will be concluded within 
the next seven days, as the armistice ex- 
pires at the end of that time. Should it 
not be arranged by that time, there prob- 
ably would be no difficulty in continuing 
a truce, now that a peace understanding 
has been definitely reached. There may 
be some delay in arranging the details of 
the new Japan-China treaty, as it will 
cover all of the commercial interests of 
the two countries. 

“One of the most essential items will be 
that of the tariff. Heretofore the Japan- 
ese duty has been 5 per cent on all Chinese 
goods, and under the favored nation clause 
all other countries were entitled to the 
same rate. 

“With Japan’s new treaty with the 
United States, Great Britain and othe: 
countries, all of which contain the favored 
clause, it will be no longer possible to give 
China the 6 per cent rate.” 

Mr. Kurino said that, in the absence of 
definite word from his government as to 
the terms of peace understanding, he did 
not wish to speculate on the terms. He 
regarded it as settled, however, that the 


_island of Formosa would be permanently 


ceded to Japan. That much had already 
proceeded beyond the stage of contention. 
Healso considered the independence of 
Corea as settled. This would leave the 
question of indemnity, of Port Arthur's 
occupation and of future treaty arrange- 
ments as the subjects on which the Japan- 
ese plenipotentiaries may have granted 
some concession. 

Mr. Kurino takes a conservative view o! 
the conclusion of peace. He shares the 
feeling of his countrymen that Japan had 
won the right to expect much as the price 
of peace. 

The minister communicated the in- 
formation from Japan to the state depart- 
ment during the day. It was after the 
cabinet meeting, however, and Secretary 
Gresham did not communicate the news 
to his cabinet colleagues, Later in the 
day President Cleveland was informed. 


WAR DOGS GROWLING. 


Russia Preparing to Resist Acquirement of 
Asiatic Territory by Japs. 

St. PETERSBURG, April 18—Russia has 
determined to make diplomatic opposition 
to the annexation by Japan of any portion 
of the Asiatic continent. The Russian 
army and navy in the far east are being 
reinforced with the view of supporting 
this decision. The Russian government 
has also resolved not to interfere in Ar- 
menia in order to have a free hand in the 
far east. 

China, considering it impossible for he: 
to accept the Japanese conditions for 
peace, is sounding Russia and the other 
powers as to whether they will intervene. 


Japan’s Fairness. 

Kose, April 13.—With regard to the 
prospective revision of the Japanese-Chi- 
nese commercial treaty, responsible Jap- 
anese statesmen claim that Japan will be 
placed on an equal footing with the west- 
ern powers, but she will not seek exclu- 
sive privileges. 


Allianca Was Unmolested. 

New YORK, April 13.—Steamer Allianca 
arrived yesterday afternoon from Colon. 
Captain Crossman reported that when 
within five miles of the Cuban coast he 
sighted the same barkentine rigged Span- 
ish gunboat that fired on the Allianca on 
her previous voyage. She paid no atten- 
tion to the Allianca, which steamed along 
on her usual course. 


Had Smallpox Aboard. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 13.—Steamer 
Coptic arrived yesterday from Hong Kong 
and Yokohama. Soon after leaving Hong 
Kong two or three firemen were stricken 
with smalipox. On her arrival here the 
Coptic was fumigated and sent into quar- 
antine for 14 days. She brought an excep- 
tionally large number of passengers. 


Jack Tars Enjoying Themselves, 

KInGsTon, April 18 — The American 
North Atlantic squadron, bearing the flag 
of Rear Admiral Meade, has arrived here. 
As there is also a British fleet of warships 
in these waters it makes things quite 
lively. The sailors have obtained leave 
and have gone in a good deal for boister- 
ous entertainment. 


Coatmakers’ Strike Stili On. 

CINCINNATI, April 18—A_ conference 
between coatmakers and clothing manu- 
facturers was held yesterday, and the ulti- 
matum of the manufacturers that they 
refused to treat with the men as a union, 
and promised to meet them as individuals 
was given. This leaves the strike on for 
the present. 


Higher Than Before. 

TOPEEA, April 18.—Colonel of Militia 
Hughes, who was removed by Governor 
Lewellyn and court-martialed for not 
driving the Republicans from the legisla- 
tive halls two years ago, was yesterday ap- 
pointed major general of the Kansas 
roilitia. 


Held on Suspicion. 

PUEBLO, Colo., April 13—Two men an- 
swering the description of the Cripple 
Creek express robbers, were arrested here 
last night.

TRADE REPORTED FAIR 


With Bright Prospects For Improve- 
ment In Eastern Cities. 


Strikes Have Largely Over- 
balanced Agreements. 


The Shoe Manufacture Continues to Lead 
All the Great Industries. 


New York, April 183—Bradstreet’s to- 
day says: The featurein trade circles is 
found in the prices movement, more par- 
ticularly those for cattle, dressed beef and 
hogs. z 

Drouth, low prices and “hard times 
within two years have resulted in a 
shorter supply of cattle — prospectively 
80 per cent less than last year. Live cat- 
tle are $1.60 higher per 100 pounds than 
last year, and $1 higher than the lowest 
point this year. Dressed beef is 2) cents 
higher than the averege last year, the 
highest since 1885. 

The comparative scarcity of high grade 
cattle is emphasized by the fact that the 
present quotations, when made in pre- 
vious periods of scarcity have never failed 
to bring a supply when one existed. 

The maintenance of a generally higher 
range of clearings totals, an improved 
outlook for manufacturers in the staple 
lines, the spread of the feeling of conf- 
dence that the volume of business will in- 
crease inthe near future, and an improved 
crop outlook in western and northwestern 
grain states are among the more signifl- 
cantly favorable features. 

Less activity is reported from almost all 
eastern cities, general trade being fair or 
quiet, with prospects for improvement 
bright. 

Central western cities report improve- 
ment in business, and confidence as to the 
future. Greatest activity is noticed in dry 
goods, hats, shoes and leaf tobacco. 

Dun's Review. 

R.G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of 
trade says: 

Progress toward better business con- 
tinues, but itis slow and meets many ob- 
stacles. In speculative aspects and in 
wholesale demand for goods, the week 
shows improvement. Money markets are 
undisturbed and a little more active. 

But among the chief obstacles is the 
anxiety of operatives to secure better wages, 
even while many manufacturing works 
are running without profit, and others at 
the risk of loss. In a number of estab- 
lishments better wages have been con- 
ceded, thus increasing the purchasing 
power of the people, but strikes have 
largely overbalanced settlements, several 
of importance having thrown about 12,000 
workers out of employment this week. 

Retail trade has improved on the whole 
since March, as the approach of Easter 
brings more business, but distribution to 
individual consumers still lags behind 
purchases of jobbers and such demand for 
products as springs from building and 
other investments, looking into the future. 

For the first time in a long period, prices 
of commodities average a shade higher 
than a year ago, and in Great Britain also, 
owing to different causes, aslight advance 
occurred in March. On both sides of the 


ocean the lowest level ever known may | 


naturally be followed by some rise. 
Staple Products, 

Crop prospects will greatly affect the 
course of trade forsome months, and the 
government report has little influence to 
discourage. For consumers, the worst 
feature is the rapid advance in meats. 

Wheat has yielded nearly 1 cent, al- 
though Atlantic exports for two weeks 
haye been 8,706,643 bushels, flour included, 
against 3,599,688 last year, with western 
recelpts only 2,598,467, against 4,223,434 
last year. 

Receipts of corn are about half, and ex- 
ports about a fifth of last year’s. 

Decreases in receipts of cattle are exag- 
gerated, 659,406 having arrived at Chicago, 
against 789,543 to date last year, and the 
prevailing opinion is that western packers 
are helping nature to some extent.

BURIED IN MANURE PIT. 


Body of Alice Sterling Unearthed In 
a Dorchester Stable, 


The Little One Had Been Out- 
raged and Slain. 


Station Agent Gilbert Suspected of Having 
Committed the Awful Crime. 


Boston, April 15.—Alice Sterling’s fate 
was learned Saturday. She was mur. 
dered last Wednesday afternoon. Her 
body was buried in the cellar of a barn on 
Savin Hill avenue, Dorchester, and the 
police dug it up. 

Death was caused by a blow on the left 
side of the head, which crushed in the 
sku l. She was 8 years old, the pride of a 
household, the pet of a school, and the 
idol of her brothers and sisters and play- 
mates, 

Angus D. Gilbert, night station agent 
at the Savin Hill depot of the Old Colony 
division of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, is under arrest, 
charged with the crime. 

George Sterling, a barber, reported to 
the police at midnight on Wednesday 
last that his little daughter had disap- 
peared some time during the afternoon 
while Mrs. Sterling and other members 
of his large fa:nily were away from home. 
Searching parties looked all day Thurs- 
day, but could find no trace of her. 

Officers Perkins and Smith were given 
charge of the case, and on Saturday the 
latter was informed by Miss Edith Reid 
that she has seen from her residence a 
man with a red mustache and light over 
coat leading the little Sterling girl by the 
hand. They were going down the rail- 
road track toward the beach which bor- 
ders that section of Dorchester. 

- The Suspect. 

From the description, the officers de- 
cided that the man they wanted was 
Angus D. Gilbert, the night agent at the 
depot. In the daytime be worked for G. 
W. Emmons on Denny street, near Savin 
Hill avenue. He slept in the top of an old 
stable on the Denny estate near by, and as 
Miss Reid stated that she was positive the 
man wentin this direction after leaving 
the railroad tracks, the officers Saturduy 
afternoon instituted a thorough search of 
the premises surrounding both the Denny 
estate and the Emmons place. Miss Reid 
was sure the two followed the top of an 
old sewer, a distance of probably 200 
yards, butlost sight of them soon after 
they left the track. This was an unusual 
route, and indicated that the man wished 
to avoid public streets. 

During the search Gilbert was found at 
work at the Emmons place. He was im- 
mediately placed under arrest. This was 
about 3.30 p. m. The old stable on the 
Denny piace was then searched. ‘Two old 
towels and pieces of old rags with blood on 
them werefound in Gilbert's room, When 
the manure pit was searched Officer Per- 
kins struck a human foot. A body was 
pulled out, and was soon identified as 
Alice Sterling x. Her skull was crushed, 
and the cause of death was only too ap- 
parent. Her clothing was disarranged, 
showing too plainly the motive of the hor- 
rible crime. A bloody ax was found 
near by, concealed undera beam. Medi- 
cal Examiner. Draper was then given 
charge, and an autopsy will be held. 

Denies Guilt, 

* Gilbert would nos admit the crime, but 
when brought down handcuffed to view 
the body he trembled like an aspen leaf. 
Gilbert is a rather stout man, 6 ft. 8 in. 
in height, 28 years old, fair complexion, 
with a reddish mustache. He came 
from Musquodoboit, Nova Scotia, over a 
year ago, and was always considered a 
good man by the railroad pe pl e. 

Miss Reid, who furnished the ‘clew, and 
another woman living near named Mrs 
William Allen, called at station 11 and 
positively identified the prisoner as the 
man they saw with the little girl on 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. Sterling is prostrated over the af- 
fair and is in a precarious condition. 

Gilbert was an acquaintance of Mr. 
Sterling's, and consequently was not un- 
known to the little girl 

Autopsy Kept Secret, 

An autopsy over the body of the mur- 
dered girl was held yesterday, but the 
medical examiner refused to make known 
the result of it, stating that he intended 
to hold it until the case came into court. 
The police say that they expect a con- 
fession from Gilbert. 


Death of Captain Waters. 


NEWPORT, April 15. — Captain John 
Waters, mayor of Newport, died last 
night, after an illness of six weeks, death 


having resulted from disease of the liver. 
Captain Waters was born in Boston in 
1885, and during the war served as adiver 
under Admiral Farragut, from whom he 
received honorable mention for his sery- 
foes. He had served in both branches of 
the Newport city council for a dozen 
years, and was elected by the Democrats 
He was a 
high Mason and a member of many socie 


| ties.

Blanche Lamont Was Killed 
the Day Previous.

Both Crimes Laid at the Door of a Member 
of the Church. 


San Francisco, April 15.—On Saturday 
the mutilated and murdered body of Min- 
nis Williams was found in the library of 
the Emanuel Baptist church. Yesterday 
the nude body of Blanche Lamont was 
found in the tower of the same church. 
The same band, the authorities believe, 
slew both girls, and W. H. T. Durant, the 
young man suspected of both crimes, is 
now in custody. 

Blanche Lamont and Minnie Williams 
were members of the Emanuel church 
and members of the Sunday school class, 
The former was a student at the normal 
school; the latter was a companionina 
family in Alameda. They were both 21 
years old, brunettes, and pretty, modest 
girls. Both had been the recipients of at- 
tentions from & young medical student 
named W. H. T. Durant, who is alsoa 
member of the church and secretary of 
the Young People’s society of the church. 

On April 3 Miss Lamont disappeared. 
The last persen seen in her company was 
Durant, who, it seems, had been on 
friendly terms with the missing girl. On 
Saturday, about 11:10 a m., the mutilated 
body of Minnie Williams was found in the 
library of the church. The girl had been 
assaulted and her remains were cut and 
hacked, the girl having evidently died 

From Loss of Blood, 

Two witnesses state they saw a young 
man and a young woman, the former 
answering the description of Durant, and 
the latter that of Minnie Williams, enter 
the church. 

Miss Williams bad been a regular at- 
tendant of the Emanuel church, having 
formerly lived in that neighborhood, but 
the separation of her father and mother 
had caused her to move to Alameda. 

Friday evening she was to haveattended 
ameeting of the Young People’s soctety 
of the Emanuel church at Dr. Vogel's 
house. At 7.15 o'clock she left Mrs. Voy’s 
house to attend the meeting, taking a 
latch-key with her. She never appeared 
there 

On Saturday Mrs. Noble, the aunt of 
Miss Lamont, received through the mails 
a paper containing the four rings worn by 
her niece the day she disappeared. On 
the paper were written the name and ad- 
dress of Theodore Durant. This, together 
with the fact that Miss Williams had been 
heard to say that she knew Miss Lamont 
had been murdered, but had refused to 
tell what she knew, lead the police to 
suspect that some one who had killed 
Miss Williams had slain Miss Lamont, 
and that learning that Miss Williams 
knew of his crime attempted further con- 
cealment by 

Committing a Double Murder. 

The detectives had about decided Durant 
had murdered Miss Williams, and this 
theory was further strengthened yester- 
day after making a thorough search of the 
Emanuel church. The dead and outraged 
body of Miss Lamont was found concealed 
in the steeple. Death had been caused by 
strangulation. ‘The body was lying just 
inside the door of the tower room, nude, 
and on the floor. 

At 5 o'clock last evening came the news 
that Durant had been arrested at Walnut 
Creek. Detective Anthony and his pris- 
oner left on the next train for San Fran- 
cisco, where they arrived last evening. 
Durant is about 26 years old, and was 
born and raised in the neighborhood in 
which the murder occurred. 

The police think Durant is another 
“Jack, the Ripper,’’ with a mania for mur- 
der. ‘They state that it is highly probable 
that Durant is responsible for the killing 
of Eugene Ward, a young drug clerk, who 
was found stabbed to death several months 
azo in the store where he was at work.

CLEVELAND'S KEYNOTE 


Of the Campaign About to Be Waged 
Against Free Silver. 


Explicitly States His Position 
In the Matter. 


Advocates Plain and Simple Presentations of 
Sound Money Argument 


CuIcaGo, April 19.—One hundred of the 
most prominent citizens of Chicago, both 
Democrats and Republicans, on April 6 
fent an invitation to the president to at- 
tend a public reception here to himself 
and Mrs. Cleveland, stating that they 
were anxious to express their deep appre- 
ciation of his statesmanlike and coura- 
geous action in maintaining the financial 
credit of the nation and his attitude in 
favor of the preservation of sound national 
currency. President Cleveland yesterday 
sent the following reply: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, ) 
WASHINGTON, April 13. { 

GENTLEMEN—I am much gratified by the ex- 
weedingly kind and complimentary invitation 
gou have tendered me,on behalf of many 
sitizens of Chicago, to be their guest at the 
gathering in the interest of sound money and 
wholesome financial doctrine. 

My attachment to this cause is so great, and 
I know so well the hospitality and kindness of 
the people of Chicago, that my personal inclina- 
tion is strongly in favor of accepting your 
flattering invitation; but my judgment and 
my estimation of the proprieties of my official 
place obliges me to forego the enjoyment of 
participating in the occasion you contemplate. 

I hope, however, the event will mark the be- 
ginning of an earnest and aggressive effort to 
disseminate among the people safe and pru- 
dent financial ideas. Nothing more important 
can engage the attention of patriotic citizens, 
because nothing is so vital to the welfare of 
our country, and to the strength, prosperity 
and 

Honor of Our Nation, 

The situation confronting us demands that 
those who appreciate the importance of this 
subject and those who ought be the first to 
see impending danger should no longer re- 
main indifferent or over-confident. 

If the sound money sentiment abroad in the 
land isto save us from mischief and disaster, 
it must be crystallized and combined and made 
immediately active. It is dangerous to over- 
look the fact that a vast number of our people 
with scant opportunities thus far to examine 
the question in all its aspects have neverthe- 
less been ingeniously pressed with specious 
suggestions, which in this time of misfortune 
and depression find willing listeners prepared 
to give credence to any scheme which is plaus- 
ibly presented asa remedy for their unfortu- 
bate condition. 

What is now needed more than anything 
else is a plain and simple presentation of the 
argument in favor of sound money. In other 
words, itis time for the American people to

As Members of a Great Nation, 
which can promise them continuance of pro 
tection and safety only so long as its 
is unsuspected, its honor unsullied and the 
soundness of its money unquestioned. These

EDITOR SCOTT DEAD. 


O!d Newspaper Man Who Was One of the 
World’s Fair Organizers. 


New YorE, April 15.—James W. Scott, 
proprietor of the Chicago Times-Herald 
and the Chicago Evening Post, died at 3 
p. m. yesterday at the Holland House, 
this city. He was taken with pains in the 
left side in the morning, and a doctor said 
the pain arose from the passage of a stone 
from the bladder and administered mor- 
phine. At1lo’clock Mr. Scott became un- 
conscious and the doctor was summoned 
again. He found that apoplexy had super- 
yened, probably brought on from the pain, 


and Mr. Scott died without recovering in the new Russian Orthodox church of 
consciousness. Mrs. Scott and a little St. Nicholas took place at midnight Satur- | 


niece were the only relatives with him. 


‘James W. Scott was born in Walwerth 
county, Wisconsin, in June, 1849. After 


engaging in several newspaper ventures | 


he, in 1881, united with others in forming 
the Chicago Herald. Some time ago he 
bought as controlling interest in The 
Herald and recently purchased the Chicago 
Times and amalgamated it with The 
Herald under the name of The Times- 
Herald. 

In 1890, in conjunction with John R. 
Walsh, Mr. Scott founded the Chicago 
Evening Post, which was a success from 
its first issue. Mr. Scott was president of 
the United Press for six years, and was 
thrice elected president of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ association. 

He was one of the originators and or- 
ganizers of the World’s Columbian expo- 
sition and was one of its directors, a mem- 
ber of the executive committee and chair- 
man of the committee on printing. He 
was offered the presidency of the local 
board of directors, but refused it, because 
of the stress of his private business.

NEW ENGLAND FLOODS 


Have Caused Widespread Damage to 
Property In Many Places, 


Bridges In Imminent Danger 
of Being Wrecked. 


Millions of Fest of Logs Lost by the Break- 
ing of Booms In All Directions. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., April 16. — The 
Piscataquog river has reached an unpre- 
cedented height. Coon bridge, on Second 
Street, isin dangerif the boom at Wal- 
lace’s lumber yard breaks. Craft & 
Green's shoe shop is flooded, and streets 
in West Manchester are two feet under 
water. Many families are moving out in 
boats. 

The Merrimack at Amoskeag Falls is 
10}4 feet over the dam and still rising. 
The Cygnet boathouse may be carried 
away, imperilling the Amoskeag bridge. 
Mt. McGregor bridge is level with the 
water. A heavy freight train was hauled 
upon the North Weare bridge to hold it 
in place. ‘The steamer General Stark 
floated from the drydock, but was held by 
a cable just above the falls. If the rail- 
road bridges at Hooksett give way, other 
bridges here may go. 

No trains from the north are arriving. 
Filling around the iron bridge at Thorn- 
ton’s Ferry has washed away and the 
bridge is unsafe. Over 1000 feet of river 
front above falls also washed away. 
Word was received that 1,500,000 feet of 
logs broke away at Lincoln, and an at- 
tempt to save them will be made here. 

In and Around Saco. 

Saco, April 16.—The boom of the 
Saco lumber conipany and thatof J. F. 
Fearing & Co., containing 200,000 feet of 
logs, were swept away last{night and many 
logs in the boom of T, D. Proctor were 
also lost. A portion of the old Deering 
mill, on Water street, was washed down 
the river, and many of the streets in Saco 
and Siddeford are impassable and several 
of the bridges are closed. 

Flood and Landslide. 

CLAREMONT, N. H., April 16. — The 
Sugar river at this point is the highest 
since 1869, and the Connecticut is the 
highest within 30 years. Ascutneyville 
bridge is in great danger of being carried 
away. The railroads are under water in 
many places. A bad landslide has oc- 
curred on the Concord and Claremont 
railroad, and reports of great danger come 
from al! points in this vicinity. 

Farms Under Water. 

St. ALBANS, Vt., April 16. —The country 
for miles around is one vast waste of 
water, and many farms and homesteads 
in this section are either partially or 
wholly flooded. Several villagers are 
using boasts and ill-provised rafts as a 
means of moving about. Much damage 
has been done to bridges and washouts 
have occurred in many places on both rail- 
roads and highways. 

Caskets Floated Off. 

BrisToL, Vt., April 16. — Forty-eight 
bours’ rain has raised the river to almost 
unprecedented height, and the damage to 
roads, bridges and mill property will 
reach thousands of dollars. About 40 feet 
of the foundation of the Bristol Manufac- 
turing company’s four story building was 
washed out, letting over 100 caskets into 
the stream, and they were carried away. 

The Raging Androscoggin. ° 

Jay, Me., April 16.—The Androscoggin 
is the highest in years. About 40 feet of 
an immense stone wall on the island have 
been carried away, and also the bridge 
built a few years ago. Hundreds of dol- 
lars worth of logs have gone down with 
the freshet. The bridge over Seven Mile 
brook has been swept away, 

Records Sroken. 

Braprorp, Vt., April 16—Not since 
1876 has the Connecticut river been as 
high as yesterday. ‘The tracks of the Pas- 
sulupsic division, Boston and Maine rail- 
road, is under water for two miles. Wait’s 
river was never known to be as high be- 
fore. Much damage has been done to mill 

ropert 
Poared Concord Crippled. 

ConxcorD, N. H., April 16.—Rivers north 
of here are receding. The Concord and 
Claremont road is the only railroad outlet 
from the city. A house occupied by Mr. 
Quimby has been swept away and others 
are threatened. The water is 13'4 inches 
higher than ever recorded before. 

Wreckage From Up the River. 

LAWRENCE, April 16.—A tremendous 
freshet is raging in the Merrimack at this 
point, Large sections of a bridge came 
down theriver, presumably from Con- 
cord, N. H. Many trees have also been 
swept over the dam, and several large 
boats likewise came from above. 

Trains Cancelled. 

North Conway, N. H., April 16—The 
heaviest rainfall since 1569 has caused 
damage here. Bud washouts on the Maine 
Central caused all trains to be cancelled. 
A heavy landslide at Zealand also did 
great damage. Eastman’s sugar camp 
was carried away. 

No Communication With Big Cities. 

St. Jounspury, Vt., April 16.—High 
water did little damage here, aside from 
washing out the railroads so that com- 
munication with Boston and New York 
has been cut off since Saturday night. No 
mails have arrived. 

May Carry Away Bridges. 

HANOVER, N. 
000 feet of logs are reported coming 
down the river from McIndoe’s Falls, Vt., 
and it is feared that they will carry away 
the bridges hereand at White River Junc- 
tion. 

Bridge Reported Gone. 

NasuHuA, April 16,—It is reported here 
that the Souhegan river bridge at Thorn- 
ton’s ferry is gone. but the renort cannot

Logs Lost. 

Canton, Me., April 16.—Great damage 
has been done here by the storm. The 
middle span of the bridge over the An- 
droscoggin has been carried away and 
thousands of feet of logs lost. 

Seventy-Hour Storm. 

RANGELEY, Me., April 16.—It has rained 
and snowed here continuously for 7 
hours. Great damage is reported. The 
ice will leave the lakes a week earlicr 
than was expected. 

Lowell's Dose. 

LoweLL, April 16.—The damage and ip- 
convenience from the flood seriously 
threatens the city. The water has crossed 
Pawtucket street on the south side, the 
beight reached in 1872. The land at Piek- 
ering’s mill is submerged. The boulevard 
on the north side is 15 inches under water. 
One portion of the Lowell and Suburban 
railway tracks at Dracut is under water 
and has been abandoned, passengers 
beiug transferred by barges. 

Boom Gaye Way. 

BERLIN, N. H., April 16.—The Berlin 
Mills company’s boom here broke and 
some 500,000 feet of spruce logs were 
carried down the river 

Biggest Since 87. 

GARDINER, Me., April i6.—The Kenne 
bec river has risen rapidly here. Many 
store cellars are flooded. ‘This is the 
greatest rise since 1887. 

Lucky Laconia. 

Laconia, N. H., April 16.—The storm 
did little damage here. Washouts have 
made travel on railroads impossible. 


On Beacon Hill. 

Boston, April 16.—The Boston subway 
received a blow in the legislature yester- 
day when the house voted, 983 to 72, to 
order to a third reading the bill repealing 
the law relative to the construction of 
subways in the city of Boston. The 
entire day was spentin debating the bill. 
The committee appoin ‘ed to examine the 
Bulfinch front of the state house reported 
that it would not be necessary, in the 
interest of public safety, to tear down the 
historic pile. The foundation and outside 
walls are strong, but the interior is shaky 
and needs remadeling. The commission 
recomends an appropriation of $375,900 to 
provide for a flre-proof interior and a 
general overhauling of the old structure. 
The senate killed the biil imposing a fine 
of $0 on any policeman who failed to 
read the law to every drunken person 
when arrested. ‘The senate concurred 
with the house in the amendment to the 
Sunday observance bill. The committee 
on judiciary has reported adversely on the 
bill to prohibit the use of high hats in 
theaters. 


Gilbert Waives Examination. 

Boston, April 16.—Interest in the Savin 
Hill tragedy yesterday centered in the ar- 
raignment of Gilbert in the Dorchester 
municipal court. Gilbert was brought 
into the pen, escorted by Officers Perkins 
and Smith.

THE GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


The Blacksmiths’ Seale, Co-operative 
Work and Local Chips. 


The exodus of granite workers from 
Quincy still continues and bids fair to 
momentarily solve the problem of the Jo- 
cal unemployed. Such a solution is un- 
fortunate in many respects, for the entire 
prosperity of Quincy depends to an enor- 
mous extent on the wholesome activity of 
its staple industry. 

The West Quincy district seems to be re- 
covering itself more slowly from the gen- 
eral depression than some of the other 
divisions of the trade, such well known 
and reputable firms as the O. T. Rogers 
Company and the Granite Railway Com- 
pany being obliged to reduce their forces 
to greatly reduced proportions. 

The new polishing shop of Swingle & 
Falconer is nearly completed, and is ex- 
pected to be in active running order within 
a short time, 

Most of the retail firms have put new 
men to work lately, and are straining their 
energies to supply their Memorial Day or- 
ders on time, 

From outside indications granite build- 
ing operations are assuming very favora- 
ble aspects, Many of the easterly districts 
that have been practically at a stand-still 
for some time, are making earnest prepara- 
tions to resume their wonted enterprise in 
that special line. 

There is an excellent article in the 
April nnmber of the Monumental News 
on lettering. Space does not permit its 
reproduction in the LEDGER, though its 
perusal would well repay granite workers, 
and more especially those who make a 
specialty of that branch. With perhaps 
one insignificant exception the directions 
of the writer are worthy of adoption by 
the most skilled worker. 

The proposal to build the two 
schools for Quincy of granite is arousing 
considerable amongst

AT OLNEYVILLE. 


Strikers Figuring on Plans For Holding Out 
Against Employers. 
PROVIDENCE, April 16.—The executive 
council of the Textile union has prepared 
@ set of resolutions requesting the national 
body to pass an order forbidding all union 
men from serving in the state militia and 


1895. 


ordering all union men now doing mili- | 


tary duty to resign on penalty of being de- 
prived of the weekly benefit in case of a 
strike. The council was prompted to take 
this action because of the unwillingness 
of union men to servein the militiashould 
they be ordered to take up arms during a 
strike, As fully one-quarter of the Rhode 
Island state militia is made up of mill 
operatives, such action would cause a large 
reduction in the present military force. 

The striking weavers of the Atlantic 
mills at Olneyville met yesterday after 
noon and voted to recognize the dyehouse 
employes by placing them on the same 
footing as themselves. It was decided to 
purchase provisions at wholesale prices 
and sell them to the operatives on strike 
without profit. Those operatives who are 
destitute will receive provisions without 
payment. A general supply store will be 
opened as soon as possible. 

All operatives in the other mills in 
Olneyville and vicinity yesterday notified 
the strikers that they would begin col- 
lections this week in support of the strike 
fund. 

The drawers-in have notified the 
strikers that they will not go to work until 
the strike ends and that they would re- 
fuse to draw warp for any weavers whom 
the mills might employ to take the places 
of the strikers. 

Another encouraging piece of informa- 
tion received by the strikers was an offer 
of a loan of $280 by alocal unien The of- 
fer was accepted, and by Saturday night 
the operatives expect toseea large strike 
fund on hand. 


JAPS ON BIG END. 


The Peace Terms as Agreed Upon by Japanese 
and Chinese Plenipotentiaries. 

SHANGHAI, April 16.—Li Hung Chang's 
son-in-law telegraphed tbat a peace conven- 
tion was signed at Shimonoseki by the 
plenipotentiaries of China and Japan. 
Terms of the convention: 

First, the independence of Corea; sec- 
ond, that Japan retain the places she has 
conquered; third, that Japan shall also 
retain the territory east of the Liao river; 
fourth, that the island of Formosa be 
ceded permanently to Japan; fifth, the 
payment of $100,000,000 indemnity, and 
sixth, an offensive and defensive alliance.

| Durant and never was seen alive after- 
ward. 

Another significant fact is that Blanche 
Lamont, who was murdered first and car- 
ried to the church belfry, was strangled 
by a left-handed man, who used the left 
hand in choking the girl. Durant is am- 
bidextrous, using either hand with equal | 
facility. He could throw a ball, write, 
and do many other things with the left 
| hand. 

As to Durant’s reputation as a pious 
youth of correct habits, there 1s another 
side to the story. From the undergradu- 
ates at the medical college where Durant 
was also astudent a different opinion has 
been obtained. They considered him hypo- 
critical and deceitful, posing before his 
fellows as a gallant and before his church 
friends as a saint. He often boasted to | 
the students of having received favors 
from women. | 

On one occasion Durant told his friends | 
in confidence of trips which he said he | 
made at intervals to Carson City in com- | 
pany with three railroad employes.

He then went into practice at 
Effingham, N. H., and from there he went 
to Augusta, where he had charge of the 
Augustainsaneasylum.

It was in New Hampshire that Dr. 
Blackmer first took a definite stand on 
the liquor question, and in 1870 he was 


| elected chairman of the New Hampshire 
| Prohibition state committee. 


In 1872 and 
1873 he was the Prohibition candidate for 
governor of New Hampshire. 


When the war broke out Dr. Blackmer | 


enlisted as a surgeon. After serving 
some time in the army he went into the 


| navy, and was in the memorable fight at 


Fort Fisher. 

Dr. Blackmer was twice a candidate for 
congress in the Eleventh district and was 
on the St. John elettoral ticket. He was 
for governor of 


1881, ‘82 and ’83 and again in 1886 Dr. 
Blackmer was the Prohibition candidate 


| for lieutenant governor. 


About two years ago Dr. Blackmer be- 
came interested in the Norwegian liquor 
system, and severed his connection with 
the Prohibition state committee.

METROPOLITAN WATER. 


The Bill Provides for Heavy Assess- 
ments Upon Quincy. 

A new draft of the Metropolitan water 
bill has been submitted, and differs but 
slightly from the Boston draft, which was 
submitted by Corporation Counsel Bailey 
some weeks ago, 

By the Boston bill Lynn and Nahant 
were exempted. The new draft exempts 
beside those places also Saugus in Essex 
and Waltham in Middlesex. 

The main feature of the new draft, how- 
ever, is that it is compulsory on all cities 
and towns originally included, instead of 
exempting them till they vote to come in. 
Provision is also made for the payment of 
the debt of West Boylston. If the bill 
passes, therefore, Quincy will have no 
escape from large assessments. Nothing 
we understand is allowed for the present 
Quincy source or reservoirs. 

The apportionment of the expense of 
the system is deferred till 1900, but at 
that time all municipalities must bear 
their portion of the expense though they 
may not be taking the water. In that 
year $500,000 is to be apportioned and 
$200,000 annually thereafter till all is paid. 
Assessments for water, parks and sewers 
promise to be oppressive.

United States Made No “Pro- 
test” In the Matter. 


England will Act Firmly, but Is Not Likely 
1.83 to Bombard Greytown, 


WasHineton, April 17.—The announce- 
ment that Great Britain had declared the 
Nicaraguan response to her ultimatam to 
be insufficient was fully expected at the 
state department, 

This response in substance amounts toa 
proposition to refer to arbitration the de- 
mand for a $75,000 indemnity for the ex- 
pulsion of Consular .Agent Hatch, and it 
is said that it would be very unusual for 
such 4 course to be pursued in the case of 
a demand for “smart money,.”’ 

Such a demand differs entirely from a 
demand made for injuries sustained by 
private citizens, inasmuch as it is based 
upen the idea that the honor of Great 
Britain has sustained a smirch through 
the humiliation of its official. 

Mr. Bayard, our ambassador at London, 
has been using his good offices to bring 
about a peuceable settlement of the dis 
pute in Washington. Secretary Gresham 
has been counselling the Nicaraguan min- 
ister, Dr. Guzman, probably to ake such 
concessions as may be consistent with 
Nicaragua’s national honor. 

At the same time it is known that the 
secretary has entertained a doubt of the 
soundness of the British contention of a 
right to claim reparation for the expulsion 
of its consular agent, if he has really been 
guilty of fomenting rebellion during the 
Bluetields disturbances last year, and 
this he has probably communicated to the 
British government as a reason why it 
should not be over hasty and dictatorial in 
the treatment of a 

Small and Defenseless Nation, 

It is not believed that the state depart- 
ment has gone so far as to serve formal 
notice on Great Britain (though earnest 
peace representations have been made) 
that she must not bombard Greytown, 
however, for that, it is said, would be 
equivalent to a declaration that no Eu 
ropean power may hereafter wage wai 
upon any of the American republics, even 
in a cause involving, as is claimed in this 
case, the national honor, and it is quite 
certain that every one of the powers would 
repudiate such a suggestion. 

But, in the present instance, it is felt 
here that there is little probability that 
Great Britain would proceed to such ap 
extreme course as a bombardment of a 
town in which the largest interests were 
owned by foreigners with whose nations 
she had no quarrel, and it is much more 
likely that even if Nicaragua should 
finally refuse to meet the conditions of the 
ultimatum ne British would essay to col- 
lect indemnity from the Nicaraguan cus- 
toms.

It is learned that the state department 
has made no “‘protest’’ against any pro- 
posed British action in Nicaragua, for the

by the action of the last congress, 


As to England’s Course. 

Lonpon, April 17.—The Globe asserts 
that Great Britain will refuse to accept 
the answer of the Nicaraguan government 
to the British ultimatum, and will take 
immediate steps to enforce her demands. 

It is stated on good authority that the 
question of a protest on the part of the 
United States against the bombardment 
of Greytown and the landing of British 
troops in Nicaragua has never been 
raised between Great Britain and the 
United States, so far asthe British gov- 
ernment is aware. In any case, it is 
added, the British will not bombard Grey- 
town in the event of Nicaragua's refusing 
to comply with the demands of Great 
Britain. 

But steps will be taken to ensure the 
payment of the indemnity demanded by 
the British government, and the necessary 
papers have been sent to commanders of 
British warships.

| Japanese Get About All That They 
Demanded From China, 


‘Russia Threatens to Make | 
Trouble For Victors. 


| The Treaty of Peace as Analyzed at Our Own 
} National Capital 


| rEN Tsry, April 17.—An imperial edict 
| has been issued authorizing Li Hung 
| Chang to sign the terms of peace in ac- 
cordance with the Japanese ultimatum. 
The indemnity to be paid by China is 
200,000,000 taels. 

| The edict further authorizes Li Hung 
| Chang to grant possession of the Liao 
| 


Tung peninsula to the 40th degree of lat 
itude and the island of Formosa to the 
Japanese, also to consent to the opening 
of Pekin and four new ports to commerce 
and to give the Japanese power to open 
cotton factories and other industries in 
China, 

The decree further provides that the im- 
perial dues at the open ports shall not ex- 
ceed 2 per cent. 

Grow! Not Unexpected. 

VIENNA, April 17.—The inspired St. 
Petersburg correspondent of The Po 
litische Correspondenz declares that @ con- 
flict between Russia and Japan is inevita- 
ble if the published defails of the Chinese- 
Jupansee treaty of peace are correct. 


Speculation as to Results. 

WASHINGTON, April 17. — Official con- 
firmation of the press reports of the sign- 
ing of a treaty of peace between the pleni- 
potentiaries of Japan and China was re- 
ceived by Secretary Gresham late yester- 
day. It came from Minister Dun at Tokio 
| and was very brief, merely stating that a 
treaty of peace had been finally concluded. 

It is doubted whether the indemnity has } 
been brought down as low as $100,000,000 
in gold. Astothe territory which Japan 
| is to possess it is understood that aside 

from Formosa, which is absolutely ceded, 

the remainder of the seaboard will be sub- 

ject only to temporary occupation, prob- 

ably until all of the indemnity has been 
} paid. 
| This would leave Japan in temporary 
possession of the entiie Laotung penin- 
sula, from Port Arthur, at the southern 
extremity, clear up to Moukden, the cap- 
ital of Manchuria, on the north, and from 
the Liao river, on which New Chwang is 
situated, on the west, to the Corean border 
| On the east. This territory amounts to 
about 37,000 square miles, and is popu- 
lated by about ~,000,000 people. 

The report of a condition that there 
shall be an alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive, between Japan and China, is not 
credited in Japanese circles, where it is 
not believed to have been even suggested 
It is said that the feeling between the two 
peoples is so hostile, and the differences of 
government and habit are so pronounced, 
that, even if such a stipulation were in- 


| cluded, it would not be expected to have 


| any great binding force should China 
hereafter be able to find a powerful ally 
among the European powers. 

| Onthe other hand, some of the diplo-

Of course such a consummation at this 
time would mean the destruction of Euro- 
pean commercial interests in the Orient, 
and it may be that strong opposition will 
soon develop on the part of some of the 
powers to this feature of the agreement. 

It is noted, by the way, that this treaty 
isnot final in all respects, but simply a 
preliminary agreement, indicating on 
broad lines the ultimate terms of the 
definite treaty of peace, which may not be 
perfected for months to come.

COMMUNICN DENIED 


Catholics of Manitoba Who Favor Aboilsh 
ment of Parochial Schools. 

WHxniPEe, April 17.—Nothing since the 
beginning of the Catholic school struggle 
in this country has created a greater sen- 
sation than the announcement of Arch- 
bishop Langevan that those Catholics 
who henceforth lend their aid and influ- 
ence to those who would abolish Catholic 
parochial schools will be excommuni- 
cated. ' 

Many prominent Catholics have, dur- 
ing the struggle of the church, expressed 
themselves in favor of a national school 
system, and among these the announce- 
ment has created the greatest consterna- 
tion. At first it was thought to be simply 
a move on the part of the archbishop, but 
it is now understood that Archbishop 
Langevan received a papal encyclical on 
the subject. 

This encyclical reviews the entire mat- 
ter, and points out that the case in the 
United States and Canada is not anal- 
agous. In Canada, and particularly in 
Manitoba, it points out that Catholic 
schools were guaranteed by treaty and by 
constitution, while no such guarantee was 
given in the states. ‘he parochial schools 
belong to Manitoba Catholics by right, it 
declares, and on this ground itaffirms that 
the Catholics who continue to lend their 
aid to those who would take away these 
rights shall not be received into com- 
munion with the church.

TERRIBLE SACRIFICES 


Will Be Made by Armenians In an 
Effort to Secure Freedom. 


Revolutionary Party Has Both 
Money and Guns. 


Helpless Women and Children Expected to Be 
the Greatest Sufferers. 


Lonpon, April 18—The following corte- | 


spondence, dated March 15, has just beer 
received from Armenia: 

Asaresult of my investigations, Iam 
inaposition to say that the Armenian 
question will soon reach an acute and 
painful crisis. 
tyranny and continued injustice, and 
furious with grief and rage over the awful 
butchery at Sassoun, Armenia has re- 
solved to strike a blow which shall mean 
freedom or extermination. Christian 
blood will be avenged in Moslem blood 
before the snow of Sassoun gives up its 
dead. 

In fact, Armeniais preparing for war. 
The revolutionary party has now both 
money and guns. During the past eight 
weeks money has poured into the revolu- 
tionary treasury in a steady stream from 
many Armenian colonies. The money 
raised publicly has been obtained by means 
of balls, socials, theatrical performances 
and lotteries, The affairs were more suc- 
cessful than apything of the kind ever 
Known before %: the communities where 
they were held. The willingness to con- 
tribute money and the enthusiasm for the 
cause were everywhere so manifest that 
one could not doubt their sincerity, 

A General Uprising. 

The central idea of the plan of cam- 
paign isa general uprising of Armenians 
throughout the Turkish empire some time 
during the month of May. The leaders 
have promised the people in the eastern 
part of Armenia that the chief attack will 
be made on the city of Constantinople it 
self, and that the brunt of the fighting 


will be borne by the Armenians resident | 


therein. 

The leaders have even gone so far as to 
declare that the first attack will be on the 
palace of the sultan, and the reign of 
Hamid will come to asudden end. ‘There 
are men who believe that in the over- 
throw of Hamid the Armenians will be 
encouraged by the younger and more 
progressive generation of Constantinople 
Turks. 

It isavery easy matter to buy guns at 
Tiflis, as there are numerous guushops 
and nearly every human being goes 


armed, contrary to Russian law, which, | 


in the Caucasus region, is a dead letter. 


As nine-tenths of the business houses in | 


Tiflis are owned by Armenians, there 


| should be no difficulty of sending even 
large shipments of arms into Armenia. | 
The only real difficulty in the way of 


equipping Armenians with guns and am- 
munition is the raising of the purchase 
money, and there is no doubt now that 
the revolutionary leaders have a very sub- 
stantial fund on hand. 
Going Back to Armenia, 
A very significant circumstance is that 


| Sassoun refugees at Etchmiadzin are pre- 


pared to return to Armenia. Moreover, 
they are going back with guns in their 
hands. The spiritual comfort which the 
refugees received at Etchmiadzin was sup- 
plemented by Martini-Henry rifles anda 
supply of Russian cartridges. 


‘lo the one who considers this movement | 


by the tangible facts alone, it has the ap- 
pearance of unutterable madness. Fora 
handful of untrained Armenians to de- 
liberately begin a fight with the regular 
troops of the Turkish empire is folly too 
colossal for human conception; yet one 
must take into account 
motives of the revolutionary leaders be- 
fore passing final judgment. 


The purpose is not to bring Turkey to| 
terms in a fair fight, but to secure a set- | 
tlement of the quarrel by the intervention | 


of the European powers. Before the revo- 
lution is three months old, the powers, it 
is believed, will be compelled to inter- 
fere, for the cruelty, 
will be unthinkably horrible 


so that 


Christian humanity will rise in wrath | 


and demand that it cease. 
itis hoped, may get her freedom, and the 
Turkish empire may be torn limb from 
limb and thrown piecemeal to its expect- 
ant neighbors, 


Thus there is a possibility that what the | 


Crusaders of old failed to do may be done 
now, and that Palestine, the birthplace of 
Christianity, may at last come into the 
possession of a Christian nation. The 
revolutionary leaders are not looking as 
faras Palestine, however. They will be 


content with Armenian independence and | 


revenge for the blood of Sassoun and the 
martyrs of Erzingen, 
Vengeance Must Be Satisfied, 

“The dead of Erzingen,” they declare, 
“cry aloud for vengeance. But it will be 
the helpless women and children who will 
suffer most. They will be outraged, 


tortured and butchered by thousands, and | 


the mountain streams will run red with 
their blood.” 

The revolutionary leaders expect that it 
will be so, and in fact they count upon it 
as the chief factor in the success of their 
cause, for the red horror and the awful- 
ness of it all will compel the Christian 
powers to interfere. 

To what extent the plans of the revolu- 
tionary leaders are approved of by the Ar- 
menian people at large it is difficult to 
tell.

“PASSIVE BLOCKADE” 


Will Probably Be the Extent of Great Britain? 
Move In Nicaragua. 


WaAsHixatoy, April 18.—Officials here 
profess to have no information as yet as to 
the instructions sent to British war ves- 
sels for the enforcement of the anaes 

ainst Ni us. Those in a position 
to cinta nee status of affairs, how- 
ever, express the belief that the British in- 
structions are on the following lines: 

First—There shall be no exercise of force: 
which will affect the commerce or in- 
terests of the United States or her citizens 
or any other foreign country. 

Second—The exercise of force shall bo 
confined to the execution of a “passive 
blockade” of Nicaraguan ports, according 
to the established rules for that maneuver. 

The “passive blockade’ is designed to 
cripple the intercommerce of Nicaragua, 
and yet to the foreign commerce to pro- 
ceed as usual. It does not contemplate 
any overt act or seizure or detention of 
property. But the warships will bring toa 
standstill the local or coastwise trade, and 
| keep it thus paralyzed until a satisfactory 
response is given. The merchant ships of 
the United States and other countries 
would be free to come and go, and care 
would be taken that no cause should be 
given for United States intervention on 
the ground that the United States inter- 
ests were in jeopardy. 

The last time this “passive blockade” 
was executed was against Greece, 10 years 
ago. At tuat time the allied powers of 
Europe, except France, agreed to suppress 
the action of Greece in beginning war on 
Turkey. The various countries sent war- 
ships, which blockaded Grecian ports and 
held all coast commerce in check until 
Greece yielded. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
ambassador, was at the state department 
yesterday, but it was said the visit was 
notin reference to the Nicaraguan situa- 
tion, as the British foreign office is deal- 
ing directly with Nicaragua. 


Pugnacious Mr. Greenhut 

Peoria, Ills, April 18.—The Whisky 
trust reorganization committee carried 
yesterday’s annual stockholders’ meeting 
of Distilling and Cattle Feed company by 
storm, and when they adjourned had de- 
| posed ex-President Greenhut, elected a 
full board of directors and empowered the 
board to take any necessary action to- 
ward recovering from the trust’s late of- 
ficials any property that may be due to the 
corporation. Before adjournment Green- 
hut superintended the serving of papers 
in 11 libel suits of $50,000 each. The ex- 
| president made the session interesting by 
reading a decidedly warm annual report 
and by intimating that he intended to 
| fight the new management to a finish. 


The Chitral Campaign. 

| SimLa, April 18.—The force commanded 
by Colonel Kelly, who are hastening to 
the relief of Chitral, reached Samoghar 
}on April 12. While the pioneers at- 
tacked the breastworks in front, a detached 
| party crept up the side of the hill and 
took the natives on the flank, driving 
| them out of their defenses. The British 
loss in the engagement was six killed and 
| 15 wounded. The enemy left behind 
them 5) dead and carried away a large 
number of wounded. 


American Cattlemen Alarmed. 
Kansas City, April 18.—A special to 
The Journal from Eureka says there has 
| been great excitement among cattlemen 
there during the past week, occasioned by 
the shipping in of Mexican cattle. Two 
thousand head were unloaded at Summit, 
18 miles west of here last week,despite the 
protest of local stockmen and of the State 
Live Stock Sanitary commission. The 
cattle are now in quarantine, and another 
consignment is expected here tomorrow.

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CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning April 21. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—On what; how?-Neb. 
iy, 6-23. (A temperance topic.) ' 

Nehemiah and his followers in re- 
building the walls of Jerusalem after 
their return from captivity are opposed 
by the allied forces of the surrounding- 
heathen nations. They hoped to take: 
them by surprise, but Nehemiah heard 
of their intentions and made prepara- 
tions to meet and repulse his assailants. 
Thiy may illustrate to us the necessity 
of being on guard against the enemies 
of our souls, and in the way that Nehe- 
miah guarded himself so may we guard 
purselyes against the assaults of sin and 
batan. ‘ 
1. We must be on guard over our 
souls. The enemies of Nehemiah were 
both from without and within. With- 
out were the combined, angry, deter- 
mined, wily leaders of the heathen 
armies about them. Within there was 
the opposition of the despondent and 
the discouraged laborers. In guarding 
the soul the Christian must meet the 
same kind of enemies. The enemies of 
the soul are without in the form of sa- 
tan, sin, temptation, evil men, who are 
anxious to lead God’s children astray, 
and in many other forms. Within are 
the doubts and discouragements that 
arise from the natural weakness of the 
human nature. We must keep guard 
over all these things if we save the 
soul from destruction. Then must also 
skill be displayed in guarding ourselves 
against the assaults that are made upon 
us. Nehemiah very carefully arranged 
everything to meet successfully the at- 
tack of the enemy against him. Tact 
and skill must be displayed in guarding 
ourselves against temptation and sin. 
We must know what are our weak- 
nesses, that we may fortify them spe- 
cially, for it is here that the most vig- 
orous assaults will be made. We must 
understand ourselves; we must under- 
stand the enemy and be on constant 
guard. 

2. How must we guard ourselves? 1. 
By prayer. Though Nehemiah hada 
strong, determined enemy against him, 
he was not discouraged, but first prayed 
unto God. Prayer is our strongest safe- 
guard. The enemy may be numerous 
and strong, but God is strength both 
against numbers and might. He can 
give us strength to overcome the might- 
iest enemies if we but ask Him. He 
knows our foes. He understands our 
weaknesses. He desires oursafety. He 
has promised to sustain us, and our 
hope should bein Him. 2. Watchful- 
ness. The Jews not only prayed, but 
watched day and night. So we should 
habitually watch ourselves and the 
temptations and sins that easiest gain 
the victory over us. 8. Prayer and 
watchfulness. ‘‘Watch and pray,’’ said 
Christ to His disciples. The two must 
be combined. Prayer aids watching, and 
watching aids prayer. Prayer alone is 
presumption; watchfulness alone is sin- 
ful self confidence. Both together in- 
sure safety and deliverance. ‘‘Watch,”’ 
therefore, ‘‘unto prayer.’’

FRIENDS CF FREEDOM 


Commemorate the Shot That Was 
Heard Round the World, 


The Observance of Patriots’ 
Day In Massachusetts. 


Acton, Concord and Lexington Were the 
Centers of Attraction. 


ACTON, Mass,, April 20..—Acton was 
en fete and was the center of attraction 
for miles around. At an early hour in the 
morning fully 5000 gathered ‘in the streets 
and on the common to participate in the 
celebration of Patriots’ day, which opened 
with firing of cannon and the ringing of 
bells at 8 o'clock. 

Soon after the Isaac Davis post, Grand 
Army, the old Concord post, and the “Old 
Six,” a local military organization, pro- 
ceeded to dedicate three bowlders on the 
outskirts of the town, which mark places 
of historical interest in the revolution. 
After the dedication they marched to 
Woodlawn cemetery and marked the 
graves of 100 revolutionary soldiers with 
the tablets of the Sons of the American 
Revolution. 

At noon Governor Greenhalge and staff 
were received by a guard of honor at the 
railroad station and escorted tothe town 
hall, where a banquet was served. Hon. 
Luther Conant presided and made the ad- 
dress of welcome. Governor Greenhalge 
responded and was followed by Congress- 
man Boutelle of Maine, Secretary of 
State J. W. Olin, Councillor J. M. Har- 
low of Woburn, Senator George Burns of 
Ayer, Hon. Simuel Hoar of Concord, Cap- 
tain Jack Adams, ex-commander-in- chief 
of the Grand Army, and others. 

Among the invited guests were Luke 
Simith of Acton and J. Miller Edwards of 
Bristol, Conn., whose fathers took active 
part in the revolution. The gavel used on 
this occasion was a relic much admired, it 
being composed of pieces from the old 
*Ironsides’’ and the British man-of-war 
Somerset. The festivities were continued 
throughout the day and concluded with a 
promenade concert and ball. 

At Boston. 

Boston, April 20.—Patriot’s day, Massa- 
chusetts’ official observance of the anni- 
versary of the battle on Lexington’s green, 
was celebrated here in Boston by about al! 
the people who have not made their pil- 
grimage to Lexington, Concord or Acton, 
where the most important events of the 
day took place. 

At sunrise, at high noon and again at 
sunset the bells all over the city rang out 
patriotic peans. This was the extent of 
the municipal recognition of the day, but 
throughout the city and in the suburbs 
bicycle, yacht and athletic clubs of all de- 
grees of prominence celebrated by indulg- 
ing in their particular kinds ofsport. The 
league baseball season opened this after- 
noon and an immense attendance marked 
the event. 

In addition to the sports many histori- 
cal, military and other societies held meet- 
ings, conventions, reunions, receptions, 
etc. 

The Day at Lexington. 

LEXINGTON, Mass., April 20.—The his- 
toric old town of Lexington, where the 
first gun of the revolutionary war, ‘“‘the 
shot that was heard ‘round the world,” 
was fired 120 years ago, actively engaged 
in observing Patriots’ day, the anniver- 
sary of the Battle of Lexington. At sun- 
rise, the day was ushered in with ringing 
of bells anda salute. Strangers poured 
into the town from every direction and 
the streets were soon crowded with the 
throng. During the day several band 
concerts were given and a bicycle parade 
through the principal parte of the city was 
participated in by over 300 wheelmen. 

The city officials with invited guests and 
the Sons and Daughters of the Revolution 
banqueted in the city hall at noon. 

Concord’s Tribute. 

CONCORD, Mass., April 20.—Patriots’ 
day here was greeted with a salute of 44 

uns and the ringing of the church bells. 

he principal feature of the day was the 
procession of the various military com- 
panies. After parading the principal 
streets they marched to the old Concord 
bridge where they were received by the 
old minute men, and after presenting 
arms a battery crossed the bridge and 
fired 18 guns. The march was then re- 
sumed, where a dress parade was held. 
The Daughters of the Revolution held a 
meeting in the town hall. In the evening 
there was a concert and ball. 

Quiet Day. 

SPRINGFIELD, April 20. — Patriots’ day 
was little observed in this city. Mast 
of the stores and all the banks closed all 
day, while the remaining stores closed at 
noon.

Rome, April 20.—In the effort to unite 
the Anglican and Roman Catholic 
churches, the pope has addressed an ency- 
clical to the “English people who seek the | 
kingdom of Christ in unity of faith.” 

It opens with an expression of long-| 
cherished desire to address them in a 
special letter and thus give the illustrious 
English race a token of sincere affection. 
Continuing, the pope says: 

“Weare further moved thereto by not 
infrequent conversations with our country- 
men, who have testified to the kindly feel- 
ing of the English toward us personally, 
and to their anxiety for peace and eternal 
salvation through unity of faith. God is 
our witness to how keen our wish is that 
some effort of ours mighg tend to assist 
and further the great work of obtaining 
the reunion of Christendom.” 

After citing the evidence of the love 
and care of the Roman pontiffs for Eng- 
land from the time of Gregory the Great, 
the pope alludes to the exertions made by 
England to solve the social questions, for 
religious education, charitable objects, the 
strict observance of Sunday and the gen- 
eral spirit of respect for the scriptures, and 
the various manifestations of the power 
and resources of the British nation. 

The pope declares that men’s labors, 
whether public or private, will not attain 
full efficacy without appeals to Godin 
prayer and without the divine blessing. 
Hedwells upon the increasing need of 
unity among those holding the Christian 
faith as the means of defense against the 

Inroads of Modern Errors, 

“No thought could be more welcome to 
our soul,”’ the pope says, “than that happy 
anity of faith and wills for which our Re- 
deemer and Divine Master prayed in 
earnest supplication, a unity which is 
useful at all times for the temporal in- 
terests both at home and abroad, shown 
by the very divisions and confusions of 
these days to be more than ever needful. 

“The time cannot be far distant when 
We must appear to render an account of 
our stewardship to the Prince of Pastors. 
How happy and blessed should we be if 
we could bring him some proof, some real- 
ization of this, our wishes, which he in- 
spired and sustained. In these days our 
thoughts turn with love and hope to 
the English people, observing as we 
do frequent manifest works of divine 
grace intheir midst; how some of the 
religious confusion and dissension causes 
deep concern; how others see clearly 
the need of some sure defense against 


the inroad of fallen nature, which 
only toc readily humor the wishes 
of fallen nature and depraved rea- 


son, and how the number of religious and 
discreet men laboring fos reunion in- 
creases.’’ 

The pope turns to all in England, to 
whatever community or institution they 
may belong, desiring to recall them to this 
holy unity. In this cause he calls first to 
his assistance the Catholics of England, 
whose faith and piety he knows by experi- 
ence. He invokes Saint Gregory, Saint 
Augustine, Saint Peter and Saint George, 
and above all the Blessed Virgin, to be his 
pleaders before the throne of God that he 
muy renew the glory of ancient days. 

The pope grants to all who plously re- 
cite the prayer te the Blessed Virgin ap- 
pended to the encyclical an indulgence of 
300 days, and he moreover grants a plenary 
indulgence once @ month to those who 
recite it daily. The encyclical, which 
abounds in biblical quotations, concludes 
by calling the blessing of God upon the 
English people.

Dover, Del., April 20.—Massey got back 
into the senatorial fight yesterday, Bur- 
ton and Townsend deserting Higgins and 
with Speaker McMullen of the house 
voting for Massey. The ballot resulted 
as follows: Higgins, 7; Addicks, 5; Mas- 
sey, 8; Pennewill, 4; Ridgely, 9. Thus far 
the Addicks people have shown no dispo- 
sition to effect a compromise, saying ‘‘Ad- 
dicks or nobody.”

CuHicaGo, April 20.—Samuel M. Rice was 
yesterday elected president of the Whisky 
Trust to succeed Joseph B. Greenhut, who 
was removed by Judge Grosscup last Feb- 
ruary as receiver of the corporation, and 
expelled from its board of directors last 
Wednesday by the stockholders. The 
new board and officers are in perfect har- 
mony with Receiver McNulta.

BIG RISE IN PRICES 


Has Absorbed Money Which Ought to 
Be Used Otherwise. 


Rise In Beef a Conspiracy 
Against the Public. 


Shoe Factories and Textile and Cotton Mills 
Are Fairly Suisy. 


New York, April 20.—Bradstreet’s to- 
day says: The volume of general trade 
has maintained the previous week’s pro- 
| portions and at some points shows note- 
worthy increases ag compared with the 
total a year ago, 

Coffee is Jower, as are lard and oats, but 
Indian corn and pork remain steady at 
last week’s closing quotations. 

Relatively, the most improvement in 
trade is in the region west of Chicago and 
north of St. Louis and Kansas City. 

The rush of the spring demand for milli- 
nery, dry goods, clothing, groceries and 
hardware is over, but a fair volume of 
conservative trading continues. 

Mild weather and needed rains have 
greatly improved the agricultural and 
commercial outlogk in the northwest, 

General trade conditions at the south are 
no better, and in some respects less satis- 
factory. Improvement in demand is not 
announced at any point. 

Dun’s Review. 

R.G. Dun & Co.'s weekly freview of 
trade says: 

In every speculative department busi- 
ness is growing, but this is really the least 
satisfactory feature of the situation. 
Cotton, oiland wheat climbed above the 
export price, so that the marketing of 
products abroad must be checked, and 
money is absorbed which ought to be em- 
ployed in productive industry and in dis- 
tribution of products to consumers. 

Everybody knows that oil has not risen 
200 per cent becanse it is intrinsically 
more valuable, nor is wheat actually 
worth more than it was two or three 
weeks ago, but the expansive and uplift- 
ing force has unfortunately taken to spec- 
ulation rather than to production, and so 
we have higher prices in all speculative 
markets, without a larger demand for 
consumption, Stories of combinations be- 
tween the Standard Oil company and 
Russia as to partition of the oil consum- 
ing territory by no means accounts for 
recent prices of petroleum, which appear 
to be entirely fictitious. 

In iron and steel the situation is rather 
disappointing, although the output con- 
tinues large, as the demand for finished 
products does not seem to increase: 

Rise In Cotton Without Reason, 

There is no evidence that cotton isin 
larger demand than it was when the price 
Was a cent lower, but prices have been so 
low for months that an upward move- 
ment was easy without much reason, 
though stocks here and abroad are 800,000 
| bales larger than they were at the same 
| date after the greatest crop ever produced 
leretofore, and spinners here and abroad 
have taken about 1,600,000 bales more than 
| they have consumed. The rise tends to 
| prevent the decrease of acreage, which is 
| its one reasonable excuse. 

Wheat has advanced over 8 cents during 
the past week. There is no indication 
that the foreign demand will increase, 
while the prospects for this year’s crop are 
considered excellent. Western receipts 
are not large, and it would be strange if 
they were, with prices so low but advanc- 
ing. Exports continue to indicate that 
the European demand will not be particu- 
| larly heavy this season. 

The Beef Corner, 
| Outside of speculative markets, the 
| 


most important feature is the rise in the 
price of beef, but which is largely due to 
the control of sources of supply by a few 
strong corporations. There ought to be, 
| but apparently is not, sufficient power in 
| the hands of the government to meet any 
| Such conspiraey against the public, and 
the proposal of Secretary Morton to admit 
| Mexican cattle and cattle from Canada 
| on easy terms for the beneft of customers 
| is heartily commended, though it is not 
| likely to have much influence. The 
actual facts have little to do with prices 
| in this case, as in the case of oil, 
Boots and Shoes. 
| Boots and shoes are in larger demand, 
| although the jobbers have to pay 10 cents 
| or more above the prices paid two months 
| ago, and there are more orders than when 
| the advance in price was first demanded. 
Except from the west, there are indica- 


| tions of a larger consuming demand, but 


on the whole the market is perceptibly 
narrowed by the advance which higher 
prices for leather have occasioned. 

Labor Troubles Diminishing. 


Some large textile mills have advanced 


in September, 1893. Labor troubles are 
comparatively less serious this week, and 
the tendency is toward larger returns for 
labor, which will increase the consuming 
power for other products, The cotton 
mills are encouraged by improving prices 
ani are fairly busy. 
The Wool Market. 

Sales of wool at the three chief eastern 
markets indicate that the production of 
| goods is at present larger than it has been

CONVICTED AS A SPY, | 


Ex-Consul Waller Sente Sentenced to Prison ! | 


by the French Government, 


Said to Have Given Informa: 
tion to Hovas. 


Matter Considered Worthy of Investigation by 
the State Department 


MARSEILLES, April 22.—John L. Waller, 
formerly American consul at Tamatave, 
who was brought to this port on the 
steamer Djemmah, after having been tried 
by a French court-martial and sentenced 
to 20 years’ imprisonment on the charge of 
having been a spy in the interest of the 
Hovas, was taken from the steamer by the 
police and lodged in jail, after having been 
registered as a prisoner. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The informa 
tion reaching Washington gives the de 
tails of the charge under which Waller 
was convicted asa spy. The French sol- 
diers had determined to make a descent 
on one of the large Hovas towns. It was 
to be a night attack, and was intended to 
bea decisive stroke. The arrangements 
forthe move were guarded with the ut- 
most secrecy. 

In some way, however, Waller learned 
ofthe French movement, and is said to 
have conveyed full information to the 
Hovas. The latter quickly armed the 
threatened town, so that when the French 
soldiers appeared, instead of taking the 
town by surprise, they found everyone 
alert for the attack. The alleged treach- 
ery was closely investigated and, it is 
claimed, traced to Waller. Aside from 
the chagrin to which the French forces 
were put by having their plans miscarry, 
itissaidto have seriously retarded the 
progress of the French expedition in Mad- 
agascar. 

The French ambassador at Washing- 
toa, M. Patenotre, has not yet been in 
formed of the Waller proceedings, Mr. 
Gresham is dealing with the French min- 
ister of foreign affairs through our am- 
bassador at Paris. 

Worthy of Investigation. 

An interesting question which has 
arisen at this stage is what has become of 
Mr. Waller’s concession. He had an abso- 
lute grant of about 200 miles of the most 
valuable lands in Madagascar, abounding 
in rubber trees and other tropical products, 
which he had partially arranged to mar- 
ket. It is well known here that every ef- 
fort had been made to dispossess him by 
other holders of concessions, who desired 
to seize upon these lands. 

Butso far asthe facts are known Mr. 
Waller obtained this concession in a per- 
fectly legitimate manner and his title 
must be protected. Our government has 
uniformly held, notably in the cases aris- 
ing in Central America, that an Ameri- 
can citizen cannot be dispossessed of a 
concession, so long as he complies with ts 
terms, by any revolution in the govern- 
ment of the country where it may be sit- 
uated, 

The rule of international law is clear as 
to the preservation of the individual's title 
in such cases, and having laid down this 
doctrine in our relations with the weaker 
nations of this cuntinent, the state depart- 
ment can.scarcely do less than maintain 
it against France. 


“False and Malicious.” 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—A. A. Birney, 
counsel for Mrs. Frances Spranger, has 
received a telegram from her requesting 
him to take whatever steps seemed need 
ful and proper respecting charges made by 
Mra. Darling. “I do not see that any- 
thing furtherthan what I have already 
done is necessary,’’ said Mr. Birney. ‘Ihe 
story is utterly false and malicious.” 

Political Opponents Had a Chat. 

ALBANY, April 22.—Governor Morton 
called upon Senator Hill at the latter's 
residence, ‘“‘Wolfert’s Roost,’ yesterday 
afternoon, and was the senator’s guest for 
over two hours.

The Texts, the Sermons, the Music 
and Other Services. 


The congregations Sunday were unusu- 
ally large.

A TRIPARTITE AGREEMENT 


With the Object of Securing Favorable Trade 
Relations With China. 

Beruin, April 22.—The North German 
Gazette (semi-official) publishes an article 
ef similar importance to one contained in 
the Cologne Gazette Saturday afternoon. 

The Gazette of Saturday said that in 
view of the pressure being exercised by 
the war party in Japan, Germany, at the 
bdginning of March, enjoined the Japan- 
ese government to be moderate in the 
terms demanded for peace, urging that 
the cession of territory upon the main- 
land of China would be especially calcu- 
lated to induce the intervention of the 
powers. When it was shown by the pub- 
lished terms of peace that Japan was not 
disposed to follow Germany's advice, 
steps were immediately taken to establish 
an accord with the powers, and a com- 
plete agreeinent has been reached with 
Russia and France. 

The three powers, Germany, Russia 
and France, will now take steps to pro- 
tect their interests in eastern Asia. The 
question of territorial changes will be first 
kept in view, against Japan's desire to 
bind herself like a solid girdle around 
China, in erder to be able to shut off China 
entirely from Europe. In case of need, 
the three powers mentioned intend to 
avert in good time any injury to their in- 
terests. 

It was added, however, that Germany 
would be glad to see Japan enjoy the 
fruits of her military powers on condition 
that it does not injure Germany’s interests.

Fort Wortn, Tex., April 22.—Texas 
has needed rain, so Evangelist Dwight 
Moody yesterday afternoon called upon 
his audience of 8000 Christians to pray 
fervently th»xt the flood-gates might be 
opened.

There was a panic, and scores upon 
scores of women fainted. Seven persons 
were dangerously hurt and some 40 ethers 
were slightly hurt.

‘BURGLAR AND POET, 


| CHAPLAIN PLUMER DISCOVERS ONE 
IN THE MAINE STATE PRISON, 


Some Remarkable Sonnets Written by Fred 
Irving, One of the Inmates, Who Is Serv- 
ing a Twenty-five Years’ Sentence For 
Burgiary. 


Chaplain Plumer of the Maine state 
| prison has discovered in Fred Irving, 
| one of the inmates, a poet of no mean 
pevrerens to fame, says the New York 
Sun. Irving, who is serving a term of 
25 years for burglary, molds his poetic 
thought in the shape of sonnets, which 
he writes in the hours of recreation al- 
lowed him by the prison rules. His 
style is fluent, racy and picturesque, 
and many an author who has won the 
public ear will envy him his facility of 
rhyme and meter. 
Mr. Irving, who has masqueraded 
under other names while pursuing his 
career of crime, placed in the hands of 
| Chaplain Plumer the other day a manu- 
| Script of sonnets, the penmanship of 
which would have been creditable to a 
| writing master. The chaplain discerned 
their merit at once, but he also saw that 
| he must play the censor if they were to 
| see the light, for Mr. Irving had abused 
the license permitted to poets in a man- 
ner offensive to chaste minds and shock- 
ing to ears polite. But after the work 
| of expurgation had been done many 
| passages were left to challenge the at- 
| tention of critical minds. 
Mr. Irving is nothing if not daring, 
and he often repels by the brutality 
| with which he sings of his chosen pro- 
| fession, for burglary is his business and 
| poetry merely a pastime which he takes 
up when he is a guest of the state. 
Occasionally the burglar poet wearies 
of base themes, and then he attunes his

THE GLORY OF JAPAN 


Enhanced by the Terms of the Treaty 
With Her Chinese Neighbor, 


Broad-Minded Views In Em- 
peror’s Proclamation. 


ls Subjects Urged to Strive and Reach the 
Goal of Civilization. 


YoKouaMa, April 23.—Count Ito, pres- 
ident of the Japanese council of ministers, 
and Viscount Matsu, the Japanese minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, the two officials who 
negotiated the treaty of peace with Vice- 
roy Li Hung Chang and his spn, Lord Lio, 
at Shomoneski, were received in audience 
by the emperor on their return to Hiro- 
shima. Theemperor said; ‘The princt- 
pal points of the treaty were entirely 
satisfactory and add much to the glory of 
the empire. I am highly pleased at the 
signal service secured by you.”

ao . 
COUNT HIROBUMI ITO, 
The following imperial proclamation 
was issued yesterday afternoon: 
“Through peace national prosperity is 


best promoted. Unfortunately the rup- 
ture of relations with China forced upon 
us awar which, after the lapse of 10 
months, is not yet ended. During this 
period, our ministers, in concert with the 
army, navy and diet, have done all in 
their power to further our claims, in 
obedience to our instructions, 

“Our ardent desire, with the assistance 
of our subjects, in loyalty and sincerity, is 
to restore peace and thereby attain our 
object—the promotion of national pros- 
perity. Now that peace is negotiated and 
an armistice proclaimed, permanent cessa- 
tion of hostilities is near at hand, The 
terms of peace fixed by our ministers of 
state give us complete satisfaction. 

“The peace and glory thus secured ren- 
der the present a fitting time to declare to 
you, our good subjects, the object kept in 
our view, and to enlighten you as to the 

Course of Our Future Policy. 

“We are rejoiced at the recent victories 
which have enhanced the glory of our em- 
pire. At the same time we are aware that 
the end of the road which must be travy- 
ersed by the empire in the march of civili- 
zation is still far distant and remains yet 
to be attained. We therefom hope, in 
common with our loyal subjects, that we 
shall always guard against self-contented- 
ness, and everin a spirit of modesty and 
humility strive to perfect our military de- 
fense without falling into extremes. 

“In short, it is our wish that the govern- 
ment and the people alike should work to 
acommdén end, and that our subjects of 
all classes strive, each in his own sphere, 
for the purpose of laying the foundation 
of permanent prosperity. 

“It is hereby definitely made known 
that no countenance will be given by us 
to such as through conceit at the recent 
victories may offer insult to other states 
or injure our relations with friendly 
powers, especially as regards China, 

“After the exchange of the ratifications 
of the treaty of peace, friendship should 
be restored and endeavors made to in- 
crease more than ever the relations of 
good neighborhood. 

“Itis our pleasure that our subjects 
pay due respect to these our expressed 
wishes.” 2 


No Right to Interfere. 

Lonpon, April 23.—The Times, after 
admitting that Japan evidently intends to 
cripple and humiliate China in a manner 
seriously affecting European interests, in- 
sists that the diplomatic history of Europe 
does not bear out the pretension that any 
power or powers are entitled to dictate the 
terms of peace between these two nations. 
It adds: Great Britain’s interests are 
involved quite asmuch as Russia’s, but 
we find no stipulation in the treaty of 
peace warranting our interference at the 
cost of exciting the enmity of Japan. 

Quite Right 

BERLIN, April 28.—The Vossiche Zei- 
tung blames the government for join- 
ing France and Russia against Japan, 
and says: Suppose Great Britain and 
the United States supported Japan 
in refusing to submit to the Rus 
sian demands?

CYCLING AS A CURE. 


WHEELING THE BEST MEDICINE FOR 
AILING WOMEN. 


A Brooklyn Doctor Who Prescribes Lib- 
eral Doses of Bicycling With Excellent 
Results, and Who Says Women Should 
Wear Bloomers and Ride Men’s Wheels, 


Dr. W. C. Latimer of Brooklyn read 
a very interesting letter before the New 
York State Homeopathic Medical society 
recently on ‘‘The Bicycle In Its Rela- 
tion to Diseases of Women.’’ He says: 

‘In dysmenorrhea, when spasmodic 
or due to weakened muscles of the pel- 
vic floor singly or combined, it has 
proved a boon beyond value, accomplish- 
ing in one case in six weeks what care- 
fully selected remedies, rest, etc., had 
failed todoin 18 months. In menor- 
rhagia I am unable to make positive 
statements, but should not hesitate to 
recommend the wheel’s use in cases due 
to weakness or malnutrition. In delay- 
ed and scanty menstruation, where due 
to weakness, it is beneficial in propor- 
tion to the improvement in the general 
conditions, In those cases we sometimes 
meet which seem almost hereditary it 
has no effect either way. In anemia 
and dyspepsia it is a boon beyond value 
when properly used and equally a curse 
when abused. 

“In these cases the rides must be 
short, preferably in the morning, pre- 
ceded by a glass of milk or light lunch, 
followed by acool sponge bath anda 
brisk rubbing and ashort rest about oue- 
half hour before breakfast, which may 
consist of eggs or a chop, rolls or stale 
bread, milk, cocoa, or, when these dis 
agree, moderately strong coffee, break- 
fust to be followed by a short rest when 
the occupation will allow. After a brief 
time, two to four weeks, a short ride 
may be taken during the afternoon, re- 
turning in time for a short rest before 
dinner. 
full stomach, and it is better not to ride 
at all for half an hour to an hour after 
eating a full meal even when in health. 

‘In the case of relaxed patella and 
strained knee tendons it has done almost 
a miracle, for the case was of ten years’ 


standing and had been treated by nt- | 


merous physicians of both schools with- 
out benefit. She was unable to walk any 
distance or go up or down stairs with 
comfort. Ina recent run she rode 60 
miles inside of 12 hours and was ina 
better condition next day than she would 
have been after walking a dozen blocks 
one year ago. In prolapsus, irritable 
ovaries, spinal irritation and nervous 
debility we have had nochance to make 
observations, but should permit riding 
under proper restrictions. ’’ 

Dr. Latimer is of the opinion that in 
learning to ride the novice should choose 
a smooth, level road and restrict the ex- 
ercise to half an hour at first. He is 
against the regulation lady’s wheel be- 
cause it is heavier and allows of more 
seat vibration and urges women to ride 
the diamond frame wheel all men use. 
Too much seat vibration is bad for weak 
pelvic muscles. Continuing, he says: 

‘*We have found the following rules 
give the best results: First, wear no cor- 
set or waist with steel in front; second, 
wear all wool garments next the body; 
third, low or loose shoes, so the ankles 
may have unobstructed action; fourth, 
as little weight as possible. In order to 
reduce the weight of clothing toa mini- 
mum and enable ladies to ride a light 
weight wheel, it is self evident we must 
abandon the skirt at the outset, for with 
it she cannot ride the full frame wheel 
and must still adhere to the heavy drop 
frame and endure the extra vibration. 

**Then what shall she wear? Our own 

preference would be the knickerbocker, 
but as that is a little too advanced for 
the present time we must rest content 
with the bloomer suit. This will enable 
her to ride the lightest wheels, mount 
and dismount easily and get the greatest 
amount of pleasure with the least exer- 
tion out of her ride. As there are yet 
many who cling to the skirt we will 
give a few of its disadvantages and dan- 
gers. In mounting it is more or less 
bound to swing to one side and fall over 
the saddle in a manner to be uncom- 
fortable. If made short enough to pre- 
vent this, it is open toall the objections 
raised against the bloomer and more. 
Again, in falling to one side it is liable 
to become entangled in the pedal and 
zause a severe fall. In one case of this 
kind the lady had her clothing torn off 
at the waist and became so entangled in 
her wheel that she could not rise from 
the groand until the writer went to her 
assistance. Since then no more skirts 
for her. Even in astill day the skirt 
bas much air resistance, while in a 
wind it becomes a veritable load, and 
its sudden shifting adds much to its 
burden and the labor of keeping the 
wheel evenly balanced. It also acts more 
or less as a funnel, concentrating a cur- 
rent of air upon the abdomen, with its 
attendant dangers. In the line of bodily, 
or rather leg, exposure take it on a 
windy day, and, to use the expression 
of the day, the bloomer is simply not in 
it, while in the matter of weight it is a 
load little understood. In a sitting po- 
sition the skirt rests more or less heavily 
upon the knees, and when we see that 
with every turn of the pedal that weight 
has to be raised from 8 to 12 inches, 
that if we allow but ten ounces, or one- 
fourth the weight of an ordinary skirt, 
as the amount raised, it reaches a total 
of 150 pounds for every mile traveled. 

‘*We have yet to see the woman who, 
once having donned the bloomer and 
ridden a full diamond frame wheel, 
ever returned to the skirt and drop

No Settlement at Concord. 


A dispatch to the Journal from Concord, 
N. H., says the latest information in rela 
tion to the disagreements between the 
granite manufacturers and the granite cut- 
ters is that the former want the minimum 
price per hour for cutters to be 28 cents, 
while the cutters’ figures are 30 cents. 
When employed, the cutters work nine 
hours a day, and hence it is a matter of 
oaly 18 cents a day at the minimum rate 
which divides the manufacturers and the 
cutters, In any event the maximum rate 
an hour would reach as high as 40 cents. 
The business men of the city are exerting 
their influence to bring about a settlement, 
for in flush times 1600 men are employed 
in granite working in Concord, while at 
the present time there are not probably 
over 250 men at work, most of these being 
non-union, men,

NO AMERICAN VESSELS 


To Protect Our Interests In the Event 
of Trouble In Nicaragua, 


British Warships to Enforce 
Payment of Indemnity. 


Not Likely, However, te Go to the Extent of 


WaAsHINGTON, April 2(—The Nicara 
guan minister is advised of the arrival of 
three British warships at Corinto to en- 
force the British ultimatnm. Much sur 
prise is expressed that there is no Ameri- 
can war vessel at Corinto. 

Asfar as can be learned, the British 
government did not take United States 
officials into its confidence as to its inten- 
tion to send its entire available Pacific 
squadron to Corinto at this juncture. 

Both the state and the mavy depart- 
ments declare that they have received no 
official confirmation of the movements of 
the British vessels, although it was wel! 
known that the British ships under Rear 
Admiral Stephenson met at Panama two 
weeks ago. 

The Satellite has been there some time, 
and was joined by the flagship Royal 
Arthur, which had spent the winter in 
Chilian waters, and by the Wild Swan, 
from Callao. The admiral commanding 
the squadron is an experienoed officer, and 
as he has a very large landing force on his 
vessel, he should be able to promptly en- 
force any demands his government might 
suthorize him to make. 

Unsolved Problem. 

Just how the ultimatum will operate is 
not Known here. The indications now 
are that Nicaragua will offer a passive re 
sistance to the British demands for some 
time at least, and meanwhile the United 
States will do nothing but watch develop- 
ment of events, unless the British take 
some action that affects our purely selfish 
interests, such as interfering with our 
shipping or other interests of American 
citizens. 

This attitude is assumed in the confi- 
dence that no attempt will be made by 
the British to secure any Nicaraguan ter- 
ritory, bo matter what course she may be 
obliged to pursue to accomplish her pur- 
poses of collecting the ‘‘smart money” de- 
manded for the expulsion of Vice Consul 
Hatch. 

There is reason to believe that not only 
the Nicaraguan affair, but the whole sub 
ject of the extent of the protection to be 
extended by the United States to the 
sister republics of Central and South 
America, has been very earnestly and de 
liberately discussed by the president with 
his fuil cabinet, and that the attitude as- 
sumed in the case of Nicaragus may be 
taken as an indication of the line of policy 
to be adopted for the treatment of all 
Questions arising between the European 
powers and these republics having such a 
basis as the present Nicaraguan incident 

Bombardment Uniikely. 

Notwithstanding the presence of the 
English war vessels in the harbor of 
Corinto, it is regarded as unlikely that 
Dy overt action will be taken by the com- 
manding officer because of Niceragusa’s 
failure to comply with Great Britain's 
ultimatum. 

The state department was advised sev- 
eral weeks ago that while the English gov- 
ernment was determined that the indem- 
nity to pro Consul Hatch skould be paid, 
their efforts to collect it would not go to 
the extent of bombarding any of Nicar- 
Sgua’s coast cities. 


To Rehear Income Tax Cases. 
WASHINGTON, April 24—At the opening 
of the supreme court of the United States 
yesterday, Chief Jastice Fuller made the 
following announcement: ‘‘The consider- 
ation of the two petitions for s rehearing 
of the income tax cases is reserved until 
Mondsy, May 6 whens full bench is ex- 
pected, and in that event two counsels on 

a side will be heard at that time.” 


iron Furnaces Close Down. 

New CASTLE, Pa, April 24 — Every 
furnace in New Castle shut down last 
evening, but for how long no one knows. 
The men asked their employers to restore 
the wages of a year ago, and gave them 24 
hours to determine the matter. The lat 
ter declined to take the time, but decided 
to close at once.

Teachers’ Association Meeting. 


Tuesday evening was Horace Mano 
night with the Quincy Teachers’ Associa- 
tion which met in the High School build- 
ing. Most of the teachers of the city were 
present and many invited guests, the latter 
including Mr. George C. Mann, a son of 
Horace Mann, and master of one of 
| Boston’s High schools, A brief sketch of 
| Horace Mann from the Encyclopedia 
Brittania will not be out of place in this 
report: 

‘* Horace Mann, one of the best known 
of American educationists, was born at 
Franklin, Mass., May 4, 1796, and died at 
Yellow Springs, Ohio, August 2, 1859. He 
entered the junior classes in Brown Uni- 
versity in the year 1816. He graduated in 
1819. In 1821 he entered the school of 
law at Litchfield, Conn., and was called to 
the bar in 1823, In 1827 he was elected to 
the State legislature of Massachusetts, 
and in 1833 he was returned to the upper 


house. He suggested and organized the 
State lunatic asylum of Worcester. In 


1837 the legislature appointed a board of 
education to revise and reorganize the 
common schoo! system of the State; and 
| Mann was appointed secretary. 

‘*In 1848 Mann was elected to Congress 
| to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
| John Quincy Adams. He tried to induce 
| the government to establish a bureau of 
| education at Washington, but this was not 
| done till much later. He resigned his 
} seat in Congress in 1853, and became the 
| first president of Antioch College, at 
Yellow Springs—a college for the com- 
bined education of men and women. 
| Mann’s chief work in American education 
is the reform which be brought about in 
| the common and normal school system of 
| Massachusetts; and this reform is largely 
due to his twelve annual reports.”’ 

The programme was arranged by Mr. 
| Litchfield of the Quincy school and Miss 
| McGinley of the Coddington and opened 
| with selections bya double quartette: Miss 
| Burns, Miss Emery, Miss Sullivan and 
| Miss McGinley, Mr. Merrick, Mr. Litch- 
field, Mr. Kingman, and Mr. Pollard. 


Miss Eaton of the Quincy read an 
admirable paper on the ‘* Qualities and 
Characteristics of Horace Mann,’ and 


| Miss Forsaith of the Coddington followed 
with an expressive piano solo. 
| Miss Haley of the Quincy spoke of 
Mann as Secretary of Board of Educa- 
tion,’’ and the next number was a recita- 
| tion by Mr. Hennessy, which was encored. 
| Aftera recess Mr. George C. Mann, the 
| special guest, spoke at length of the life of 
| Horace Mann, whom he termed as a self- 
jmade man of plain honest English an- 
}cestry. He alluded to his college life; his 
| profession as a lawyer; his early loss of 
| his wife, and a financial loss which crip- 
| pled him; bis official life, and his works 
| for education, temperance and anti-slavery. 
| Miss Aston, a young and promising vo- 
calist, gave two selections, one in response 
to an encore, 
| Several teachers then gave quotations 
| from the works of Horace Mann, and the 
| meeting closed with a selection from the 
| double quartette.

A Word of Caution. 

Mothers are cautioned by a physician 
not to permit their children, who carry & 
load of school books back and forth from 
home and school each day, to carry the 
load in the same hand or over the same 
shoulder, as many instances have been 
known where the habit lengthened the arm 
or enlarged the hand disproportionately, or 
caused the child to carry one shoulder 
higher than the other. If the books are 
carried first in the right and then in the 
left hand every second day, or the bag of 
books suspended from the shoulder be 
changed about as frequently, the danger 
will be met with and overcome. Even in 
cases of decided right or left-handedness a 
achanging about of the burden not only 
prevents this lack of symmetry, but 
strengthens the weaker hand wonderfully.

THE COUNTY TAX. 


The Legislative Committee Reports 
on E‘ght Counties But Not Norfolk. 


The Committee on County estimates of 
the Legislature reported on Tuesday re- 
solves granting county taxes in eight 
counties as given below, but Norfolk 
county is conspicuous by its absence. The 
committee has adopted a new plan in re- 
porting: instead of one resolve for all 
counties, a separate resolve for each 
county, in which the sum to be raised is 
specifically apportioned. 

The grants are compared in the summary 
below with the population of 1890 given in 
thousands, and the valuation of 1892 given 
in millions. It will be noticed that the 
county tax in most counties is Jess than $1 
per capita, and that without exception they 
raise more than $1 per $1,000 of valuation. 

Upon the population basis the Norfolk 
county tax should be less than $118,000; 
on the valuation basis it might be over 
| $161,000. The county commissioners asked 
tor $160,000, which will probably be re- 
duced, so that Norfolk will be an exception 
in either case. Norfolk isa small county 
but includes the rich towns of Brookline 
and Milton.

THE WHEEL IS THE THING. 


One Hundred and Twenty-six Manufactories 
Are Making Half a Million Bicycles. 
The magnitude of cycling as a pas- 

time is hard to grasp in these end of 
the century days, when one is told that 
“‘everybody’’ is now a wheelman. With- 
in the last five years the popular craze 
has extended to all civilized countries 
on the face of the globe. It is in Amer- 
ica, however, that the greatest progress 
has been noted, and in cycle construc- 
tion this country now leads the world. 

In 1885 there were but six makers of 
cycles in this country, with a total out- 
put estimated at under 11,000 wheels. 
Five years later 17 manufacturers turn- 
ed out in the neighborhood of 40,000 
wheels. 

From 17 to 126 is an amazing stride 
for a period of five years, but the latter 
sum accurately represents the number 
of factories turning out bicycles in 
America today. An output of nearly 
500,000 machines is the estimate for 
this year for this country alone. 

A territorial division of the 126 cycle 
manufactories shows that the Empire 
State alone has 25. The New England 
states have 24 between them; New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania and Maryland have 
15; Indiana, Michigan and Ohio, 35; 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Missouri, 27. 
Between 18,000 and 22,000 hands are 
employed in these factories. Such enor- 
mous interests, growing at the present 
rate, cannot fail in a short time to take 
the lead and set the pace for domes- 
tic manufacturing trades.—New York 
Times.

Cooper once said that ‘‘The Spy’’ was | 
his best written novel. | 

Smollett agreed with posterity in con- | 
eldering ‘‘ Roderick Random”’ his best. 

Robert Browning is said to have pre- 
ferred ‘**The Ring and the Book”’ to any 
of his other works. 

Halleck prided himself especially on 
“Marco Bozzaris,’’ which he once said had | 
the genuine ring of poesy. 

Keats seemed to regard ‘‘Endymion”’ as | 
his best, though one of his biographers 
says that he spoke very well of *‘Hype 
rion.”’ 

Hazlitt thought that his ‘‘Characters of 
Shakespeare's Plays’’ better deserved con- 
sideration from the reading public thap | 
any of his other writings. 

De Foe expected his fame to rest on his 
political writings, which form the bulk of 
his works, and did not appear to attach 
much importance to ‘*Robinson Crusce.”’ 

Isaac Watts prided himself on a very 
dull treatise, ‘*The Improvement of the 
Mind,”’ and seems to have thought little 
of the hymns that are now sung in every 
English speaking land. 

Grote once compared his ‘‘History of 
Greece” to Gibbon’s **Decline and Fall’ 
and took pains to point out the various 
excellencies of each and to show in what 
particulars his own work excelled that of 
Gibbon. 

Byron is said to have preferred ‘‘Childe 
Harold” to all his other works. He said | 
it contained more of his heart history than | 
all the others combined. He seems to have | 
regarded it as Dickens did **David Cop: | 
perfield’’—as his own biography.

LONG-HEADED SMUGGLERS 


Devised a Novel Plan For Wriggling Chinamen 
Over The Border. 

MoNTREAL, April 24—A novel mode of 
smuggling Chinamen into the United 
States has just been brought to light by 
the shrewd work of the United Statcs 
| customs officials in this city. About 4 
year ago an organized gang of smugglers 
were frightened off by the same officials, 
their chief point of operation then being 
Richford, Vt. 

Not to be outwitted, the leaders of the 
gang put their heads together, and last 
month devised another means of getting 
the Celestials across the line. This time 
the wily Chinamen were consigned to 
rude pine coffins with congealed air hole, 
and with the aid of forged death certifi- 
cates were safely snipped from St. John, 


| N. B., to Vanceboro, Me., where the sup- 


posed corpses were 
Claimed by One of the Smugglers. 

After staying in hiding for several days, 
the ‘‘corpse,” attired as a female, would be 
spirited away under cover of night, and 
before morning dawned was safely 
lodged’ in either Boston, Springfield or 
New York. 

When this new means of entrance into 
United States territory became generally 
| known among the resident Chinamen in 
| Vancouver, they took steps to instruct 
their conferrees from the Flowery King- 
dom, as soon as they arrived on the Pacific 
coast, in a new manner of gaining access 
to the land of the free. 

Arriving in Montreal, the Celestials 
were taken in hand by the smugglers, 
who shipped them this time to Quebec, 
and from there over the Intercolonial rail- 
way to St. John, N. B., where other mem- 
bers of the gang ran them into the states 
as dead Chinese. 


Waller’s Alleged Offense.

QUEER EPISTLES.

The ‘‘gondo- 
las,’’ he says, are troublesome animals, 
and early in their career it became neo- 
essary to employ two laborers, at a cost 
of $2 a day each, to care forthem. As 
the number augmented additional help 
was required until now the farmer has 
to call to his assistance quite a force of 
men to care for them. These men, with 
those employed around his farm, have 
threatened to strike, and the farmer 
asks that the president call congress to 
remodel this tariff law so that Ameri- 
can labor may compete with cheap 
European workingmen. The ‘‘gondo- 
las,’’ the farmer asserts, have been at 
the bottom of the trouble. —New York 
Sup.

K POLICE STATION. 


With Permanent Horse, Wagon and 
a Driver. 


THE NEEDS OF DEPARTMENT; 


As Set Forth by Chief Hayden in 
| His Annual Report. 


Many improvements are asked by the 
department officials and boards of the city 
in their annual reports, but few copies of 
| the City Book are printed and fewer still 
are carefully read. Thus it is that few 
had heard the recommendations of Chief 
Police Hayden, 

If Mayor Hodges favored the improve- 
ments he did not endorse them in his 
inaugural, or provide for them in the 
annual appropriations. The order of 
Councilman Bigelow seeks a little light on 
the subject. 

Chief Hayden informs the LEDGER 
that he is not very sanguine of obtaining 
anything this year, but thought the needs 
} should be agitated. The following is an 
extract from his annual report: 


I believe that the convenience of the 
Police Department are behind those of all 
other departments and we are not keeping 
pace with the growing City. I think it 
advisable for the City to bave three more 
| regular officers. I know better work could 
| be accomplished. 

The Police Department has asked for 
nothing and receives nothing, and it has 
now come to the point where its needs 
should be looked after by some one. What 
ofticers we have are faithful and do their 
| duty the best they can with what they have 
| to do with. 

There should be some method of com- 
municating between the different routes 
and the Police Station. It is not infre- 
quent that we receive notice by telephone, 
during the night, of teams strayed or 
stolen and various other happenings and 
desiring that the police be notified to be on 
the watch; but what way have we to 
notify them. The police in different cities 
and towns are dependent on each other 
for assistance and Quincy should try to 
|render as good service to others as she 
receives. In the early part of the evening, 
through the courtesy of the street car 
conductors we have been able to receive 
| and send notes, lanterns, etc., to ditferent 
parts of the City, but when the cars are 
} done running for the night, communication 
jis cut off. I desire here to express my 
thanks to the conductors for their assis- 
| tance in this manner. 
| Quincy has so many places of ‘* resort” 
| and picnic grounds that are visited by all 
| classes, that there is hardly a day in the 
| summer that there is not word sent to the 
police station of a disturbance somewhere 
|and a demand for police officers. There 
| should be a horse and wagon provided for 
| the use of the department to convey officers 


to such places, and kept in the night time 
where it could be sent to convey arre sted | 
persons to the police station. As it 4 
now, if an officer arrests a person after the 
cars have stopped running (and often when 
| they are running, such language is used 
| that he would not take them on a car) 
| there is no way butto hunt the neighor- 
| hood over for a team and then perhaps not 
| find one, and finally is obliged to wrestle 
| with his prisoner for one or two miles to 
|the station house; and this takes the 
| officer from his route from one to two 
hours at the very time, perhaps, when he 
| is needed to look after others, 

The place we now occupy is a poor 
| apology fora police station. Situated as 
it is in the cellar under the City Hall, 

| without sunshine or ventilation, it can ~ 
| nothing but an unhealthy place, totally 
| unfit for the purpose for which it is used, 
j}It might have answered the purpose 
| twenty-five years ago, but the City has 
| grown and the demands on the police have 
| increased as rapidly as on any other de- 
| partme nt. There is practically one room 
| for lodgers, tramps and prisoners, drunk or 
| sober, be they, men, women or children. 
lf we had as good a place as the abandoned 
fire station on School street, that was con- 
| sidered not fit to keep horses in, we would 
be well provided for in comparison with 
jour present quarters. In my opinion it 
would be wise to look the situation over 
and ascertain whether or not the old stone 
| school house on School street can be re- 
| paired and put in proper shape for a police 
| station at a comparatively small cost to the 
| City, and whether it would not answer al] 
requirements for several years,

BRILLIANT _WAR TACTICS 


Displayed by Celonel 1 Kelly In the Hazardous 
Chitral Campaign. 

Sima, April 25.—The British column, 
under command of Colonel Kelly, which 
was proceeding to the relief of Chitral 
from Gilgit, reached Kogazi, 18 miles 
north of Chitral fort, on April 19. Upom 
arriving there, Colonel Kelly received di- 
rect news from Dr. Robertsgm, the British 
agent in Chitral to whose Gcor the Brit 
ish force was hastening, that Sher Afzul, 
who had captured the town of Chitral, 
had fied with all the besiegers of the fort. 

Dr. Robertson reported that the casual- 
ties during the investment of the fort, to 
which he retreated upon the capture of the 
town, were 39 killed and 68 wounded. He 
and Captain Campbell were severely 
wounded. Captain Baird was killed. 
Lieutenant Gurdon, who was reported to 
have been killed, is still alive. All the 
wounded are doing well. The garrison 
had only 200 troops and seven officers there. 

The highest praise is due to Colonel 
Kelly’s brilliant feat at arms. All con- 
cerned in the march from Gilgit merit re- 
wards such as were accorded to the then 
Lieutenant (now Major) C. J. W. Grant, 
the leader of the expedition, who, in 1891, 
relieved the British at Manipur. 


A whack at Oi] Monopoly. 

Paris, April 35.—The Republique Fran- 
caise, commenting on the petroleum mo- 
nopoly, said: Itis not enough to merely 
note this act of brigandage which seems 
to be an accepted-thingin America. The 
old regime struggled vainly against mon- 
opolists, yet the latter had not then per- 
fected the means they are possessed of at 
the present time. The laws recently pro- 
mulgated against them have also proved 
ineffective, and the problem has become 
more delicate. 


Queen Victoria’s Large Family. 

DARMSTADT, April 26.—Queen Victoria 
yesterday attended the christening of the 
daughter of the Grand Duchess of Hesse, 
daughter of the Duke of Edinburgh, second 
son of her majesty. The baby is the 70th 
direct descendant of Queen Victoria, who 
has nine children, 40 grandchildren and 
2lgreat-grandchildren. Sixty-oneof these 
descendants are living. 


Worthy of Investigation. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 95.—A. W. Ter- 
rell, the American minister, is inquiring 
into the case ef 2 man named Weber, 
bearing an American passport, who was 
arrested on suspicion at the railway works 
near Koniach. Weber was compelled to 
walk to Broussa, where he died {rom ex- 
haustion and the effects of rough treat- 
ment. 


Ex-Millienaire Dead. 

CHICAGO, April 25.—Nat C. Jones died 
at St. Joseph’s hospitel last night. Jones 
Was atone time one of the heaviest and 
wealthiest speculators ia the country, but 
his fortune was much decreased of late 
years. He had foralong time been help- 
less om account of paralysis.

|The Questions People Will Soan be 
Called Upon to Answer. 


The work of taking the state census of 
Massachusetts will begin next Wednesday, 
and Chief Wadlin thinks that he will be 
Lable to announce the population of the 
State by cities and towns next August. 
The LEDGER expects to publish to 
morrow 8 list of the Quincy enumerators. 

The facts desired about families, col- 
lectively considered, are the sex of the 
head of the household, surname, Christian 
name and initial, residence, town or city, 
name of village or section, ward, precinct, 
;county. The number of tenements, occu- 
pied and uneccupied, the number of rooms 

occupied and unoccupied, the materials of 
| which the house is constructed, the num- 
| ber of stories, and the number of persons 
comprising the family, male and female, 
| Will also’ be asked. 

In previous censuses houses in the course 
of construction, but not yet ready for oc- 
cupabcy, were not enumerated in any way. 
Asan indication of the growth of certain 
villages and sections in cities it has been 
le advisable to secure information 

| concerning houses in the course of con- 
| struction, and enumerators have been in- 
|formed to secure information on this 
point. 

| The questions asked applying to male 
| members of families are as follows: Sur- 
j}name, Christian name and initial, resi- 
| dence, city or town, name of village or of 
| section, ward, county, precinct, relation 
to head of family, color and race, pbysical 
condition, age, whether or not a ratable

JUST WHAT THEY ASKED. 


Tax Levy of Norfolk Countv to be 
$160,000, an Increase of $10,000. 


In the Legislature, Wednesday, the 

Committee on County Estimates submitted 

| @ resolve fixing the tax of Norfolk County 

| at $160,000, which is just the sum asked by 

the County Commissioners, and $10,000 
more than last year. 

The report causes surprise to those who 
made tbe fight against the expenditures of 
| the present board, and at the same time

Had the committee failed to 
endorse the commissioners, they might 
| also have refused to have entrusted them 
with the erection of a court house at Quin- 
cy. 

It will be remembered that the Quincy

vorably reported some weeks ago, but there 
it stopped. 

It was anpiet that it had been tabled 
pending a movement in Quincy to remodel 
City Hall, which contemplated quarters 
for the district court. But the City Coun- 
cil has refused to appropriate money for 
plans for remodeling City Hall, and it 
comes back to the origina! question: Shall 
acourt house be erected at Quincy? It 
would not bea surprise if the bill was 
taken from the table and passed.

DIPLOMATS DISTURBED 


England’s Attitude Toward Nicaragua 
May Mean Endless Aggression, 


Much Anxiety and Apprehen- 
sion at Washington. 


Occupation of Corinto by the British Almost an 
Assured Fact. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.— The diplo-| 


matic representatives of the Central 
and South American republics are very 
much disturbed by the latest feature of 
the British Nicaraguan case (the meeting 


| of bond obligations), for they fear that it 
opens a vista of endless trouble and ag- 


gression in the future. 


Their idea is that once Great Britain is | 
| permitted without interference to collect 
| this special indemaity, she will avail her- 


self of the excuse offered by the failure of 
Nicaragua to meet her interest payments 
on foreign debt 
collecting this forcibly in the 
manner, notwithstanding the fact 


interest. 
Of course this would necessitate the oc- 
cupatien of Corinto until the original in- 


demnity shail have been collected, which | 
would only add to the financial distress of | 
Nicaragua, and should she be unable, as | 


seems likely, to meet this last demand, 
the occupation may be prolonged so in- 
definitely as to amount to a permanent 
occupation of the territory. 

This is the reasoning of the South 
Americans, and they find individual 


cause for apprehension in the fact that al- | 


most all of these little republics owe 
sums of money to European bondholders 
en account of interest or principal of na 
that for the 
first time the principle may be laid down 
and enforced that a European governmen 
may assume the collection of debts owing 
to its citizens as individuals, and not to 
the European nation, a doctrine which 
they assert would be particularly obnox- 
ious if applied to some of the states of the 
American Union, which have defaulted in 
their debts to foreign bondholders. 


Worriment at the Capitol. 


It is felt here that the present situation 
is one justifying apprehension and anx- 
iety on the partof ourown government. 
While it is not expected that the Nicar- 
aguan government will offer any armed 
resistance to the landing of the British 


forces, still it is feared that during t.0o)} 


time the town of Corinto is occupied by 
the foreigners the natives may be re 
strained with difficulty, and the close con- 
tact into which the two discordant ele 
ments will certainly be brought might at 
any moment lead to an outbreak, winding 
up in a general war. 


The tenure of the present Nicaraguan | 


government is none too secure, and it is 
felt that it would be expecting almost too 
much from it to hope that it could resist 
successfully an impulse of the people to- 
ward war, even should the cause be with- 


out probable success for their side in the} 


end. 

It is evident that our state department

ard line object in most instances to stand 
behind them with a broad guarantee.

What earthly difference 
does a couple of pounds weight make in 
the running qualities of aroad machine?

buy a bicycle that bears a first class 
maker’s name, fit it with standard road 
tires and let it weigh enough to carry 
you safely.

WOES OF NICARAGUA. 


The Little Republic Finds Herself In 
Uncomfortably Close Quarters, 


United States Will Not Pre- 
vent Seizure of Corinto 


Having No Constitutional Precedents to 
Guide Us In the Matter. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—The very latest 
information receivad here is to the effect 
that there will be no change in the atti- 
tude assumed by Nicaragua toward the 
British ultimatum, and confident belief is 
expressed that the British will occupy 
Corinto today to enforce their demands. 

Late last night a well-known diplomat 
received private information from con- 
nections in New York city to the effect 
that Nicaragua had decided to refuse to 
accede to Great Britain’s ultimatum, and 
would resist it. Dr. Guzman, the Nicar- 
aguan minister, has not received any in- 
formation from his government respect- 
ing the matter, but he is of the opinion 
that matters will transpire as indicated 
above. 

Last Hopes Shattered. 

Nicaragua's last hope of assistance from 
the United Siates in her controversy with 
Great Britain, to prevent the seizure of 
Corinto, vanished yesterday afternoun. 

Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan minister, 
who had been waiting with intense anxiety 
to see Secretary Gresham, was finally suc- 
cessful about 3 o’clock, when the secretary 
came from the White House, where he 
had been in consultation with President 
Cleveland, presumably on the same sub- 
ject. The interview was very short. 

In five minutes the minister emerged 
from the secretary’s office, looking very 
depressed. He refused to say a word as to 
what had taken place, but it can be stated 
that the secretary gave him to understand 
very clearly that the United States would 
not interfere in the case asit stands. So 
there are now three courses open to Nicu-:- 
augua, namely, to pay the indemnity, to 
permit the occupation of Corinto, or fight, 
andthe next 12 hours must find what 
choice is to be declared, for the British 
troops are to land today at Corinto. 

The position taken by the president in 
this matter is that the dispute is one en- 
tirely between Great Britain and Nicar- 
agua, in which the United States has no 
call tointerfere. Thus, there had been 
committed no injuries to American in- 
terests in Nicargua should there be shown 
a disposition by Great Britain to acquire 
Nicaraguan territory. 

On each of those points a fayorable as- 
surance has been had from Great Britain, 
and all, it is said, that can now be done is 
to watch the course of events. This deci- 
sion was not hastily reached, for the en- 
tire subject of our relations to the coun- 
tries of Central and South America was 
considered and discussed very carefully by 
the president with his constitutional ad- 
visers, and there has been male a close 
scrutiny of the precedents that might suf- 
fice for our guidance. 

Upon these precedents rests the decision 
of the administration to refrain from in- 
terfereice between Great Britain and 
Nicaragua at this stage of the proceedings. 

How It Was Brought About. 

In behalf of Nicaragua, though without 
success, it would appear that it has been 
urged that the occupation of Corinto by 
the British troops would be in direct vio- 
lation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit 
ain. A provision of that treaty prohibiis 
British occupation of Central American 
territory. 

Article 1 covenants that the United 
States and Great Britain agree “that 
neither will ever erect or maintain any 
fortification in Nicaragua or in the 
vicinity thereof, or occupy, or fortify, or 
colonize, or assume a protectorate over 
Nicaragua or the Mosqiy¥ito coast, or any 
part of Central America. 


It is pointed out that this is even more | 


binding than the Monroe doctrine, as the 
latter is a principle asserted by the United 
States, while the treaty is an agreemedt 
to which Great Britain is a party. 
have been individual claims on both sides 
of the water that the Clayton- Bulwer 
treaty was abrogated, yet the governments 
have never formally abrogated it. 

A resolution was introduced in the last 
senate to abrogate it, adjudicating that 
those who oppose it could consider it in 
force. The terms, it is held, appear to be 
very definite against Great Britain’s ‘' «- 
cupying” or “exercising any dominion over 
Nicaragua.”’ 

Nicaraguans’ Argument, 

In the late war between Nicaragua and 
Honduras, the Mosquito reservation was 
occupied by Nicaraguan troops. 


The inhabitants, who had long enjoyed a | 


measure of self-government, which was 
regulated under the treaty of Managua, 
concluded between Great Britain 
Nicaragua in 186), resented the presence 
of the Nicaraguan forces, and finally of- 
fered some kind of armed resistance to 
their proceedings. 


This was easily suppressed by the Nic- | 


araguans, who expelled Prince Clarence, 
the Mosquito chief, in the summer of 1894, 
and took over the administration of the 
country. The Nicaraguan minister made 
up his mind that the opposition offered to 
the troops had not been the spontaneous 
act of the people of the reservation, but 
in part was the work of foreigners, and 
among those foreigners he believed was

LEAP FOR LIFE ~~ 


Made by Several Female Employes In a) Zopie 


Montreal Fire Trap. 

MonTREAL, April 26.—W. ©. McDonald’s 
extensive tobacco factory on Ontario 
street, east, was partially destroyed by fire 
last evening. The loss will reach $50,000, 
on whioh there is no insurance. 

There was not s fire escape on the out- 
side, nor any appliances on the inside for 
the fighting of fires. Even the windows 
were guarded by heavy iron screens, pre- 
sumably to prevent theft on the part of 
the employes. 

The fire started at 5 p. m. in the drying 
room, and for a while smoldered. Then 
suddenly the flames burst out, and a most 
awful panicensued. There were 900 em- 
ployesin the building, and more than 
half of this number were women and girls. 
The shrieks of the womén as they beat 
against the iron window screens, praying 
the crowd to do something tosave them, 
were most heartrending. As the flames 
burst out, three firemen were on the roof, 
and for fully 20 minutes their lives were 
despaired of, till finally ladders were found 
tobringthem down. ‘They were badly 
burned. 

The girls were nearly all on the fourth- 
story floor and were frantic with fear. 
With much trouble, one of the iron lat- 
tices was knocked off, when one of the 
girls jumped and was almost shattered to 
pieces when she reached the roof of an ad- 
joining warehouse. In a similar manner 
the others followed to the number of 80. 

The ambulances were kept busy carry- 
ing the women and girls to the hospitals, 
and some were driven in cabs to their 
homes. So far one is known to be dead 
and several others are believed to be in the 
ruins. 

From inquiries at the hospital concern- 
ing the condition of the girls injured by 
jumping from the windows of the build- 
ing, it was learned that little hopes are 
entertained for the recovery of at least 
five. 


Many Minor Battles. 

HAVANA, April 26.—A band of 100 in- 
surgents attacked the town of Dos Cami- 
nos, but were repulsed by 22 Spanish sol- 
diers. The rebels left on the field four 
killed and 10 wounded, In an engage- 
ment at Valenzuela an insurgent officer 
was killed and three wounded. At 
Adelaid the government troops had a 
skirmish with an insurgent band and five 
of the soldiers were wounded. Antonio 
Maceo, the insurgent chief, whose re- 
ported suicide proved to be erroneous, will 
remove his camp to another district. 


The Boom Is On. 


BALTIMORE, April 26.—Special reports 
to The Manufacturers’ Record show a very 
decided increase in the southward ten- 
dency of population, illustrated by the 
large purchases of lands in Georgia, Ar- 
kansas and other southern states for 
western and northwestern colonists. Re- 
ports from the northwest show a very 
widespread disposition on the part of the 
farmers to move south. In industrial 
matters the chief attention is still given to 
cotton mill enterprises. 


The Blue and the Gray. 

ATLANTA, April 26.—Governor Atkin- 
son, accompanied by his staffin full uni- 
form, yesterday paid a formal call upon 
Colonel Kellogg, in command of the 
United States army post at Fort McPher- 
son, in return for the visit recently paid 
him by the colonel and his staff. This 
completes the first formal exchange of 
courtesies between the governor of Georgia 
and the military representatives of the 
federal government since the war. 


The Ayes Have It. 

SepALIA, Mo., April 26. —In answer to 
the question: “Are youin favgrof the 
free coinage of silver by the United States 
at the present ratio” five Republican 
and seven Democratic senators in the leg- 
islature answered in the affirmative, and 
four Republicans answered in the nega- 
tive. In the house 14 Republicans and 24 
Democrats replied in the affirmative, and 
14 Republicans, two Democrats and two 
Populists in the negative. 


For Whisky Trust to Settle. 

CxuicaGco, April 26.—Nelson Morris has 
filed in the United States court proofs of 
an additional claim against the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding company in the sum 
of $55,000 for breach of contract for the 
feeding of 42,000 head of cattle. This 
claim, added to a claim filed by Morris 
about two weeks ago, makes a total of 
$1,050, 000.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


For the Week Beginning April 28. 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 

Topic.—Communion with Christ.—John xiv, 

18-23. (Suggestion, A meeting for prayer only.) 

Prayer is not only an offering up of 
our desires unto God for things agree- 
able to His will, but it is also commun- 
ion and intercourse with God, and with 
Christ when requests may not be the 
subject in our thoughts. In the Old Tes- 
tament dispensation God dwelt between 
the cherubim on the mercy seat, and 
there He gave audience as a prince on 
his throne, there He communed with the 
representative of the people. This typi- 
fied His willingness to be reconciled to 
us and to keep up communion with us, 
in and by the mediation of Christ. 
Christ has come, and the shadow has 
passed away, and in its place we now 
have the reality, and not only the repre- 
sentative of the people, but all the peo- 
ple may have sweet and intimate com- 
munion, fellowship and intercourse with 
their divine Lord and Master, Jesus 
Christ. 

This communion with Christ is heart 
to heart communion between Christ and 
the believer. That it may be possible 
Christ abides in the heart of His dis- 
ciples, and it is here that they hold com- 
mupion with Him, as friend with 
friend. This mystical union between 
Christ and the believer is something 
that the world cannot understand, be- 
cause it does not fulfill the conditions 
necessary to experience it. After the 
resurrection the world was not to see 
Him, but He was to manifest Himself 
unto His disciples, and this manifesta- 
tion does not refer simply to His appear- 
ances after the resurrection, but to His 
dwelling in the heart of the believer, 
even after His ascension, and there 
manifesting Himself unto him. On 
earth it is Christ who makes His abode 
with the, believer. In heaven the be- 
liever will make his abode with Christ, 
and thus the fellowship between them 
will be perpetual. 

Three conditions are mentioned by 
Christ as necessary to be fulfilled before 
He will reveal Himself unto us or be- 
fore He will take up His dwelling place 
in our sows. We must love Him; we 
must obey His commandments; we 
must be loved by His Father. 

The devotee of the world does not 
fulfill these and does not enjoy the rap- 
tures of communion with Christ. These 
requirements are easy of fulfillment; they 
are reasonable jn every way, and we 
should fulfill them that this great joy 
muy be ours. 

This announcement of Christ to His 
digeiples that though absent in the body 
He would still be with them must have 
brought great joy to them. He was 
about to leaye thsm, and they feared 
forever. What blessedness it must have 
been to them, therefore, to know that 
He would still dwell with them and 
comune with them! Christ is absent 
from us in body. Still He will dwell 
with us, still He will commune with 
us, if we will have Him. Let us open 
the doors of our heartsfor Him. Let 
us constantly hold sweet and blessed 
communion with Him.

A BICYCLE RESPONSIBLE 


For the Fatal Accident to Grandson 
of Letter Carrier Loud. 


Mr. and Mrs, Francis P. Loud returned 
today from their sad journey to New York, 
having also visited Frederick City, Md., 
where the body of their little grandson 
was interred. The accident to little 
Howard Brandau occurred on the Western 
boulevard as he was crossing from school 
to join his mother, Mrs. Lucy Loud Bran- 
dau, who was on the opposite sidewalk 
awaiting -him. She and his schoolmates 
witnessed the affair and the mother was 
the first to reach him. A swift running 
bicycle had caused the boy to jump sud- 
denly, but he only escaped one danger to 
enccunter @ worse one, as he ran squarely 
into a heayily laden lumber truck and fell 
beneath one of the rear wheels which 
crushed his arm and severely bruised one 
leg. He recognized his mother when she 
arrived, but did not live long after he was 
taken to the Roosevelt hospital. It was 
necessary to amputate the arm near the 
shoulder, and he did not survive the 
shock. 

The bicyclist who caused the accident 
did not stop and isunknown. The truck 
driver did not know of the accident when 
arrested later, and as no blame attached to 
him he was discharged. 


Postmaster Duggan. 


The appointment of John A. Duggan as 
postmaster at Atlantic, on Thursday, comes 
as a surprise to a great many, but D.C.

Whatever the result of the new order of 
things may be, it will only affect the peo- 
ple whoare engaged with a problem involv- 
ing solely theirown welfare and trying 
to work it out for their own best good. 
The adoption of Western civilization and 
modern progress have not been inspired by 
the desire for novelty, but by the purpose 
to take advantage of whatever was best 
adapted to supply the necessities of nw 
tional development. 

One of the most significant factors to be 
taken into account in any forecast of the 
future of Japanis the change in the treaty: 
relations existing between Japan and the 
Western powers. The conditions from 
which the old treaties resulted have en- 
tirely disappeared. The difficulty has been 
in the presumed necessity for imain- 
taining the jurisdiction at capitulations 
which absolved foreigners from trial in 
Japan by native courts and punishment 
under native law, and were rendered 
necessary, as Mr. Marcy stated, by the 
fact that cruel and unusual punishment 
was inflicted under the laws of most 
Oriental countries. 

Certainly for the last 20 years there has 
been no necessity in Japan for such provi- 
sions, and yet, instead of being relaxed 
with the lessening need, they have, if any- 
thing, been strengthened and increased. 
In point of fact, foreign life and property 
is as safe in every part of Japan as it 
would be in London or New York. Com- 
plete systems of codified laws, based upon 
the best methods, are in successful opera- 
tion, while the judiciary is not only com- 
petent and educated, but entirely inde- 
pendent of executive control.

Death of an Inventor—The Black 
smiths’ Bill—Improvements. 


Such firms as Thomas & Miller, Me- 
Grath Bros,, Long & Sanders and Switl- 
in Bros., that deal almost exclusively in re- 
tail work, are putting on many new men, 
and pushing their orders for Memorial 
Day. 

Joss Brotbers are building a large polish- 
ing shop in the rear of their sheds, and in- 
tend to stock it with the latest and most 
approved machinery. They have lately 
added to their cutting establishment and 
give many evidences of enterprising activity.

| Late Residence of C. F. Adams Re- 
garded as a Mode) Club House. 


Many have recently had an opportunity 
to view the mansion on President’s hill, 
recently vacated by Charles Francis Adams, 
and have admired it greatly.

The mansion contains 24 rooms, finished 
in hardwood, with a commodious stable 
adjicent.

BREEDING BUFFALOES. 


Some of the Hybrids That Are Produced 
Are Fine Animals. 

A famous Monta character is Char- 
lie Allard of Ravalli. Mr. Allard is fa- 
mous mainly because he is one of the 
owners of the largest herd of buffalo in 
the country, and no man living has 
given to these now rare animals more 
patient stady and attention than he. 

‘“‘The coldest storms of winter do not 
trouble them,’’ he says, ‘‘for their 
thick, shaggy coats are windproof. 
During the heavy snows and blizzards 
they climb the hills, and turning their 
breasts to the wind defy the storm. 
They feed where the snow is thinnest. 
Cattle are driven before a storm and 
will often go with a wind 60 or 100 
miles from the accustomed range unless 
they reach a sheltered spot. Horses turn 
their backs to astorm, but the buffaloes 
face it every time. They seem to keep 
in about the same condition of flesh the 
year roung and are as good eating in 
the spring as they are in the fall, anda 
buffalo steak is about as fine a morsel 
AS ever € man made a meal of. About 
two years ago I purchased the Jones 
herd of buffalo, which was at Omaha. 
There were 81 of them in the herd, and 
we paid(for I have a partner now) $18, - 
000 for the lot. Marchiel Pablo, a well 
known cattleman, has joined me in the 
business and for the past year has had 
entire charge of them, so that I do not 
know just exactly how many we have— 
about 140, I should judge, now, and by 
next fall there will be fully 200 of 
them. 

‘‘We have experimented in crossing 
buffalo with all breeds of cattle, and 
the results are most satisfactory. The 
Polled Angus stock when crossed with 
the buffalo produces a magnificent ani- 
mal. The fur is finer and closer than 
that of the buffalo, and the meat is 
sweet and wholesome. We are produc- 
ing a3 many of these animals as possi- 
ble, but will not put any on the market 
for several years yet. Weare not selling 
any buffalo either, for the reason that 
we need them all at present. We re- 
ceive letters every day from museums, 
parks and shows wanting them in all 
quantities, and though we might dis- 
pose of one or two singly we have no 
pairs to sell. 

“A good buffalo hide is worth $100 
now in the market, and heads bring 
from $200 to $500 when mounted, and 
the value of these is steadily increasing, 
s0 that buffalo breeding is as good an 
investment as real estate. Our herd is 
about the only one I know of any 
size. There is a small one in the Texas 
panhandle, and these, with the few 
that roam in the national park, are the 
sole remnants of the thousands which 
roamed the prairies but a few years 
ago. ’’—Anaconda (Mon.) Standard.

The Kinetograph the Latest Marvel Turn- 
ed Out by Edison. 

‘“‘We are progressing, progressing,’’ 
said Thomas A. Edison to a Boston 
Herald representative when informed 
that his retreat had been invaded for 
the purpose of getting information con- 
cerning the latest and greatest of his | 
inventions, the one which is being 
eagerly awaited and which very few 
have had a chance to see—that is, the 
combination of the phonograph with | 
the kinetoscope, the contrivance to | 
which Mr. Edison applied the term 
kinetograph on this occasion. 

“The object of this machine,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is to afford the spectator two in- 
ventions in one—that is, two senses are 
simultaneously appealed to. Suppose, 
we willsay, an opera is to be reproduc- 
ed. The phonograph already repeats the 
sound. The kinetoscope afterward af- 
fords a view of the movements. Now, 
however, we wish to combine the two 
and combine them far more effectively 
than ever their distinct elements have 
heretofore been rendered by separate in- 
struments. 

“Thus, if one wished to hear and see 
the concert or the opera, it would only 
be necessary to sit down at home, look 
upon a scene and see the performance 
reproduced exactly in every movement | 
and at the same time the voices of the 
players and singers, the music of the | 
orchestra, the various sounds that ac- | 
company a performance of this sort, 
will be reproduced exactly. The end | 
attained isa perfect illusion. One really | 
hears and sees the play, because the 
conditions necessary to the suitable im- 
pressions upon the eye and ear are ob- 
tained.’’

One hun- 
dred and fifteen deaths have already been 
reported, but only 50 bodies have been re- 
covered.

The whole region over which the

The Decision Finally Arrived at by 
Manufacturers of Olneyville, 


icinity 


Cperatives Must Now Playa 
Waiting Game 


As Their Employers Are Keeping Precise 
Date of Lockout a Seoret. 


PROVIDENCE, April 8). — When the 
Manufacturers’ club met at Narragansett 
hotel last night, it was determined that 
no outsider should even learn that the 
meeting was to be held. The story leaked 
oat, however. 

The discussion of the situation natu- 
tally led up tothe question of closing the 
mills, and raised the first sign of ruction. 
There were manufacturers present who 
would be glad to keep their contract and 
close thelr mills as they had agreed to do 
in case there should be astrike at either of 
the mills connected with the combination, 
but there were others who were opposed 
to taking this course. 

The discussion that followed was a long 
one, and it is stated that it was finally de- 
cided to follow the original agreement and 
close all the mills in Olneyville 

As Soon as Practicable. 

Everything was not all harmony, how- 
ever, and the settlement of a time for clos- 
ing the mills was the cause of another 
heated debate. 

While it was impossible to determine 
just when the lockout will come, it was 
stated that it was to be at an early date 
and that when the gates were locked upon 
the operatives it would be done so sud- 
denly that every one would be astonished. 

In order to accomplish this, it was neces- 
sary to do some hard personal work. But 
when the contrary manufacturers came 
downstairs there could be no doubt but 
that they had agreed upon the course to 
be followed. 

Just what will be done, therefore, is 
stillin doubt. While the mills are 

Unquestionably te Be Closed 
as soon as possible, the precise date of the 
lockout is undetermined, and the strikers 
will have to play a waiting game until the 
members of the club are willing to make 
their business known. 

One thing, however, may be sald to be a 
certainty. It was not all peace and har- 
mony in the meeting, and some persons 
claim that it will be impossible to keep all 
the members to the spirit of their agree- 
ment. 

The operatives, therefore, can do noth- 
ing but wait, although they will be able 
to feel reasonably sure that the mills are 
tu be closed upon them.

Will Be Restored In White Metal, 
According to Voorhees, 


Endangered Only by Greed 
and Unholy Speczlation. 


Indiana Senator Tells Where He Thinks Ad- 
vantage Can Be Gained. 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 30.—The Washing- 
ton correspondent of The Sentinel gives 
the following as the views of Senator 
Voorhees on the silver question: 

‘The real and vital issue now presented 
to the American people is the proposed 
elimination of silver from our currency, 
its total overthrow and destruction as a 
money metal and the use of gold alone. 
This movement means the destruction of 
one-half of the debt-paying money to the 
United States and the world. If it should 
be successful, it will double burdens of 
every debtor and multiply the gains and 
incoine of every creditor wherever the sun 
shines. 

“The debts of the American people at 
this time, both public and private, are 
appalling in amount. They have been 
contracted on a bimetallic basis and it is 
now proposed to make them payable on 
the basis of gold alone. The two metals 
also constitute the specie basis for such 
paper currency as may be put in circula- 
tion. If silver money is destroyed, paper 
circulation must be contracted in thrt 
proportion. Every form and kind of 
money must become that much scarcer 
and harder to get in exchange for labor 
and the products of labor, 

“Such a policy is to my mind simply 
horrible. I have nota particle of doubt as 
to the result of the contest now going on. 
The enemies of silver will be driven to the 
wall. Silver money will not only suryive, 
but it will be fully restored to its old 
place as a leading and controlling factor 
in the development and the 

Progress of the Country. 

“Nor have I any fear for the future 
strength and harmony of the Democratic 
party. Some men may discard its princi- 
ples and abandon its organization, but 
others will take their places. I have been 
in favor of the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio fixed by Jefferson all my life, 
and whatever others may do I shall neither 
abandon my principles nor my party. 

“Danger from the coinage and the use 
of silveras moneyin this country never 
occurred to the sane mind until greed, 
avarice and unholy speculation reared their 
serpent head and aimed a vicious, deadly 
blow at the honored dollar of the fathers 
in 1873. Since that time we have had 
nothing but financial vexation, distrust, 
depression and ruinous panics, 

“The five years which immediately fol- 
lowed the demonetizing of silver in 1873 
were freighted with more calamity and 
suffering on the part of laborimg and 
producing people than was cover before 
Known in this country. A wave of con- 
fiscation swept over the country, annihi- 
lating values, depriving labor of its re 
ward, destroying all market prices for 
property, except such as were bid at 
sheriffs’ sales. Nor did this wretched con- 
dition of affairs show any signs of im- 
provement uatil the partial restoration of 
silver to its money functions took place in 
1878. 

“If I am told that silver bullion as a 
marketable commodity at this time com- 
mands a low price, my answer is that if 
gold had been conspired against as per- 
sistently, and assailed by foul means as 
well as fair for nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury past, it would be in a far worse crip- 
pled condition than silver. No other 
form of money 

On the Face of the Earth 
could have withstood, as silver has done, 
such a malignant, unsparing crusade as 
the last 20 years have witnessed in this 
country. 

“The need of the white metal in the 
hands of the people is even greater now 
than ever before. There is scarcely a 
speck of gold in sight of the laboring 
classes. 

With silver demonetized, plain people, 
the wage- workers and those who raise and 
sell the produce of the soil will handle 
specie money no more and will catch even 
a glimpse of it butseldom. Gold will be 
hoarded and hid away in the vaults of the 
great magnates of wealth, and the people 
in their business will be puton the half- 
rations of paper money to which the 
shrinkage and non-traction from a basis 
of bimetallism toa basis of monometallism 
will reduce the money. 

‘Ifthe free and unlimited coinage of 
silver as full filed legal tender money, and 
as astandard of statutes and the unit of 
account and payment without a word of 
international agreement on the subject 
will put this country on a silver basis, 
then we were on such a basis every day 
and hour since the passage of the first 
coinage act on April 1, 1792, until the de- 
monetization act of February, 1873, a 
period of 81 years, during which we rose 
from weakness to the foremost rank 
among the nations of the earth. 

“IT commend to all croakers in regard to 
silver basis a careful reading of the act of 
April 2, 1792, formulated by Hamilton 
and Jefferson and approved by Washing- 
top.”

TALK OF COMPROMISE. 


Great Britain and Nicaragua May 
Come to an Agreement. 


American War Vessels Re- 
ceive Sudden Orders. 


Their Purpose Sald to Be to Protect Nicar- 
aguan Canal Property. 


MANAGUA, April 30.—A proposition of 
compromise and immediate evacuation of 
Corinto by the British is now under con- 
sideration between Washington, London 


and the authorities here. The proposition 
embraces the following essential points: 


First—Nicaragua is to pay $77,500 at/| 


London within two weeks. 


Second—The British forces are to be) 
immediately withdrawn from Corinto! 
without waiting for the two weeks to} 


elapse. 
Third—A mixed commission of arbitra- 
tion is to passon the demands of Great 


Britain in excess of the $77,500 claim, said | 
commission to be constituted in a manner | 
satisfactory to the United States and Nic- | 


aragua. 


The foregoing terms, it is believed, will | 
be accepted by President Zelaya and his/| 


cabinet. It is understood that the sug- 


gestion of this settlement came from the } 


Nicaraguan representative at Washington, 
and it is belic-ved that such an adjustment 
would be agreeable to the United States 
authorities. If Nicaragua’s acceptance 
is given, the proposition will be urged 
on the London foreign office, and it is be- 
lieved it will be accepted. 
Work For Uncle Sam's Warships. 

WASHINGTON, April 80.— The Alert, 
which has been stationed at Panama 
watching the progress of the revolutionary 
movement in Colombia, has been ordered 
to proceed at once to San Juan del Sur, 
the nearest cable port to Corinto. 

The Atlanta was ordered to sail at once 


to Greytown, the eastern terminus of the | 


proposed Nicaraguan canal. The Mont- 


gomery, now at Mobile, will follow the} 
Raleigh, on May 7, with the Nicaragua | 


canal commission board. 


Secretary Herbert said that the move- | 


ment of ships had absolutely nothing to 


do with the occupation of Corinto by the | 
British, that being a matter to be settled | 
between the Nicaraguans and the British. | 


The real purpose of the orders was to 
guard American interests in Nicaragua 
against the consequence of a possible revo- 


lution which may result from the dis- | 


turbed condition of the country. 


Being asked what measure of protection | 


the Nicaraguan commission would receive 
in the pursuance of its work of inspecting 
the line of the canal, the secretary said the 
Montgomery would remain at Greytown 
while the commission was in the interior, 
and that two ships would surely be force 


enough to protect the commission and all | 


other American interests that might be 
endangered by a revolution. 
Miller’s Influence, 
The action taken by Secretary Herbert 


may be attributed to the visit to Wash- | 


ington of ex-Senator Miller of the Nicara- 
guan Canal company, and of some repre- 
sentations made by him on the basis of 
private reports as to the real condition of 
affairs in Nicaragua, and to those coming 
to the Nicaraguan minister directly. Cer- 
tainly the charaoter of the United States 
vessels which have been ordered to Nicara- 
gua is a sufficient evidence that Secretary 
Herbert does not expect them to come inte 
hostile conflict with the British ships.

| UNITED STATES’ ATTITUDE. 


— 
| Willing to Exert Good Influence For the Benefit 
of All Concerned. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The attitude 
of the United States en the Eastern war 
trouble bas been made clear to the various 
powers interested. In brief, it is that the 
unvarying policy of this country is not to 
form alliances which may involve it in 
complications with the countries of Eu- 
rope or Asia. 

It is a reassertion of the policy of isla 
tion, except in so far as this country may 
be able to exert a kindly or advisory in- 
fluence toward the adjustment of a trouble 
involving Eastern nations. The fore- 
going is now accepted by diplomats here 
as the policy which will guide the United 
States in the pending Earopean complica 
tions over the Japan-China settlement. 

At one time within recent days there 
was a prospect that the United States 
might co-operate with Great Britain and 
Italy in endeavoring to effect a solution 
of the Japan-China trqnble and the bellig- 
erent protest of Rus@i, France and Ger- 
many. Such action, if it had been taken, 
would not have been in the nature of 
assistance to Japan, but merely an exer- 
| tion of joint influence to persuade China 
| to ratify the peace agreement. 

Itis said by diplomats that as Japan 
has already ratified the agreement, simi- 
lar action by China would make it ef- 
fective. While, therefore, Russia, France 
and Germany were protesting at Tokio, 
| the desire of the other powers Was to 
| bring to bear their influences at Pekin. 

It is known positively that Italy’s 
| policy is that of a neutral power, but that 
it favors the execution of the Japan- 

China agreement as already made, and to 
| this extent its sympathies are with Japan. 
| This will not, however, go to the extent 
| of opposing the Russo-Franco-German al- 
| lance. - 
| It is understood that Great Britain's 
| course is along the same lines. So far as 
| the United States is concerned there will 
| be no co-operation, as already stated, ex- 
} cept in such kindly way as may seem 
| for the interest of all concerned, but al- 
ways short of an alliance or the possibili- 
ties of forcible complications. 


A Precedent Established. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The opinion of 
the solicitor of the treasury in the matter 
| of the copyright of Lew Wallace’s book, 
“Bon Hur,’ has been sustained by the at- 
torney general. The opinion holds in 
effect that the copyright act of March 3, 
1891, does not prevent foreign publications 
of American books copyrighted under the 
old law from being brought into this 
country and sold. Books so brought in 
and sold are not subject to any copyright 
previously obtained here. The Canadian 
edition of ‘Ben Hur,” it is held, may be 
sold in this country without any infrac- 
tion of our copyright law and inferen- 
tially the foreign edition ef any Ameri- 
can book published prior to July 1, 1893. 


Object to Canada’s Copyright Manifesto. 

Lonpvon, April 30.—The Society of Brit- 
ish Authors is about to issue a manifesto 
| pointing out objections to the Canadian 
| Copyright association’s manifesto and op- 
posing any change in the copyright laws. 
| Fears are entertained that if the matter 
}is fought on imperial lines the authors 
will lose the day, but they regard the de 
| lay in settling the matter as a good sign 
| that their protest is having weight with 
the imperial government.
